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COOPERS  GAP  BAPTIST  CHURCH  HISTORY 


Coopers  Gap  Baptist  Church  was  organized  in  1834  and  constituted  January 
26,  1839  at  a  time  when  Polk  County  had  not  been  organized  and  this  was 
Rutherford  County,  N.  C. 

Coopers  Gap  was  an  extension  from  the  Green  River  Church,  later  called 
White  Oak  Church  and  is  now  Mill  Spring    First  Baptist. 

The  Constitution  reads  as  follows:  North  Carolina,  Rutherford  County, 
January  26,  1839,  Coopers  Gap  Meeting  House  —  We,  after  giving  ourselves  to 
God  and  each  other,  do  agree  to  become  one  people  upon  the  following  Articles 
of  Faith.  There  were  twelve  Articles  of  Faith  and  nineteen  Rules  of  Decorum.  By 
the  assistance  of  a  Presbytery  composed  of  Elders  John  Lyon,  S.  G.  Hamilton, 
and  Deacon  Benjamin  Coward,  who  examined  and  ordained  Bros.  Claton 
Brown,  Deacon  and  Pillar  of  the  Coopers  Gap  Church. 

In  July  1839,  four  delegates  were  appointed  to  the  Salem  Association  and  two 
were  appointed  to  the  New  Green  River  Association.  Coopers  Gap  Church 
joined  the  Green  River  Baptist  Association  on  November  8,  1842.  On  June  19, 
1847,  delegates  were  sent  to  the  Western  Baptist  Convention  and  the  Green 
River  Baptist  Association.  In  1970  Polk  Baptist  Association  was  formed  and 
Coopers  Gap  Baptist  Church  became  a  charter  member  of  this  newly  formed 
Association. 


October  22,  1892  Brothers  H.  K.  Corn  and  J.  A.  Mills  were  appointed  to 
secure  lumber  to  build  a  new  church  house.  This  building  has  been  completely 
renovated  but  remains  our  present  day  Sanctuary.  October  29,  1976  was 
ground  breaking  for  a  new  addition  to  the  church  which  consists  of  six 
classrooms,  two  restrooms  and  a  beautiful  new  steeple.  This  work  was 
completed  near  the  end  of  June  1977. 

In  recent  years  we  have  completely  landscaped  the  grounds,  installed  a  new 
water  system,  air  conditioned  the  parsonage  and  part  of  the  church  basement, 
purchased  three  vans,  renovated  the  basement  adding  a  kitchen,  offices  for  the 
pastor  and  secretary,  carpeted  the  basement,  installed  a  new  sound  system 
with  tape  recording  equipment  enabling  the  church  to  begin  a  ministry  for  our 
shut-ins. 

Our  active  Church  organizations  are  the  Brotherhood,  WMU,  BYW,  GA, 
RA,  Acteens  and  Mission  Friends. 

In  May  1985  Rev.  Robert  Philbeck  and  family  was  called  to  pastor  our  church, 
(wife  Nancy,  daughters  Tammy,  Shelly  and  Kelly).  Under  his  leadership  we 
have  led  the  association  in  baptisms  during  the  last  two  years,  the  second  jail 
ministry  (Rutherford)  has  opened  for  our  church,  started  continous  study 
course  program  of  Discipleship,  monthly  newsletter,  Deacon  Wives  fellowship 
and  we  are  beginning  projection  on  our  new  auditorium. 

We  have  a  church  enrollment  of  412,  Sunday  School  enrollment  of  296  with  8 
homebound,  and  average  attendance  170.

A  FAMILY  OF  CHURCHES

One  of  the  most  beautiful  descriptions  of  a  Baptist  association  is  "a  family  of 
churches." 

Families  share  a  common  heritage  —  whether  by  birth,  marriage  or  adoption. 
Regardless  of  how  family  members  may  differ  in  other  ways,  they  share 
something  in  common  because  they  are  kinfolks.  That's  fundamental  to  an 
association.  It  is  formed  by  Baptist  churches  who  recognize  they  are  spiritually 
kin. 

That  doesn't  mean  that  everyone  in  a  family  is  just  alike.  A  healthy  family  is 
not  developed  by  a  cloning  process.  No  human  group  progresses  in  any 
dimension  of  life  through  conformity  and  compliance.  A  healthy  family 
enhances  personhood  and  individuality  and  provides  an  environment 
conducive  to  continuous  maturing.  Likewise,  a  healthy  association-family 
encourages  an  appreciation  for  the  uniqueness  of  the  churches  that  make  it  up. 

Families  do  things  together  —  they  work  together,  play  together,  eat 
together,  pray  together  —  and  families  of  churches  do  things  together,  too. 
There  is  a  special  joy  in  the  Christian  life  when  the  family  of  churches  expresses 
its  spiritual  kinship  through  its  life  and  work  together.

SEVENTEENTH  ANNUAL  MEETING 

OF  THE 

POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

The  seventeenth  annual  meeting  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association  met  at  the 
Coopers  Gap  Baptist  Church  on  October  23,  1986  at  2:00  P.  M. 

The  theme  for  the  year  is:  "Reaching  People,  Developing  Believers, 
Strengthening  Missions. " 

The  call  to  worship:  "Send  the  Light"  was  led  by  Rev.  Aaron  Pruitt.  Scripture 
and  prayer  was  given  by  Rev.  Carroll  Page,  pastor  of  the  Green  Creek  First 
Baptist  Church.  He  based  his  remarks  on  Ephesians  4. 

We  were  welcomed  and  greeted  graciously  by  the  host  pastor.  Rev.  Bob 
Philbeck. 

Rev.  John  Edwards,  Moderator,  declared  the  meeting  in  session  and  Rev. 
Dewey  Price,  vice  moderator  moved  for  the  adoption  of  the  program. 

Rev.  Lee  Gregory,  director  of  missions,  was  called  to  present  the  Book  of 
Reports.  He  also  introduced  Rev.  Carroll  Page,  the  new  pastor  at  the  Green 
Creek  First  Baptist  Church.  Interim  Pastors  were  also  recognized  by  Rev. 
Gregory.  Dr.  Dale  Turner  who  is  in  revival  at  Big  Level  Baptist  Church  was 
introduced  by  Rev.  Everette  Wallace,  pastor. 

Our  message  of  challenge  was  by  Rev.  John  Edwards,  our  new  moderator. 
He  expressed  his  appreciation  for  the  smoothness  of  the  transition  of  lead- 
ership experienced  this  year.  Two  important  things  are  needed:  L  The 
Field  of  Evangelism  —  We  need  to  reach  more  souls.  The  number  of  baptisms 
were  off  for  the  past  year.  2.  Financial  Support  for  the  Association  —  We 
need  to  increase  our  giving  by  giving  more  to  the  association  and  to  all  mission 
causes.  The  Association  is  ready  to  give  any  assistance  we  need  but  we  need  to 
be  more  supportive  in  our  giving.  Don't  be  passive  but  move  out.  He  based  his 
remarks  on  Isaiah  54:  2-3. 

The  business  session  was  begun  by  the  moderator.  Rev.  Dewey  Price  was 
called  and  brought  the  following  report:  We  need  to  have  our  copier  for  the 
associational  office  under  contract.  The  Cost  will  be  $125.00  plus  2<P  per  copy. 
Motion  was  made  that  we  do  this  and  the  motion  was  seconded.  There  has  been 
a  total  of  70,000  copies  already  made  since  the  copier  was  purchased. 

Mr.  McCraw  made  the  motion  that  we  dedicate  our  annual  for  this  year  to 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  Simpson.  There  was  a  second  and  all  voted  in  favor. 

The  moderator  appointed  the  following  to  serve  on  the  Committee  on 
Committees:  Rev.  Carroll  Page,  Chairman,  Rev.  Aaron  Pruitt  and  Ted  Owens. 

The  Associational  Budget  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Jack  Jolley,  treasurer.  She 
urged  us  to  look  at  the  budget. 

Leroy  McCraw  was  called  to  present  the  Baptist  Childrens  Home  report.  He 
made  a  motion  to  adopt  the  report  and  introduced  Donald  Sisk  who  with  his 
wife  Shirley  are  houseparents  at  the  Thermal  Belt  Youth  Shelter  in  Forest  City. 
He  gave  a  run  down  of  the  work  at  the  Youth  Shelter.  The  shelter  is  supported 
by  the  Polk,  Green  River  and  Sandy  Run  Associations.  Children  with  special 
problems  are  ministered  to  by  the  Youth  Shelter.  Emergency  care  is  for  0  -  90 
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days.  They  deal  with  emotional  problems  as  well  as  trouble  in  the  family 
situations.  Five  thousand  souls  are  touched  by  the  Baptist  Children  Homes. 

There  was  not  a  representative  from  the  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  but  the 
report  was  in  the  Book  of  Reports. 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  report  was  given  by  Rev.  William  Painter 
who  also  moved  for  it's  adoption.  He  also  expressed  his  appreciation  for  the 
Thermal  Youth  Shelter. 

There  was  no  report  given  for  the  following:  Annuity  Board,  American  Bible 
Society,  Christian  Education,  Baptist  Student  Union  or  Christian  Literature. 
These  reports  are  printed  in  the  Book  of  Reports. 

The  Christian  Action  League  report  was  given  by  Rev.  Aaron  Pruitt.  He 
urged  us  to  take  special  note  of  the  League  report  and  be  aware  of  some  of  the 
things  that  are  happening.  He  moved  for  adoption  of  the  report. 

The  Baptist  Foundation  report  was  given  by  Mrs.  Jack  Jolley.  Rev.  George 
Lynch  was  called  to  give  the  Christian  Stewardship  Report.  He  challenged  us  to 
give  more  to  the  Cooperative  Program.  He  moved  for  the  adoption  of  the 
report. 

The  Church  Training  Report  was  given  by  Rev.  William  Painter.  He  urged  us 
to  support  Darrell  Jackson  who  is  our  new  Associational  Church  Training 
Director.  He  stressed  the  importance  of  "M"  Night  and  moved  for  the  adoption 
of  the  report. 

The  Sunday  School  Report  was  given  by  Rev.  Bob  Philbeck.  He  said  that 
most  of  our  churches  have  decreased  in  enrollment  and  also  in  giving.  He  said 
we  must  be  evangelistic  as  Baptist  and  catch  the  vision.  He  also  announced  a 
workshop  for  trainingSunday  School  Leaders  in  Evangelism  at  First  Baptist  Mill 
Spring,  Nov.  6.  Rev.  Philbeck  also  encouraged  the  churches  to  begin  Home 
Bible  Studies.  The  Assist  Team  for  Sunday  School  was  recognized.  They  are 
Nancy  Philbeck,  Margie  Price,  Dewey  Price,  Chris  Mason,  Boyce  Bradshaw 
and  Everette  Wallace.  They  assist  in  workshops  and  also  assist  in  the  churches 
where  needed. 

The  following  churches  were  also  recognized  by  Rev.  Philbeck:  the  highest 
number  of  baptisms  —  Midway  Baptist  Church,  the  highest  increase  in 
attendance  —  Big  Level  Baptist  Church,  the  highest  increase  in  enrollment  — 
Coopers  Gap  Baptist  Church.  The  Big  Level  Baptist  Church  had  the  largest 
number  to  receive  study  course  awards.  Rev.  Philbeck  says  that  the  Sunday 
School  is  the  number  one  outreach  for  Evangelism. 

There  was  a  motion  made  for  the  adoption  of  the  reports  with  a  second. 
Voted  by  saying  aye. 

Rev.  Aaron  Pruitt  led  us  in  our  hymn,  "Blessed  Assurance",  after  which  Rev. 
Dillard  Davidson  sang  "Jesus  Reached  Down  and  Lifted  Me  Out"  for  our 
special  music. 

Rev.  Marshall  Simpson  was  recognized  as  interim  pastor  at  Tryon  Second 
Baptist. 

Our  annual  sermon  this  year  was  led  by  Rev.  Fred  Rhodes,  pastor  of  the 
Columbus  Baptist  Church.  He  used  Amos  3  as  his  text.  Some  of  his  thoughts 
were  —  What  are  we  going  to  do  now  that  we  are  Christians?  Christians  are 
Christ-like.  They  don't  have  to  be  pampered.  They  strive  to  live  close  to  His 
example;  pattern  their  lives  after  Jesus.  It  is  a  privilege  to  call  ourselves 
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Christians.  With  privilege  comes  responsibility,  with  opportunity  comes 
responsibility  and  also  with  rights  come  responsibility.  We  tend  to  blame  others 
rather  than  accept  responsibility  for  ourselves.  We  are  responsible  for  what  we 
do  with  our  lives.  The  greater  the  privilege  the  greater  the  responsibility.  The 
world  is  looking  at  us  today.  After  prayer  by  Rev.  Rhodes  we  were  given  a  ten 
minute  break. 

We  were  called  to  order  again  by  the  moderator.  We  began  by  singing 
"Revive  Us  Again'  which  was  led  by  Rev.  Pruitt. 

Rev.  Paul  Burnett  was  recognized  as  interim  pastor  at  Morgan  Chapel.  Also

Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw,  who  is  our  new  Vacation  Bible  School  Director  urged 
us  to  work  together  in  VBS  and  try  to  have  an  Adult  VBS  in  all  our  churches.  He 
also  moved  for  the  adoption  of  the  report. 

The  Executive  Committee  Report  was  given  by  Mrs.  Jean  Painter,  clerk.  She 
expressed  appreciation  for  all  the  fine  work  done  by  the  clerks  and  also  to  the 
Gregorys  for  putting  together  the  Book  of  Reports.

Gregory. 
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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

Article  I  -  NAME 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION. 

Article  II  -  PURPOSE 

It  shall  be  the  general  object  and  purpose  of  this  association  to  promote 
Missions,  Benevolences,  Christian  Education  and  Christian  fellowship  as 
fostered  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  N.C.  and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention.  Detailed  and  specific  objects  shall  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the 
EXECUTIVE  PROMOTIONAL  COMMITTEE. 

Article  III  -  MEETINGS 

The  association  shall  convene  annually  on  Thursday  after  the  third  Sunday  in 
October,  authority  for  any  necessary  changes  in  this  meeting  schedule  or  for 
called  sessions  of  the  association  is  given  to  the  Executive  Promotional 
Committee. 

Article  IV  -  MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  I.  Composition  and  number  of  messengers:  The  association  shall 
be  composed  of  messengers  chosen  by  the  churches  to  which  they  belong.  The 
messengers  thus  chosen  shall  be  known  as  The  Polk  Baptist  Association,  which 
shall  have  no  power  over  the  churches,  nor  the  privilege  to  infringe  upon  their 
internal  rights.  Nevertheless,  the  association  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to 
withdraw  fellowship  from  any  and  every  church  proven  to  be  heretical  in 
doctrine,  immoral  in  practice,  or  unwilling  over  a  period  of  time  to  cooperate 
with  the  other  churches  in  fulfilling  the  purpose  of  the  association. 

Each  member  church  shall  be  entitled  to  a  minimum  of  three  messengers, 
and  one  additional  member  for  every  50  members  or  major  fraction  thereof, 
over  the  first  50  members.  Officers  of  the  association,  pastors  of  the  member 
churches,  the  Superintendent  of  Missions,  and  such  members  of  the  preceding 
session  as  were  appointed  to  perform  specific  duties,  by  virtue  of  their  office, 
shall  be  messengers  and  members  of  the  session. 

SECTION  II.  Reception  of  churches.  The  association  shall  be  the  sole  judge 
of  her  membership,  and  may  receive  or  reject  churches  applying  for 
membership  there  in  at  her  pleasure.  Provided:  A  newly  established  Southern 
Baptist  church  or  churches  so  received  shall  agree  and  come  under  the 
watchcare  of  the  association  for  a  period  of  one  year  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  Committee  on  Reception  of  New  Churches,  provided  such  request 
comes  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting.  It  is  understood  that 
during  this  period  of  proving  such  church  or  churches  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  the  association  except  that  of  voting.  They  may  be  voted 
in  by  two  thirds  of  the  messengers  present.  An  older  established  Southern 
Baptist    Church    or    churches,    indoctrinal   agreement   with   Polk   Baptist 
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Association  would  not  have  to  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association  for 
one  year,  but  would  be  received  immediately  into  full  membership  of  the 
Association  upon  being  voted  in  by  two-thirds  of  the  messengers  present. 

SECTION  III.  Church  letters:  Each  member  church  of  the  association  shall 
send  a  letter  of  information  to  the  annual  meeting.  These  letters  shall  contain 
such  statistical  information  as  shall  be  requested,  and  shall  be  sent  to  the 
associational  office  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  end  of  the  associational  year. 
Any  church,  that  for  a  period  of  twelve  months  following  the  associational 
meeting,  fails  to  send  such  a  letter  of  information  to  the  office,  shall  be  dropped 
from  membership  in  the  association.  The  association's  Missions  Committee 
shall  seek  to  make  the  church  fully  aware  of  this  impending  action. 

Article  V  -  ORGANIZATION 

SECTION  I.  The  officers  of  the  assocation  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Assistant  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Trustees,  Auditor, 
Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  Director,  Director  of  Baptist  Men,  Music  Director,  and  Associational 
Senior  Coordinator. 

SECTION  II.  The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Music 
Director,  and  Baptists  Men's  Director  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating 
Committee  of  the  association,  and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director  by 
their  organization  at  the  third  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Executive  Promotional 
Committee.  Each  will  then  serve  on  his  organization's  committee  to  enlist  the 
necessary  officers  for  the  new  year.  The  association's  nominating  committee 
shall  present  all  these  officers  for  approval  at  the  annual  meeting. 

SECTION  III.  At  the  annual  session  the  nomination  committee  shall 
nominate  one  person  for  the  office  to  be  filled.  Opportunity  shall  be  given  for 
nominations  from  the  floor,  with  elections  to  be  completed  on  that  day. 

SECTION  IV.  That  the  official  title,  "Superintendent  of  Missions"  be  changed 
each  time  it  appears  in  the  constitution  to  the  title  "Director  of  Missions." 


Article  VI  -  COMMITTEES 

SECTION  I.  Audio-Visual  Aids  Committee:  This  committee  shall  make  a 
study  of  and  dispense  information  to  the  churches  concerning  the  current 
practice  in  the  use  of  audio-visual  aids.  This  committee  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  loan  and  operation  of  all  visual-aid  equipment  of  the  association  within  the 
churches  of  the  association. 

SECTION  II.  Budget  and  Finance  Committee:  It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  this 
committee  to  study  the  complete  program  of  our  association  and  make  all 
necessary  recommendations  concerning  the  finances  and  prepare  and  present 
the  annual  budget  for  the  association  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association. 
This  committee  shall  get  into  the  hands  of  each  church  a  copy  of  the 
recommended  budget  by  the  first  Sunday  in  August.  {The  purpose  of  this  is  to 
aid  the  local  churches  in  their  budget  preparation  and  allotment  of  the 
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associational  program).  In  regards  to  the  minutes  of  the  association:  Be  it 
understood  that  all  churches  participating  in  the  financial  program  of  the 
Association  receive  their  minutes  free  of  charge  up  to  a  certain  certified 
number.  Any  church  that  desires  minutes  but  does  not  support  the  regular 
financial  program  of  the  Association  shall  be  asked  to  pay  at  the  rate  of  $1 .50  per 
copy.  Be  it  further  understood  that  the  churches  will  be  given  minutes  on  the 
Ratio:  100  or  less  —  10  copies;  150  or  less  —  15  copies;  more  than  150  —20. 

SECTION  II.  Committee  on  Committees:  This  committee,  composed  of 
three  members,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  the  first  business 
session  of  the  annual  program.  This  committee  will  become  responsible  for 
filling  all  vacancies  that  may  occur  during  the  year,  and  shall  nominate  all 
committees  for  the  coming  year. 

SECTION  IV.  Constitutional  Changes  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be 
composed  of  at  least  three  members  whose  duty  shall  be  to  study  the 
constitution  and  report  any  suggested  changes  to  the  annual  session  each  year. 

SECTION  V.  Evangelism  Committee:  This  committee  shall  work  in 
cooperation  and  use  information  coming  from  our  convention's  Department  of 
Evangelism.  They  shall  encourage  our  churches  to  be  evangelistic  and 
participate  in  all  simultaneous  efforts. 

SECTION  VI.  Executive  Promotional  Committee:  The  association  shall  have 
an  Executive  Promotional  Committee  which  shall  carry  on  the  work  of  the 
association  as  interim,  with  all  powers  of  the  association  vested  in  this 
committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  association, 
a  pastor  from  each  member  church  in  the  association,  one  lay  member  from 
each  church,  and  the  church  treasurer.  Members  present  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Promotional  Committee  shall  compose  a  quorum.  This  committee 
shall  meet  quarterly  on  the  first  Sunday  in  the  second  month  of  each  quarter. 
The  Executive  Committee  shall  submit  a  report  of  its  work  at  the  annual 
associational  meeting. 

SECTION  VII.  Memorials  Committee:  The  duty  of  this  committee  is  to 
present  a  memorial  for  members  of  our  churches  who  passed  away  during  the 
preceding  year. 

SECTION  VIII.  Missions  Committee:  The  association  shall  cooperate  with 
our  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  Southern  Baptist 
Denominational  Program  of  missions:  Foreign;  Home;  State;  and  Associational. 

A.  The  Missions  Committee  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  employing  or 
discharging  a  paid  missionary  or  field  worker  for  the  association,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  and/or  association. 

B.  Membership:  The  Missions  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  general  officers 
of  the  association,  heads  of  the  five  organizations  and  the  Chairman  of 
Evangelism.  The  Director  of  Missions  is  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  committee. 
Any  five  members  will  constitute  a  quorum.  (Chairman  to  be  elected  by  the 
committee.) 

C.  Duties:  The  duties  of  the  committee  is  to  work  with  the  Director  of 
Missions  in  planning  and  promoting  a  mission  program  that  will  carry  the 
Gospel  to  all  the  people;  seek  to  meet  spiritual  needs  of  all  the  committees  and 
churches;  to  promote  religious  services  in  institutions  and  lead  in  establishing 
mission  stations  in  neglected  areas  and  new  churches  where  they  are  needed.  In 
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carrying  out  its  responsibilities,  this  committee  has  four  major  duties: 

1.  Pinpoint  all  possible  places  in  the  association  where  work  should  be 
started. 

2.  Create  concern  in  the  hearts  of  the  leaders  in  the  churches  for  starting 
new  work. 

3.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  be  solely  responsible  to  this  committee  and, 
through  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee,  to  the  association. 

4.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  submit  all  plans  and  programs  for  the 
association  to  this  committee  for  approval  and  authorization. 

SECTION  IX.  Nominating  Committee:  This  committee,  consisting  of  three 
members,  shall  nominate  all  general  officers  and  representatives  to  serve  for 
one  year,  and  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  filling  vacancies  that 
occur  in  any  of  the  above  mentioned  during  the  year. 

SECTION  X.  Ordination  Committee:  This  committee  will  not  act  voluntary, 
but  upon  request  by  individual  churches  desiring  such  services.  This  committee 
shall  be  composed  of  five  members.  When  called  upon,  they  shall  examine  the 
candidate  for  the  Gospel  Ministry  and  submit  a  report  to  the  church  requesting 
such. 

SECTION  XI.  Program  Committee:  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of 
the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Chairman  of  Missions  Committee,  along  with 
the  directors  of  each  organization  of  work.  The  first  three  mentioned,  along  with 
the  Director  of  Missions,  shall  work  out  the  format  and  present  to  the  full 
committee  before  the  final  program  is  completed. 

SECTION  XII.  Place  and  Preacher  Committee:  This  committee  shall 
determine  the  meeting  place,  select  the  speaker  for  the  annual  message  and 
alternate. 

SECTION  XIII.  Reception  and  Location  of  Churches:  Duties  of  this 
committee  shall  be: 

1.  To  receive  and  consider  request  by  a  new  church  for  membership  in  the 
association  and  to  recommend  what  action  should  be  taken. 

2.  To  keep  alert  to  any  developments  that  might  lead  to  a  new  church  and 
advise  the  group  or  groups  as  to  what  steps  should  be  taken  in  the  organization 
for  application  for  membership  in  the  association,  and  location  of  the  church. 

SECTION  XIV.  Resolutions  Committee:  This  committee  shall  make 
resolutions  pertinent  to  the  occasion  of  our  annual  meetings  or  other  occasions 
as  needed. 

SECTION  XV.  Social  Services  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  made  up 
of  the  associational  representatives  of  the  State  Convention  operated 
Children's  Homes,  Homes  for  the  Aging,  and  the  Baptist  Hospital.  Its  duties 
shall  be  to  keep  informed  as  to  what  is  available  for  immediate  needs  in  our  area, 
and  to  assist  in  securing  such  needs  as  requested  to  do  so.  The  committee 
should  also  be  aware  of  other  needs  as  may  arise  within  our  area  where  we  could 
give  aid  or  counsel.  Representatives  from  Polk  Baptist  Association  on  the 
Thermal  Belt  Youth  Shelter  Committee  shall  also  serve  on  the  Social  Services 
Committee  of  Polk  Baptist  Association. 

SECTION  XVI.  Trustees:  This  committee  shall  be  elected  for  an  indefinite 
period  and  may  be  changed  at  the  discretion  of  the  association.  They  may  hold 
title  for  the  association  of  any  property  presently  held  by  the  association  or  that 
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which  shall  be  acquired.  Trustees  shall  be  aware  of  the  state  of  repair  of  all 
properties  and  make  recommendations  concerning  such  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

SECTION  XVII.  Recreation  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  responsible 
for  planning,  promoting,  and  co-ordinating  all  recreational  activities  and 
programs  sponsored  by  Polk  Baptist  Associaton. 

SECTION  XVIII.  Youth  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  responsible  for 
planning,  promoting,  and  co-ordinating  all  youth  activities  and  programs 
sponsored  by  Polk  Baptist  Association. 

SECTION  XIX.  The  following  committees  are  to  serve  on  a  rotation  basis: 
Constitutional  Changes  Committee,  Evangelism  Committee,  Memorials 
Committee,  Nominating  Committee,  Ordination  Committee,  Place  and 
Preacher  Committee,  Reception  and  Location  of  Churches  Committee, 
Resolutions  Committee,  Recreation  Committee,  and  Youth  Committee.  If  the 
Committee  is  composed  of  three  members  one  member  shall  rotate  annually.  If 
the  committee  is  composed  of  six  member  two  members  shall  rotate  annually. 

SECTION  XX.  Church  Groups:  Our  Association  shall  be  grouped  into  four 
groups.  At  the  present  time  each  group  shall  consist  of  five  churches.  If  at  a 
later  date  other  churches  shall  join  the  association  equal  distribution  shall  be 
made. 

Group  1:  Coopers  Gap,  Big  Level,  Pea  Ridge,  Pleasant  Grove,  and  Faith 
Temple. 

Group  2:    Silver  Creek,  Faith,  Mill  Spring,  Midway,  and  Beulah 

Group  3:  Green  River,  Sandy  Springs,  Hickory  Grove,  Morgan  Chapel, 
and  Green  Creek  First 

Group  4:  Columbus,  Peniel,  Pacolet  Hills,  Tryon  Second,  and  Warrior 
Mountain 

Each  group  will  select  a  host  and  the  other  four  shall  be  co-host  to  the  Annual 
Meeting.  ^ 

RULES  OF  PROCEDURE 

These  rules  shall  govern  the  working  procedures  of  the  Polk  Baptist 
Association. 

Artile  I  —  RULES  OF  ORDER 

The  association  shall  at  times  be  governed  by  a  simple  majority  of  the 
messengers  present,  except  when  necessitated  otherwise  by  the  Constitution. 

The  Moderator  shall  be  deemed  Judge  of  Order,  guided  by  Robert's  Rules  of 
Order. 


Article  II  -  PRINTING  OF  CONSTITUTION 

The  Constitution  shall  be  printed  in  the  Minutes  annually. 

Article  III  —  CONSTITUTIONAL  CHANGES 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered,  or  amended,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
messengers  present.  One  month  prior  to  annual  meeting,  any  recommended 
change  shall  be  presented  in  writing  and  acted  upon  at  the  annual  meeting. 
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Article  IV  -  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

SECTION  I.  Moderator:  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall 
preside  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  and  at  the  Executive 
Promotional  Meetings.  His  term  of  office  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in 
succession. 

SECTION  II.  Vice-Moderator:  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually 
and  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Moderator,  shall  automatically 
become  Moderator,  and  the  Nominating  Committee  shall  fill  the  vacancy  of 
Vice-Moderator  at  the  next  Executive  Meeting.  His  duties  shall  be  to  serve 
when  called  upon  by  the  moderator  or  in  the  absence  of  the  moderator. 

SECTION  III.  Clerk:  The  clerk  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall  record  the 
proceedings  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee  meetings,  and  all 
sessions  of  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

SECTION  IV.  Assistant  Clerk:  The  Assistant  Clerk  shall  perform  all  duties  of 
the  clerk  in  the  absence  of  the  clerk. 

SECTION  V.  Treasurer:  The  Associational  Treasurer  is  to  handle  and 
disburse  all  funds  of  the  association  in  accord  with  the  budget  of  the  association, 
or  at  the  direction  of  the  association  or  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee. 
He  shall  also  transfer  to  his  successor  a  complete  accounting  of  all  funds  which 
have  come  into  his  hands. 

SECTION  VI.  Historian:  The  Associational  Historian  is  to  prepare  and 
present  a  history  of  the  churches  where  the  annual  meeting  is  held,  and  is  to 
preserve  a  continuing  record  of  these  meetings,  which  are  to  be  passed  on  to 
the  succeeding  historian. 

SECTION  VII.  Auditor:  The  association  shall  have  an  auditor  who  shall  be 
elected  at  each  annual  session,  along  with  the  other  officers  of  the  association. 
He  shall  have  the  duty  of  auditing  the  books  of  the  treasurer  and  of  reporting  his 
findings  to  the  association  at  the  annual  meeting. 

SECTION  VIII.  Director  of  Missions: 
PART  1.  Duties:  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  be  an  ex-officio  of  the  Polk 
Baptist  Association  and  all  committees.  His  primary  duty  will  be  that  of 
promoting  and  developing  the  Southern  Baptist  Program  of  Cooperation  with 
the  pastors  of  the  churches  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association,  and  any  such  duties 
as  the  Missions  Committee  shall  specify.  His  further  duties  shall  be  to  publish 
the  annual  book  of  reports  and  to  compile  and  print  (or  assume  responsiblity  for 
such)  the  Polk  Baptist  Annual  Minutes. 

PART  2.  Employment:  The  Director  of  Missions  is  called  for  an  indefinite 
period  of  time.  This  relationship  may  be  terminated  by  giving  a  thirty  day  notice, 
or  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee 
favoring.  This  would  be  done  with  a  thirty  day  period  allowed. 

PART  3.  His  work  shall  be  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Executive 
Promotional  Committee  and  he  shall  make  monthly  reports  to  the  chairman  of 
the  Missions  Committee. 

PART  4.  The  salary  and  other  benefits  shall  be  suggested  by  the  Budget  and 
Finance  Committee  and  approved  by  the  Association. 

PART  5.  OTHER  PROVISIONS:  The  Director  of  Missions  is  granted  two 
full  weeks  of  vacation  time  annually  to  be  taken  at  his  own  discretion.  He  is 
entitled  to  the  equivalent  of  one  day  a  week  free  of  associational  work.  The 
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Director  of  Missions  is  permitted  to  conduct  two  one  week  revivals  and  assist  in 
two  weeks  of  church  and  convention  work  outside  the  association  each  year. 
He  will  be  available  for  as  many  revivals  within  the  association  as  he  is  physically 
possible.  The  services  of  the  Director  of  Missions  shall  be  offered  free  and 
without  charge  to  the  churches  of  the  association.  Notwithstanding,  the 
churches  are  free  to  express  their  appreciation  to  the  Director  of  Missions  with 
suitable  honorariums.  The  Director  of  Missions  will  be  allowed  a  reasonable 
period  of  time  for  sick  leave  with  pay,  the  amount  to  be  determined  by  the 
Missions  Committee.  The  Director  shall  comply  with  the  policies  and  cooperate 
with  the  general  program  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention's  Division  of 
Missions.  He  is  encouraged  to  attend  the  annual  North  Carolina  State 
Convention  Meeting  and  other  conventions  and  conferences  relevant  to  his 
work  as  provided  in  the  annual  budget. 

NOTE:  Under  our  present  setup  with  our  Director  of  Missions  on  a  part-time 
salary,  he  will  be  expected  to  comply  within  reasonable  bounds  to  the  above 
stipulations.

North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  Inc. 

Services  Churches  and  Individuals 

The  purpose  and  objective  of  the  Baptist  Foundation  has  been,  from  the  date 
of  its  incorporation  and  by  the  terms  of  its  charter,  to  assist  individual  Baptists 
to  find  ways  of  continuing  their  support  of  all  Baptist  causes  —  institutions, 
agencies,  mission  causes  —  with  estate  and  deferred  gifts.  As  a  result,  trust 
funds  are  now  administered  which  benefit  local  churches,  associations,  specific 
mission  objects  and  offerings,  and  every  agency,  school,  and  institution 
supported  by  Baptists. 

In  1985,  North  Carolina  Baptists  placed  over  one  million  dollars  in  new  trust 
agreements  with  the  Foundation,  making  provision  for  the  perpetual  support  of 
practically  every  Baptist  cause.  Endowment  of  Cooperative  Program  was  a 
primary  trust  designation. 

It  is  now  possible  through  the  Foudation  for  each  Baptist  to  "Give  It  Twice", 
once  to  family,  then  to  Kingdom  causes.  Through  properly  constructed  trusts 
and  Wills,  family  members  and  friends  can  receive  from  one's  estate,  over  a 
period  of  years,  an  amount  exactly  equal  to,  or  even  greater  than  the  estate 
portion  they  would  normally  receive  through  an  ordinary  estate  distribution. 
With  the  "Give  it  ra'/ce"plan,  after  the  family  receives  their  portion,  the  entire 
estate  principal  is  still  intact,  with  the  income  from  the  entire  estate  available  for 
Christian  causes  —  forever.  If  giving  is  exciting  for  the  Christian,  giving  it  twice 
is  surely  twice  as  exciting!

There  is  much  to  rejoice  about  what  has  occured  in  the  last  12  months,  but  it 
is  also  a  time  to  renew  our  efforts  for  new  battles  on  the  horizon. 

I,  OBSCENITY:  The  state's  new  Comprehensive  Obscenity  and  Child 
Protection  Act  has  been  met  with  unusual  success.  Some  12  months  ago,  law 
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enforcement  officials  stated  that  North  Carolina  had  some  750  hard  core  porno 
outlets  making  our  state  the  nation's  "smut"  capital.  Today,  only  about  150 
remain  in  operation,  and  most  of  these  are  facing  porno  charges  with  court 
cases  pending. 

For  all  practical  purposes,  convenient  stores  and  other  retail  establishments 
have  removed  sexually  oriented  publications  such  as  PLAYBOY,  HUSTLER, 
PENTHOUSE,  ETC.  Others  have  placed  the  material  behind  the  counter  or 
behind  "blinder"  racks  where  they  are  not  accessible  to  minors. 

Video  stores  have  cleaned  their  shelves  of  sexual  explicit  materials  rather 
than  face  prosecutions. 

Cable  porn  programs  like  the  Playboy  Channel  have  been  discontinued  in 
communities  such  as  Hickory,  Raleigh,  Chapel  Hill,  Durham,  etc. 

Indictments  have  been  brought  against  ADAM  &  EVE  —  the  largest  porno 
distributor  in  the  Southeast,  located  in  Orange  County. 

The  battle  is  not  over  for  the  cause  of  decency.  The  pornography  industry 
and  its  sympathizers  are  already  raising  funds  and  seeking  to  build  support  to 
get  our  state's  new  obscenity  law  watered  down  in  the  1987  legislature. 

II.  ALCOHOL  (Liquor-Beer- Wine):  The  league  remains  the  only  organization 
in  North  Carolina  providing  assistance  to  communities  involved  in  sighting  our 
no.  1  addicting  drug.  Referendums  have  been  defeated  in  the  following  areas: 

1.  Scotland  County  defeated  liquor-by-the-drink; 

2.  Black  Mountain  defeated  liquor-by-the-drink; 

3.  Concord  defeated  liquor-by-the-drink; 

4.  Manteo  defeated  liquor-by-the-drink; 

5.  Rowan  County  defeated  liquor-by-the-drink; 

6.  Wayne  County  defeated  liquor-by-the-drink; 

7.  Pasquotank  County  defeated  liquor-by-the-drink; 

8.  Old  Fort  defeated  liquor-by-the-drink; 

9.  King  defeated  an  ABC  liquor  store  vote. 

These  victories  were  the  result  of  strong,  agressive  leadership  on  the  part  of 
caring  people. 

III.  GAMBLING:  In  1987,  the  church  will  probably  face  it's  strongest 
challenge  yet  from  the  gambling  industry. 

Pro-lottery  forces  have  already  stated  that  they  will  be  back  before  the  1987 
legislature  with  an  all-out  effort  to  secure  a  state-wide  lottery. 

Pari-mutuel  gambling  forces  have  now  come  on  the  scene.  A  state-wide 
organization  operating  under  the  name,  Carolina  Sports  Association,  with 
offices  in  High  Point  are  pushing  this  cause.  Rufus  Edmisten,  the  state's  former 
Attorney-General,  has  been  employed  by  the  gambling  forces  to  assist  in  their 
drive  for  pari-mutuel  gambling.  This  group  is  publishing  a  newspaper, 
SPORTING  JOURNAL,  that  is  being  sent  to  key  business  and  industrial 
leaders  throughout  North  Carolina  to  enlist  supporters.  Fund  raising  efforts  are 
also  underway.  A  speakers  bureau  has  been  formed  providing  programs  for 
civic  and  community  groups  on  behalf  of  the  gambling  cause. 

What  will  be  the  outcome  of  both  efforts?  Basically,  the  decision  will  be  made 
in  the  November,  1986,  General  Election.  If  a  few  more  pro-gambling  legislators 
win  seats  in  the  legislature,  the  war  is  over.  In  the  1985  session,  the  lottery  went 
down  to  defeat  with  a  tie  vote.  That  is  how  close  the  issue  already  is  in  our  state. 
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Billy  Sunday  used  to  say:  "The  only  thing  worse  than  an  empt\^  voting  booth 
is  an  emptx;  head  in  the  voting  booth. " 

The  position  for  the  1987  North  Carolina  House  and  Senate  candidates  on 
the  gambling  issues  must  be  obtained  and  shared  with  the  Christian  community 
so  voters  will  be  informed  when  ballots  are  marked. 

Plato  said:  "The  price  that  good  people  pax^for  not  being  involved  in  politics  is 
to  be  governed  by  people  worse  than  themselves. "

GENERAL  BOARD  REPORT  FROM 
POLK  BAPTIST  REPRESENTATIVE  —  1986 

This,  being  my  first  on  the  General  Board,  has  given  me  a  greater  insite  into 
the  works  of  the  N.  C.  Baptist.  The  Staff  of  the  State  Convention  consists  of  the 
most  dedicated  Christians.  They  are  making  every  effort  to  spread  the  Gospel 
to  the  utmost  parts.  Everyone  in  the  Polk  Association  should  have  the 
opportunity  to  see  them  in  action. 

The  General  Board  convened  January  28,  1986  at  Caraway  Conference 
Center.  Vice  President,  Ray  K.  Hodge,  called  the  meeting  to  order.  New  officers 
were  elected  for  1986.  Ray  K.  Hodge  was  elected  President  and  Don  Bouldin, 
Pastor  of  Carmel  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte,  was  elected  Vice  President.  The 
various  committees  presented  their  reports. 

Of  interest  is  the  Minister's  Emergency  Assistance  Fund  which  provides 
$100.00  a  week,  limit  of  13  weeks,  to  full-time  ministers  who  leave  their  positions 
because  of  undue  pressure  or  whose  jobs  are  unexpectedly  terminated  by  the 
church.  A  copy  of  the  guidelines  are  on  file  at  the  Associational  office. 

The  Board  convened  at  Wake  Forrest  University  on  May  27,  1986.  A  report 
on  the  Good  News  America  Crusade  was  given  with  the  results  very  favorable. 
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Calvin  Knight  discussed  the  Baptist  Hospital's  issue  on  abortion.  The  only 
time  an  abortion  is  approved  by  the  Hospital  is  when  the  life  of  the  mother  or 
unborn  is  at  risk.  This  option  is  considered  also  when  pregnancies  result  from 
rape  or  incest.  We  can  be  very  proud  of  the  stand  our  Baptist  Hospital  takes  on 
this. 

The  General  Board  convened  September  30  and  October  2, 1986  at  Caraway 
Conference  Center.  Various  committee  reports  were  given.  The  financial 
report  was  presented  by  Richard  Smith.  The  reports  show  the  Convention  is  in 
a  strong  financial  position.  The  1987  budget  of  $26,125,000.00  basic  plus 
$1,521,000.00  challenge  was  approved  and  recommended  for  an  adoption  by 
the  Convention  in  November  1986. 

State  Mission  Offering  goal  of  $1,200,000.00  was  approved  and 
recommended  to  the  Convention. 

The  Board  approved  and  recommended  to  the  Convention  to  change  the  title 
of  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  to  Executive  Director-Treasurer. 

There  is  much  more  information  concerning  the  Board  Meeting  that  is 
available  in  the  Associational  Office.

The  Christian  Life  Commission  is  grateful  for  another  year  marked  by 
significant  gains  in  several  areas  of  its  ministry  on  behalf  of  Southern  Baptists.  A 
wide  range  of  program  activities  have  helped  Baptists  practice  Christian  ethics 
in  family  life,  race  relations,  citizenship,  daily  work,  and  numerous  moral 
concerns.  The  agency  has  had  many  opportunities  to  work  with  other  Southern 
Baptist  agencies,  thereby  increasing  its  usefulness  to  Southern  Baptist 
churches  and  people. 

A  close  and  effective  working  relationship  has  been  maintained  with  Christian 
Life  Committee  in  associations  and  in  local  churches.  Christian  Life 
Committees  in  churches  now  number  a  record  1,525.  Working  relationships 
with  state  Baptist  conventions  have  been  strengthened.  This  includes  state 
conventions  with  full-time  workers  with  state  Christian  Life  Commissions  (or 
the  equivalent)  and  others  with  active  Christian  Life  Committees  without  full- 
time  paid  workers. 
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The  Commission  has  provided  support  materials  for  special  emphasis  days 
related  to  ethics  on  the  Southern  Baptist  calendar.  Bible-based  themes,  articles 
and  art  work  accompany  the  copy  related  to  sanctity  of  human  life,  race 
relations.  Christian  citizenship,  peace  with  justice,  and  world  hunger. 

A  national  seminar  dealt  with  "App/ying  the  Gospel  in  the  Local  Church,"  in 
1985  and  on  "Recovering  Moral  Values"  in  1986.  Other  conferences  related  to 
applied  Christianity  dealt  with  topics  such  as  moral  problems  and  youth, 
gambling,  hunger,  apartheid,  and  peace  with  justice  while  still  other  conferences 
focused  on  training  and  strategy. 

The  cause  of  applied  Christianity  was  expanded  through  the  production  and 
distribution  of  literature,  study  guides,  audio  and  videotapes,  and  other 
resources.  A  new  "Help  for  Families"  series  included  four  new  videotapes  and 
fifteen  new  or  up-dated  pamphlets.  The  new  videotapes  deal  with  pornography, 
divorce,  television,  and  changing  roles  in  marriage. 

The  Christian  Life  Commission  has  the  primary  responsibility  for  education 
and  action  related  to  hunger.  Wide  distribution  of  the  1985  -  1986  Hunger 
Awareness/Action  Guide  helped  Southern  Baptists  to  reach  a  new  high  in 
their  gifts  for  hunger  relief.  Hunger  gifts  for  1985  totaled  $11,830,146.  The 
Foreign  Mission  Board  received  $10,625,897  for  hunger  ministries  abroad  and 
$1,204,249  went  to  the  Home  Mission  Board  for  domestic  hunger. 

The  Commission's  primary  publication  in  support  of  applied  Christianity  is 
LIGHT.  During  the  past  year  circulation  topped  18,000,  and  there  has  been 
exceptionally  good  response  and  support  from  a  wide  cross-section  of  LIGHT 
readers. 

In  reviewing  the  past  year,  the  Christian  Life  Commission  is  encouraged  and 
faces  the  future  with  faith,  hope,  and  renewed  commitment. 
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NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

Report  to  the  Association 

1986 

During  the  past  year,  Baptist  Hospitals  admitted  23,535  patients  for  a  total  of 
195,243  days  of  patient  care.  These  patients  came  from  all  across  North 
Carolina,  from  31  other  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia.  8  patients  came 
from  outside  the  United  States.  An  additional  252,043  ambulatory  patients  were 
seen  in  the  outpatient  clinics  and  the  emergency  department. 

These  people  came  to  Baptist  Hospital  because  it  has  the  medical  expertise 
and  the  technical  equipment  required  to  provide  the  tertiary  health  care  they 
needed.  For  example,  Baptist  Hospital  surgeons  successfully  removed  a 
relatively  rare  tumor  from  the  interior  surface  of  a  woman's  heart.  Plastic 
surgeons  were  able  to  remove  scar  tissue  and  restore  hair  growth  for  a  child 
who  lost  40%  of  her  hair-bearing  scalp  in  a  kitchen  fire.  Around-the-clock  efforts 
of  surgeons  saved  the  lives  of  9  young  people  who  drank  potassium  hydroxide 
(lye)  thinking  it  was  wine. 

Carbon  dioxide  laser  is  now  being  used  to  treat  some  cases  of  early  cancer  of 
vocal  cords,  usually  leaving  patients  with  normal  or  near  normal  speech.  Four 
types  of  lasers  are  used  in  treating  problems  of  the  eye. 

A  new  lithotripter  uses  high  energy  shock  waves  to  break  up  kidney  stones. 
This  alternative  to  surgery  saves  money,  pain  and  recovery  time  for  many 
patients.  Most  patients  can  be  discharged  the  day  after  treatment  and  can 
return  to  work  within   week  after  therapy. 

During  the  past  year,  the  medical  center  has  begun  an  emergency  helicopter 
service  to  transport  victims  of  trauma  to  the  hospital  more  rapidly  and  also  to 
transfer  patients  from  one  hospital  to  another.  The  helicopter  not  only  provides 
faster  transportation  but  is  equipped  and  staffed  to  provide  emergency  care  for 
patients  while  they  are  in  transit. 

The  School  of  Pastorial  Care  continues  its  outreach  through  its  satellite 
centers  in  Fayetteville,  Morganton  and  Charlotte  with  opportunities  also  in 
other  communities  such  as  North  Wilkesboro,  Lenior,  Asheville  and  Rock- 
ingham. (The  Raleigh  Center  has  become  independent.)  These  centers  to- 
gether with  the  one  in  Winson-Salem,  provided  24,553  hours  of  counseling 
during  the  past  year.Chaplains  in  the  hospital  made  56,460  visits  with  patients, 
families  and  employees.  The  School  of  Pastoral  Care  provided  clinical  pastoral 
education  to  694  ministers  and  trainees  through  a  total  of  71  CPE  programs. 

The  medical  center's  $150  million  facilities  expansion  program  is  on  schedule 
and  within  budget.  New  facilities  will  include  a  new  patient  tower,  a  new  clinical 
services  building,  an  addition  to  the  research  facilities  and  a  building  to  house 
the  magnetic  resonance  imaging  scanner. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year.  Baptist  churches  of  North  Carolina  gave  $566,307 
through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  $374,238  through  the  North  Carolina 
Missions  Offering.  These  gifts  help  make  possible  two  of  the  distinctive 
ministries  of  the  hospital:  pastoral  care  and  benevolent  care.  For  these,  the  staff 
and  the  patients  are  most  grateful  to  North  Carolina  Baptists.

North  Carolina  is  a  recognized  leader  in  Christian  higher  education.  Baptists 
have  established  and  supported  seven  colleges  for  a  cumulative  total  of  786 
years.  Leaders  who  formed  the  Baptist  State  Convention  in  1830  did  so  with 
founding  a  college  in  mind.  Baptists  and  their  colleges  have  grown  up  together  in 
North  Carolina.  The  histories  of  the  Convention,  the  churches  and  the  colleges 
are  inseparably  intertwined. 

The  ''roll  call"  of  colleges,  and  a  brief  mention  of  current  items  of  interest  and 
concern,  are  listed  for  the  benefit  of  the  associations: 

Campbell  —  During  1986,  there  is  a  special  observance  of  the  centennial 
year,  using  as  a  theme  "A  Century  of  Vision  and  Service."  The  new  School  of 
Pharmacy  will  open  in  the  fall,  and  a  School  of  Education  has  been  established 
for  graduate  studies.  Programs  are  offered  in  Goldsboro,  Rocky  Mount, 
Raleigh,  Fort  Bragg,  Sanford,  and  in  Wales  and  Malaysia. 

Chowan  —  Enjoys  a  national  reputation  as  a  two  year  institution  of  high 
quality.  President  Bruce  E.  Whitaker  was  recently  named  as  one  of  the  17  most 
effective  chief  college  administrators  in  the  nation.  Chowan  is  engaged  in  a  four 
million  dollar  campaign  for  additional  student  aid,  scholarship  assistance  and 
program  support. 

Gardner-Webb  —  On  May  31,  1986,  Dr.  Craven  E.  Williams  completed  his 
tenure  as  president,  begun  in  July,  1976.  On  June  1,  Dr.  M.  Christopher  White, 
Vice  President  of  Elon  College,  became  the  10th  president  of  Gardner- Webb. 
Included  in  its  many  educational  programs  are  assistance  for  deaf  and  blind 
students  who  wish  to  earn  a  college  degree. 

Mars  Hill  —  A  comprehensive  revision  of  the  General  Studies  curriculum,  to 
be  implemented  in  the  fall  of  1987,  includes  statements  of  convictions  by  the 
faculty.  Included  in  these  are  the  centrality  of  Christian  faith,  morals  and 
purposeful  life,  responsible  citizenship  and  the  value  of  work.  Scholarships  to 
attract  superior  students  continues  to  be  a  major  emphasis. 

Meredith  —  "Thorou3h  instruction"  and  "culture  made  perfect  through  the 
religion  of  Jesus  Christ"  are  central  to  the  college  mission.  Extensive  studies 
during  1986  resulted  in  a  reaffirmation  of  Meredith's  commitment  to  education 
for  women  in  both  undergraduate  and  graduate  programs.  Construction  of  the 
Gaddy-Hamrick  Art  Center  was  begun  in  June. 

Wake  Forest  —  Conversations  continue  between  Convention  leaders  and 
university  trustees  to  clarify  the  basis  for  a  continuing  relationship.  Founded  in 
1834  by  North  Carolina  Baptists,  Wake  Forest  is  acknowledged  as  a  superior 
university  among  church-related  schools  in  the  nation. 
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Wingate  —  Looking  toward  its  one  hundredth  anniversary  in  1995,  the 
college  has  entered  a  10-year,  30  million  dollar  "Second  Century:  Vision  for 
Excellence"  campaign.  Numerous  building,  renovation  and  beautification 
projects  are  planned,  in  addition  to  library  expansion,  faculty  support  and 
student  financial  aid.

Available  figures  indicate  that  significant  progress  was  made  in  the  areas  of 
both  distribution  and  translation  during  1985.  As  the  year  advanced,  calls  for 
Bibles  and  New  Testaments  in  local  languages  came  from  all  quarters  of  the 
globe,  but  especially  from  churches  in  the  Third  World.  In  active  cooperation 
with  our  associates  in  the  United  Bible  Societies,  an  international  partnership  of 
which  the  American  Bible  Society  is  a  leading  member  and  through  which  we 
conduct  our  work  overseas,  more  than  542,000,000  Scriptures  were  distributed 
worldwide  in  1985  alone,  an  increase  of  almost  5  percent  over  1984.  Through  the 
United  Bible  Societies  we  are  also  supporting  Scripture  translation  work  in  544 
different  languages  around  the  world.  In  360  of  these  languages  a  part  of  the 
Bible  is  being  translated  for  the  first  time.  Thirty-four  projects  involve  the 
revision  of  former  translations.  The  remaining  projects  are  new  translations  in 
languages  that  have  had  previous  translations  but  where  the  need  exists  for  a 
clearer  common  language  version  which  people  can  more  easily  understand. 

Together  with  our  overseas  Bible  Society  partners,  we  have  been  actively 
involved  in  the  translation  and  publication  of  complete  new  Bibles  in  seven 
languages  in  which  only  a  part  of  God's  Word  had  previously  been  available. 
The  Bible  Society  has  a  clear  commitment  to  provide  people  with  a  full  record  of 
the  wonderful  works  of  God  and  the  ways  in  which  His  people  are  called  upon  to 
respond  to  them.  As  noted  above,  however,  much  work  continues  to  be  done  in 
translating  the  New  Testament,  individual  Gospels  and  other  books  of  the  Bible 
for  evangelistic  outreach  in  a  great  number  of  languages. 

In  1985  Southern  Baptists  contributed  $298,339  to  the  American  Bible 
Society.  As  has  been  the  case  in  the  past,  the  largest  portion  of  these  gifts  came 
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from  individual  local  churches.  Your  generosity  is  a  wonderful  sign  of  Christian 
caring  and  solidarity  with  the  thousands  of  men,  women,  and  children  across 
the  globe  who  long  to  read  the  Scriptures  in  their  own  language. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  was  an  indispensable  partner  in  the 
worldwide  Bible  cause  during  1985  and  your  expanded  support  is  essential  in 
the  year  ahead  as  we  seek  to  extend  this  vital  Scripture  ministry  to  embrace  all 
those  throughout  the  world  who  are  still  eagerly  awaiting  God's  Word.

You  have  heard  me  speak  time  and  time  again  in  behalf  of  this  missionary  arm 
of  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  This  is  the  one  distinct  phase  of  our 
convention  which  sets  us  apart  from  many  other  Baptist  groups  and  we  became 
Southern  Baptist  whose  aim  is  to  carry  out  the  "Great  Commission."  Isn't  it 
wonderful  that  through  the  Cooperative  Program  we  can  see  our  gifts  working 
in  over  ninety  countries  of  the  world,  both  day  and  night? 

Christian  stewardship  is  first  of  all  a  commitment  Christians  must  commit 
themselves  to  the  Lordship  of  Christ,  recognizing  His  ownership  of  self  and 
possessions.  The  giving  principle  of  the  tithe  was  established  in  the  Old 
Testament.  The  New  Testament  provides  other  giving  models  which  exceed 
the  ten  percent  giving.  Friends,  we  are  admonished  to  give  a  tithe  as  our  due  — 
just  as  we  are  due  in  any  organization  such  as  the  Lions  Club.  All  over  the  tithe  is 
a  gift. 

Many  of  you  attended  our  Stewardship  supper  in  the  Associational  Office  last 
year.  Our  speaker  from  the  Stewardship  Department  challenged  us  to  increase 
our  giving  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

According  to  our  reports.  Big  Level  still  leads  in  Cooperative  giving.  They  give 
14%  which  is  their  due  plus  4%  in  gifts.  Coopers  Gap  still  leads  in  the  total 
amount  of  giving  for  the  past  year.  Five  other  churches  in  our  association  are 
giving  10%. 

My  prayer  will  still  be  for  all  twenty  churches  giving  at  least  10%  through  the 
Cooperative  Program.

Commission  and  send  the  gospel  to  all  parts  of  the  world.

Benefits  paid  to  annuitants  reached  an  all  time  high  of  about  $44.5  million, 
20.75  percent  greater  than  the  $36.8  million  distributed  in  1984. 

A  "maturin3  of  the  Annuitx;  Board"  in  general  and  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  retiring  plan  members  contributed  in  part  to  the  increase  in  benefits  paid. 

Polk  Baptists  are  not  involved  in  the  Annuity  Program  as  we  would  like  to  see. 

The  pastors  have  approved  the  new  Annuity  Program  which  follows  Route 
10.  So  far  there  are  only  about  ten  pastors  involved  in  this  program.  I  trust  all  of 
the  churches  will  think  about  giving  ten  percent  for  the  pastor's  retirement.

Home  Missions  Report 

During  the  past  10  years  the  Home  Mission  Board  has  appointed  5,480  new 
missionaries,  provided  opportunities  for  mission  service  for  more  than  320,000 
volunteers,  and  endorsed  on  behalf  of  the  denominations  3,664  Baptist 
chaplains.  Currently,  3,723  missionaries  serve  in  the  United  States  and  her 
territories. 

The  task  of  taking  the  Good  News  of  Christ  to  the  nation  goes  on —  before, 
during  and  after  the  1986  simultaneous  revivals. 

For  several  months  the  ''Good  News  America,  God  Loves  You'  revivals 
have  taken  center  stage  for  the  Home  Mission  Board  Evangelism  Section.  The 
main  assignment  of  the  Personal  Evangelism  Department  is  to  involve  Southern 
Baptists  in  personal  witnessing.  Its  three  major  "equipping  processes"  are 
Continuing  Witness  Training,  TELL  and  Lay  Evangelism  Schools.  The  Home 
Mission  Board  believes  anyone  who  completes  the  training  in  any  of  these 
programs  is  adequately  equipped  to  be  an  effective  witness. 

Training  lay  persons  is  part  of  a  special  focus  the  Evangelism  Section  plans  in 
1988  -  1989,  "The  Year  of  the  Laity  in  Evangelism  and  Discipleship".  The 
emphasis  stressing  the  importance  of  laypersons  in  witnessing  is  a  cooperative 
effort  with  Brotherhood  Commission  and  Church  Training  Department  of  the 
Sunday  School  Board. 

The  immediate  goal  of  the  "Good  News  America,  God  Loves  You" 
simultaneous  revivals  is,  of  course,  increased  numbers  of  professions  of  faith 
and  subsequent  baptisms  into  local  Southern  Baptist  Churches.  But  Home 
Mission  Board  also  hopes  for  some  long  term  results.  Among  these  are: 

*a  renewed  confidence  in  revivals  as  a  viable  approach  to  evangelism 

*a  recognition  of  Southern  Baptists  need  to  cooperate  in  evangelism  efforts 
to  reach  the  diverse  people  of  our  nation 

*an  awareness  of  the  value  of  the  preparations  when  conducting  a  revival 

*an  increase  in  the  use  of  mass  media  in  evangelism 

*a  better  understanding  among  church  people  in  general  of  revival 
evangelisms  potential,  its  strengths  and  its  weaknesses. 

Evangelism  vice  president,  Robert  Hamblin  thinks  "Good  News  America, 
God  Loves  You"  has  only  scratched  the  surface  of  revival,  that  more  results  will 
continue  to  come,  building  to  an  even  greater  spiritual  awakening  in  the  1990 
simultaneous  revivals. 
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Foreign  Mission  Report 

Through  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  you  have  invested  your  material 
possessions  globally  for  spiritual  returns.  Because  of  our  gifts  to  the 
Cooperative  Program  and  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  offering  you  have  shared 
in  the  following: 

*Multitudes  have  found  salvation  in  Christ.  *The  sick  have  been  treated. 
*Christian  leaders  have  been  trained.  *Churches  have  come  into  being. 
*Christians  have  been  disciplined.  *The  hungry  have  been  fed  and  helped  to 
produce  their  own  food.  *The  gospel  has  been  spread  through  preaching,  print, 
radio  and  television. 

You  have  helped  accomplish  these  things  through  your  giving.  This  we  do 
because  of  who  we  are  —  and  because  of  who  God  is. 

This  year's  Lottie  Moon  offering  goal  is  $75  million.  The  following  are  items 
which  will  be  partially  and  wholly  funded  from  this  offering: 

L     $200,000  for  church  construction 

2.  $100,000  for  church  repair 

3.  $81,486  housing  for  missionaries 

4.  $50,000  for  church  enlargement 

5.  $34,000  hospital  equipment 

Money  that  Southern  Baptist  have  provided  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  for 
helping  alleviate  hunger  and  to  provide  relief  after  disasters  peaked  in  1985  at 
$11,833,271.79.  That  was  64  per  cent  higher  than  the  amount  received  in  1984. 
The  1985  total  was  more  than  double  the  amount  received  in  1982. 

Gifts  through  the  first  6  months  of  1986  were  down  40  percent  from  the  same 
period  in  1985.  This  is  due  in  part  of  declining  media  exposure  of  the  drought  in 
Ethiopia  and  elsewhere  in  Africa.  Foreign  Missions  ministries  continue  to  grow 
out  of  who  we  are  as  Southern  Baptists,  a  missions  people.

ASSOCIATIONAL  REPORT 
BAPTIST  RETIREMENT  HOMES 

In  recognition  of  the  increased  proportion  of  adults  now  65  or  older,  the 
Baptist  Retirement  Homes  of  N.  C,  Inc.,  has  sought  to  create  a  broader 
awareness  of  its  services  across  the  state.  Implementing  state-of-the-art 
communication  techniques  through  use  of  the  Biblical  Recorder,  local 
newspapers  and  direct  contacts,  the  Home  is  effectively  making  itself  known  to 
greater  numbers  of  Senior  Adults  and  to  a  concerned  and  responsive 
denominational  community. 

The  leadership  of  the  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  is  addressing  major  changes 
which  suggest  a  need  for  an  adjustment  of  services.  The  sheer  size  of  the  Senior 
Adult  population  in  the  next  decade  is  expected  to  require  a  significant 
expansion  of  existing  services.  Already  consideration  is  being  given  to  the 
construction  of  Continuing  Care  Communities  in  Asheville  and  Charlotte  and 
the  renovation  of  the  campus  in  Winston-Salem. 
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With  extended  longevity,  the  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  anticipates 
ministering  to  Senior  Adults  who  will  live  longer  and  healthier  lives.  More 
choices  need  to  be  available  to  these  individuals  as  they  experience  added  years 
of  activity.  Planning  has  begun  to  move  beyond  the  standard  services  now 
available  to  consider  additional  possibilities  such  as  home  delivery  of  health 
services. 

While  the  past  year  has  brought  a  forward  look  at  the  direction  of  retirement 
care,  attention  has  also  been  directed  toward  improvement  of  existing  services. 
The  following  facts  and  figures  highlight  the  achievements  of  the  Baptist 
Retirement  homes  from  August,  1985  through  June,  1986: 

—  Sound  financial  management  again  eliminated  the  need  to  increase 
residential  fees. 

—  Over  $900,000  of  benevolent  care  was  provided  to  residents 

—  Of  a  projected  3.4  million  dollar  budget,  the  Cooperative  Program  and 
Homes  &  Hospital  Offering  provided  $785,000. 

—  Over  40  new  residents  were  admitted  to  the  Homes  and  Nursing  Care. 

—  Construction  and  renovation  of  seven  new  housing  units  was  completed 
in  Willow  Cove  on  the  Winston-Salem  campus. 

—  Bill  Stillerman  became  the  new  President  of  the  Homes. 

—  Jack  Hoyle  was  appointed  Vice-President  in  Charge  of  Administration. 

—  Carolyn  Bunting  was  appointed  Assistant  to  the  President  for  Admissions 

—  Jim  Saul  was  appointed  Assistant  to  the  President  for  Personnel 

—  Don  Peiffer  was  appointed  Assistant  to  the  President  for  Business  Affairs 

—  A  video  tape,  ''Not  An  Ordinary  Person,"  produced  by  the  Homes  in  1985, 
won  the  M.  E.  Dodd  Award  for  Video  and  Film  Productions. 

—  Residential  and  apartment  living  remains  available.  Requests  should  be 
made  through  the  Assistant  to  the  President  for  Admissions. 

Under  the  focused  and  energetic  leadership  of  Bill  Stillerman,  President  of  the 
Homes  since  November,  1985,  the  fine  tradition  initiated  by  past  Presidents  will 
continue.  Yet,  the  Trustees  and  Administrative  Staff  of  the  Baptist  Retirement 
Homes  believe  the  participation  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  to  be  critical  for  the 
successful  growth  of  the  Homes.  By  remaining  sensitive  to  retirement  care 
issues  and  by  staying  informed  and  supportive  of  services  offered  by  the 
Retirement  Homes,  North  Carolina  Baptists  can  help  assure  a  system  of 
services  adequate  to  the  growing  demand.

The  Centennial  Year  for  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina  was 
concluded  with  an  exciting,  informative  and  inspiring  day  on  November  11, 
1985.  The  exciting  words  of  Dr.  Blackwell,  in  behalf  of  our  staff,  children  and 
trustees,  renewed  the  commitment  to  continue  fulfilling  the  mission  and  broad 
purpose  of  this  child  care  ministry.  Those  words  still  ring  in  the  ears  of  those 
present  for  this  occasion. 

The  mission  is  to  care  for  dependent,  neglected,  homeless  and  troubled 
children;  unwed  mothers  and  their  children;  and  the  rendering  of  related 
services  to  the  relatives.  Services  are  directed  toward  the  preservation, 
conservation  and  rehabilitation  of  families  to  avoid,  wherever  possible,  the 
placement  of  the  child  away  fron)  home. 

In  our  one  hundredth  and  first  year  of  child  care,  more  than  1,500  children 
were  served.  From  this  group  of  children/youth,  many  had  no  religious 
affiliation  when  admitted  to  our  care.  Our  pastors  baptized  more  than  twenty- 
five  youth  into  the  fellowship  of  the  local  church. 

The  New  Homes  &  Hospital  Offering,  approved  by  the  Convention  last 
November,  claimed  the  attention  of  our  staff  during  the  first  five  months  of  1986. 
The  offering  was  received  in  May  with  fifty  percent  of  that  which  was  received 
going  to  the  Children's  Homes,  twenty-five  percent  to  the  Hospital  and  twenty- 
five  percent  to  the  Retirement  Homes.  The  goal  was  $1.6  million.  We  encourage 
you  to  help  promote  the  new  offering  in  your  church  during  May  1987. 
Update/Western  Area: 

The  happy  news  from  the  west  is  that  construction  has  begun  on  the  Moody 
Farm  cottage,  located  in  the  lotla  Valley  of  Macon  County. 

Mary  Lewis  and  Gary  Bruin,  experienced  child  care  workers  on  the  Mills 
Home  Staff  for  nine  years,  have  accepted  the  responsibility  of  giving  leadership 
as  directors  of  the  Moody  Farm  Ministries. 

Special  appreciation  is  expressed  to  our  Western  Area  child  care  and  social 
workers  who  serve  so  faithfully  at  our  Maternity  Home  in  Asheville,  the  Thermal 
Belt  Youth  Shelter  in  Forest  City,  and  the  Broyhill  Home  in  Clyde/Waynesville. 
These  facilities  have  operated  at  near  capacity  throughout  the  year.  The 
children  served  have  mostly  been  those  who  call  for  extra  measures  of  strength, 
wisdom  and  love.  The  words,  ''Care  Finds  a  Way"  truly  apply  to  these 
wonderful  servants  of  our  Lord.

Southern  Baptists  churches  in  North  Carolina  observed  the  Week  of 
September  7  -  14  as  a  'Week  of  Prayer''  for  North  Carolina  Missions.  Our  State 
Goal  for  North  Carolina  Missions  for  1986  is  $1,125,000.  Last  year,  1985,  the 
Polk  Baptist  Association  contributed  $3,995  to  North  Carolina  State  Missions.

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  ASSEMBLY 
AT  CASWELL  REPORT 

As  you  know,  the  Caswell  Capital  Fund  Campaign  has  sought  to  raise  money 
toward  improving  and  updating  the  seaside  assembly  for  year-round  use  by 
Baptist  and  non-Baptist  groups  alike.  Thus  far,  the  campaign  has  been 
successful,  enabling  the  construction  of  new  lodging  accommodations  and 
reconstruction  of  the  pier,  as  well  as  renovation  of  existing  cottages.  These  are 
truly  great  accomplishments,  and  North  Carolina  Baptists  are  to  be  applauded 
for  their  part  in  these  efforts. 

Included  in  the  future  plans  for  Caswell  is  the  construction  of  an  adult 
conference  center.  The  demand  for  such  a  complex  has  been  increasingly 
evident,  so  with  the  promise  of  forthcoming  benefactors,  the  wheels  have  been 
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set  in  motion  for  the  project.  The  NCBA  is  seeking  approval  of  a  two  million 
dollar  loan,  but  construction  is  pending  final  approval  from  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  in  annual  session  this  November. 

The  loan  is  being  sought  to  construct  both  this  33,000  sq.  ft.  conference 
center  and  two  classroom  buildings.  The  proposed  center  will  be  three  stories 
and  provide  33  bedrooms,  several  bedroom  suites,  an  efficiency  apartment,  and 
a  large  dining  room.  The  structure's  appearance  will  be  consistent  with  those 
buildings  already  existing  on  the  site.  The  two  classroom  buildings,  each  48  ft. 
by  175  ft.  will  house  a  total  of  32  classroom  areas.  Plans  are  to  construct  these 
educational  structures  adjacent  to  Hatch  Auditorium. 

Many  of  you  have  been  among  the  thousands  this  year  to  enjoy  Caswell's 
facilities  and  are  already  making  plans  to  return.  You,  no  doubt,  as  many  have 
been,  were  enchanted  by  the  historic  and  peaceful  charm  of  the  Assembly  and 
were  enriched  by  the  special  programs  and  opportunities  for  leisure  activities. 
You  got  to  experience  the  "Casiue// spiriY"  first-hand!  We  all  have  an  obligation 
to  Caswell,  it  being  an  important  part  of  our  state's  Baptist  heritage,  to  continue 
to  make  these  opportunities  available  by  providing  updated,  first-class  lodging 
and  educational  facilities. 

Let's  take  the  challenge  as  an  Association  to  voice  our  support  of  Caswell  this 
November  in  annual  session  and  share  that  "Caswell  Spirit. "

The  Biblical  Recorder 

In  a  year  that  has  been  marked  by  tragedy,  stress  and  disappointment,  the 
people  of  God  who  call  themselves  North  Carolina  Baptists  continue  to  witness 
and  minister  to  our  ever  growing  and  changing  state.  The  Biblical  Recorder  is 
a  vital  part  of  that  Baptist  family  and  as  the  official  newsjournal  of  the 
denomination,  it  has  enjoyed  a  stable  and  wholesome  year  of  ministry  at  the  side 
of  hundreds  of  thousands  of  our  people. 

Readership  of  the  paper  is  high.  Comments,  letters  and  other 
communications  with  the  Recorder  indicate  Baptists  read  the  paper  and 
depend  upon  it  for  correct  and  vital  information  about  the  work  we  do  together. 
That  was  the  purpose  of  the  paper  when  it  was  founded  in  1833  and  it  remains  a 
more  important  ministry  now  than  even  then. 

Tar  Heel  Baptists  are  on  the  threshold  of  the  greatest  opportunity  we  have 
ever  been  given  by  God  for  witness  and  ministry  in  our  state.  That  does  not 
mean  it  will  be  easy.  The  minority  status  of  Christians  —  fewer  persons  in  North 
Carolina  are  members  of  any  church  than  are  not  —  and  the  rising  spirit  of 
secularism  make  our  task  more  difficult  but  at  the  same  time  much  more 
imperative  than  ever.  We  must  not  fail. 
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Well-informed  Baptists  are  more  effective  Baptists.  The  Recorder  welcomes 
its  assignment  in  the  task  of  sharing  the  Good  News  of  Christ.  This  year,  we  had 
a  tremendous  opportunity  through  the  "Good  News  America,  God  Loves  You" 
revivals  and  the  paper  was  on  the  job,  promoting  and  reporting  on  the  crusades. 
As  always,  the  Recorder  will  seek  to  inform,  indoctrinate,  enlist,  inspire  and 
provide  a  forum  for  Baptist  thought  and  action  as  we  work  together  to  achieve 
God's  purpose  for  us. 

Despite  a  tremendous  increase  ($96,000)  in  the  cost  of  second-class  postage 
during  1986,  subscription  rates  will  not  be  raised  for  the  fifth  consecutive 
year.  Many  of  the  other  major  state  Baptist  papers  such  as  the  Recorder  have 
already  found  it  necessary  to  raise  their  rates,  but  the  directors  of  our  paper 
have  been  working  with  the  editor  to  find  a  way  to  avoid  any  increase  so  that  our 
churches  and  individuals  can  continue  to  get  the  paper  at  the  lowest  possible 
cost. 

The  rates  are:  Church  Budget  Plan,  $5.00  per  subscription  for  every  resident 
family;  Club  Plan  (four  or  more),  $6.00;  and  Individuals,  $7.00.  If  your  church 
does  not  have  the  Every  Family  Plan,  special  introductory  offers  are  available.

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A  HISTORY  OF 


GREEN  CREEK 


FIRST  BAPTIST  CHURCH 


Green  Creek  First  Baptist  Church  celebrates  its  190th  year  this  year,  it  was 
organized  in  1 797  by  two  brothers,  John  and  Joel  Blackwell.  These  men  had 
fought  in  the  revolutionary  war  and  after  the  war  settled  in  the  Green  Creek  area. 
Seeing  the  spiritual  needs  of  the  area,  the  two  men  brought  area  residents 
together  to  fomn  a  church. 

Green  Creek  First  Baptist  gets  its  name  from  Green's  Creek  which  flowed  near 
the  site  of  the  first  church  building.  For  many  years  the  church  was  known  as 
Green's  Creek  Baptist  Church.  In  September,  1976  the  church  voted  to  change 
its  name  to  Green  Creek  First  Baptist  Church. 

The  first  two  houses  of  worship  were  located  on  Jack  Branch  about  one-half 
from  where  it  flowed  in  Green's  Creek.  Both  were  small  log  structures.  In  1 980  a 
marker  was  erected  just  off  of  Cox  Road  to  mark  the  original  site. 

In  1 855  the  Great  March  Fire  destroyed  the  church  building.  The  third  building 
was  erected  on  the  site  of  the  present  church.  This  church  building  became  the 
home  for  the  Green  Creek  School.  A  fourth  building  was  erected  and  used  until 
1878.  This  building  was  sold,  and  the  third  building,  which  had  been  used  for 
many  years  as  a  school,  was  repaired  and  again  used  for  church  services.  In  1 91 0 
a  fifth  building  was  erected  and  was  dedicated  in  June,  1912  with  an  estimated 
1 200  people  present. 

The  present  church  building  was  built  in  1 951 .  It  is  a  three  story  brick  veneer 
building  with  a  sanctuary  seating  capacity  of  400.  The  present  location  is  in  the 
geographical  center  of  Green  Creek  Township,  Polk  County,  North  Carolina. 

in  1 803  Green's  Creek  Baptist  Church  helped  in  the  organization  of  the  Wolf 
Creek  Baptist  Church  irj  the  Landrum,  SC  area.  This  church  would  become 
Landrum  First  Baptist  Church.  A  short  while  later.  Green's  Creek  Church  led  in 
organizing  the  Arrowood  Baptist  Church  near  Chesnee,  SC. 

The  church  has  been  members  of  the  Bethel,  SC  Association,  the  Broad  River 
Association,  Green  River  Association,  and  thie  Sandy  Run  Association.  In 
October,  1 982  the  church  became  a  member  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association. 

Following  its  first  pastor,  the  Rev.  John  Blackwell,  a  long  line  of  dedicated  men 
have  served  as  pastor.  In  March  of  1 986  the  present  pastor,  the  Rev.  Carroll  Page, 
came  to  the  church  from  Woodruff,  SC.

The  Annuity  Board  report  and  the  Baptist  Childrens  Home  and  Youth  Shelter 
report  were  adopted.  The  Morth  Carolina  Retirement  Homes  report  was  adopted. 
Mr.  Phillip  Feagan,  a  trustee  for  the  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  spoke.  He  told 
about  the  excellent  care  for  the  aging.  He  told  of  plans  being  made  over  the  state 
for  expansion.  He  also  stressed  that  our  financial  help  is  needed.  The  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  report  was  adopted. 

The  moderator  appointed  the  following  to  serve  on  the  Committee  on 
Committees:  Rev.  Everette  Wallace  —  chairman.  Rev.  Chris  Osborn  and  Rev. 
Aaron  Pruitt.  The  hymn  "He  Keeps  Me  Singing 'v/as  led  by  Mrs.  Madge  Phillips. 
Our  special  music  was  by  Mrs.  Madge  Phillips  and  Mrs.  Judy  Jackson.  They  sang 
"He  Was  Seeking  Me." 

The  moderator  encouraged  all  to  stay  for  the  evening  session.  Scripture  and 
prayer  was  by  Rev.  Chris  Osbom.  He  read  Acts  8:2640.  The  annual  sermon  was 
by  Rev.  Everette  Wallace,  pastor  of  Big  Level  Church.  He  spoke  of  the  importance 
of  soul  winning  and  also  that  we  would  make  this  a  year  of  soul  winning.  He  said 
that  we  should  be  willing  servants  for  there  was  always  a  wanting  sinner. 

After  a  10  minute  break,  the  next  session  was  begun  by  singing,  "Bring  Them 
In."  The  following   reports  were  given:  American  Bible  Society,  Christian 
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Education  was  given  by  Mr.  Loyd  Jackson  and  adopted  as  printed.  Dr.  Alex 
Booth,  President  of  Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  Institute,  spoke  about  Christian 
education.

He  encouraged  our  churches  to  be  more  nnission 
minded  and  to  give  more  to  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering.  The  Foreign 
Mission  and  the  Home  Mission  reports  were  adopted. 

The  Sunday  School  report  was  given  by  Mr.  Mancy  Philbeck.  The  highest 
increase  in  enrollment  was  1 .  Big  Level,  2.  Midway,  3.  Beulah.  Highest  number  in 
baptisms  were  1 .  Cooper  s  Gap,  2.  Big  Level,  3.  Midway.  The  Sunday  School, 
Church  Training  and  Brotherhood  reports  were  adopted.  The  WMG  report  was 
given  by  Mrs.  Miriam  Arledge  and  Mrs.  Estella  Hanson  spoke  to  the  report,  also 
encouraging  participation  in  the  100  Years  Celebration  of  the  WMU.  We  were 
informed  of  the  trained  workers  in  the  association  who  would  help  any  church 
begin  a  new  WMG.  This  report  with  the  following  were  adopted:  Music  and  VBS 
which  was  given  by  Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw 

The  hymn  "Mine  Eyes  Have  Seen  the  G/oa/"  was  sung  by  the  congregation. 
Rev.  Dewey  Price  acted  as  moderator.  Rev.  Lee  Gregory  introduced  Rev.  Ray 
Diviney,  a  houseparent  at  Thermal  Belt  Youth  Shelter.  Mr.  Diviney  encouraged 
the  churches  to  visit 

Rev.  Gregory  moved  for  the  adoptiton  of  the  Executive  Committee  report.  Rev. 
Carroll  Page  moved  for  the  adoption  of  the  Committee  on  Committees  report. 
Rev.  Lee  Gregory  gave  the  Nominating  Committee's  report  for  Rev.  Fred  Rhodes. 
Rev.  Chris  Osborn  was  added  as  Church  Training  Director.  Rev.  Gregory  moved 
for  it's  adoption.  Rev.  ^oyce  Bradshaw  moved  for  the  adoption  of  the  Historical, 
Evangelism  and  Time,  Preacher  and  Place  reports.  The  General  Board  report  was 
given  by  Mr.  Leroy  McCraw.  He  moved  for  the  adoption.  Rev.  Lee  Gregory  gave 
the  Radio  and  T.V.  report  for  Rev.  Fred  Rhodes.  He  moved  for  it's  adoption. 

The  Director  of  Amissions  report  was  given  by  Rev.  Lee  Gregory.  He  encouraged 
all  to  stay  for  the  evening  services.  He  expressed  thanks  for  the  Treasurer  and  all 
20  pastors,  thanking  them  for  standing  in  the  gap  in  the  pulpit  and  preaching  the 
message  that  God  had  laid  on  their  hearts.  He  asked  the  pastors  who  would  like  to 
go  to  the  State  Baptist  Headquarters  to  let  him  know  tonight.  He  mentioned  that 
the  WMCl  and  Brotherhood  are  joining  hearts  and  hands  for  the  Lottie  Moon 
Christmas  Offering.  He  encouraged  everyone  who  could  to  be  making  plans  to 
go  to  Greensboro  on  April  12,  1988  for  the  Foreign  Mission  Commissioning 
Services.

A 
motion  that  we  endeavor  to  go  with  this  Strategy  Planning  was  by  Mr.  Loyd 
Jackson.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  the  vote  was  taken  by  standing.  There 
were  no  opposition  votes.  A  report  will  be  brought  to  the  association  within  the 
next  year. 

For  the  Memorials  Committee's  report,  Mrs.  Boyce  Bradshaw  read  the  names 
of  those  from  our  churches  who  had  passed  away  this  year.  She  also  led  in  prayer. 

Rev.  Lee  Gregory,  the  Director  of  Missions,  welcomed  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Marshall 
Simpson  and  thanked  Melba  Gregory  for  what  she  does  in  the  associational 
office. 

Those  in  favor  of  accepting  all  reports  voted  by  saying  "/"and  there  was  no 
opposition.  The  Benediction  and  prayer  of  thanks  for  the  food  was  by  Rev.  Victor 
Hinson.  We  adjourned  to  the  evening  meal. 


PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  EVENING  SESSION 
POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION

Mrs.  Miriam  Arledge  read  the  resolutions  and  moved  for  their  adoption. 

The  Associational  Choir,  led  by  Mr.  James  Rogers,  sang.  Among  the  numbers 
they  sang  were.  They  That  Wait  Upon  the  Lord,  Learning  to  Lean,  and  Got  Any 
Rivers  You  Think  Are  Impossible. 

Mrs.  Miriam  Arledge  spoke  on  the  National  Missions  Prayer  Plan  and 
encouraged  all  to  make  plans  in  their  churches  beginning  with  the  Week  of  Prayer 
for  Foreign  Missions. 

Mr.  Jim  Rogers  sang  Beulahland.  Dr.  Ray  Roberts,  a  former  vice-president  of 
the  SBC  brought  the  evening  message.  Some  of  his  key  thoughts  were  1 .  We 
need  to  see  the  people  through  the  eyes  of  Jesus.  2.  Jesus  came  down  and  went 
up  that  we  might  go  out.  3.  We  need  to  be  moved  with  compassion.  He  also  told 
us  that  there  was  more  evangelistic  concern  in  hell  than  in  most  Southem  Baptist 
Churches. 

After  a  prayer  of  dedication  of  the  New  Officers,  the  meeting  was  adjourned. 
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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY  LAWS 

Article  I  -  NAME 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION. 

Article  11  -  PURPOSE 

It  shall  be  the  general  object  and  purpose  of  this  association  to  promote 
Missions,  Benevolences,  Christian  Education  and  Christian  fellowship  as  fostered 
by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  N.C.  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention, 
detailed  and  specific  objects  shall  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  EXECUTIVE 
PROMOTIONAL  COMA^\rTTEE. 

Article  m  -  MEETINGS 

The  association  shall  convene  annually  on  Thursday  after  the  third  Sunday  in 
October,  authority  for  any  necessary  changes  in  this  meeting  schedule  or  for 
called  sessions  of  the  association  is  given  to  the  Executive  Promotional 
Committee. 

Article  IV  -  MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  I.  Composition  and  number  of  messengers:  The  association  shall  be 
composed  of  messengers  chosen  by  the  churches  to  which  they  belong.  The 
messengers  thus  chosen  shall  be  known  as  The  Polk  Baptist  Association,  which 
shall  have  no  power  over  the  churches,  nor  the  privilege  to  infringe  upon  their 
internal  rights.  Nevertheless,  the  association  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  withdraw 
fellowship  from  any  and  every  church  proven  to  be  heretical  in  doctrine,  immoral 
in  practice,  or  unwilling  over  a  period  of  time  to  cooperate  with  the  other  churches 
in  fulfilling  the  purpose  of  the  association. 

Each  member  church  shall  be  entitled  to  a  minimum  to  three  messengers,  and 
one  additional  member  for  every  50  members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  over  the 
Superintendent  of  Missions,  and  such  members  of  the  preceding  session  as  were 
appointed  to  perform  specific  duties,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  shall  be  messengers 
and  members  of  the  session. 

SECTION  II.  Reception  of  churches.  The  association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of 
her  membership,  and  may  receive  or  reject  churches  applying  for  membership 
there  in  at  her  pleasure.  Provided:  A  newly  established  Southern  Baptist  church  or 
churches  so  received  shall  agree  and  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the 
association  for  a  period  of  one  year  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee 
on  Reception  of  New  Churches,  provided  such  request  comes  at  least  thirty  days 
prior  to  the  annual  meeting.  It  is  understood  that  during  this  period  of  proving 
such  church  or  churches  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the 
association  except  that  of  voting.  They  may  be  voted  in  by  two-thirds  of  the 
messengers  present.  An  older  established  Southern  Baptist  Church  or  churches, 
indoctrinal  agreement  with  Polk  Baptist  Association  would  not  have  to  come 
under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association  for  one  year,  but  would  be  received 
immediately  into  full  membership  of  the  Association  upon  being  voted  in  by  two- 
thirds  of  the  messengers  present. 
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SECTION  III.  Church  letters:  Each  member  church  of  the  association  shall 
send  a  letter  of  information  to  the  annual  meeting.  These  letters  shall  contain 
such  statistical  information  as  shall  be  requested,  and  shall  be  sent  to  the 
associational  office  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  end  of  the  associational  year. 
Any  church,  that  for  a  period  of  twelve  months  following  the  associational 
meeting,  fails  to  send  such  a  letter  of  information  to  the  office,  shall  be  dropped 
from  membership  in  the  association.  The  association's  Missions  Committee  shall 
seek  to  make  the  church  fully  aware  of  this  impending  action. 

Article  V  -  ORGANIZATION 

SECTION  1.  The  officers  of  the  assocation  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice  Moderator, 
Clerk,  Assistant  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Trustees,  Auditor,  Sunday  School 
Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Gnion  Director,  Director 
of  Baptist  Men,  and  Music  Director,and  Associational  Senior  Co-ordinator. 

SECTION  II.  The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Music 
Director,  and  Baptists  Men's  Director  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating 
Committee  of  the  association,  and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Gnion  Director  by 
their  organization  at  the  third  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Executive  Promotional 
Committee.  Each  will  then  serve  on  his  organization's  committee  to  enlist  the 
necessary  officers  for  the  new  year.  The  association's  nominating  committee 
shall  present  all  these  officers  for  approval  at  the  annual  meeting. 

SECTION  111.  At  the  annual  session  the  nomination  committee  shall  nominate 
one  person  for  the  office  to  be  filled.  Opportunity  shall  be  given  for  nominations 
from  the  floor,  with  elections  to  be  completed  on  that  day. 

SECTION  IV.  That  the  official  title,  "Superintendent  of  Missions"  be  changed 
each  time  it  appears  in  the  constitution  to  the  title  "Director  of  Missions." 

Article  VI  -  COMMITTEES 

SECTION  1.  Audio-Visual  Aids  Committee:  This  committee  shall  make  a  study 
of  and  dispense  information  to  the  churches  concerning  the  current  practice  in 
the  use  of  audio-visual  aids.  This  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  loan  and 
operation  of  all  visual-aid  equipment  of  the  association  within  the  churches  of  the 
association. 

SECTION  11.  Budget  and  Finance  Committee:  It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  this 
committee  to  study  the  complete  program  of  our  association  and  make  all 
necessary  recommendations  concerning  the  finances  and  prepare  and  present 
the  annual  budget  for  the  association  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association. 
This  committee  shall  get  into  the  hands  of  each  church  a  copy  of  the 
recommended  budget  by  the  first  Sunday  in  August.  (The  purpose  of  this  is  to  aid 
the  local  churches  in  their  budget  preparation  and  allotment  of  the  associational 
program).  In  regards  to  the  minutes  of  the  association:  Be  it  understood  that  all 
churches  participating  in  the  financial  program  of  the  Association  receive  their 
minutes  free  of  charge  up  to  a  certain  certified  number.  Any  church  that  desires 
minutes  but  does  not  support  the  regular  financial  program  of  the  Association 
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shall  be  asked  to  pay  at  the  rate  of  $1 .50  per  copy.  Be  it  further  understood  that  the 
churches  will  be  given  nninutes  on  the  Ratio:  1 00  or  less  —  1 0  copies;  1 50  or  less 
—  15  copies;  more  than  150  —20. 

SECTION  111.  Connmittee  on  Comnnittees:  This  comnnittee,  connposed  of  three 
nnembers,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  the  first  business  session  of  the 
annual  program.  This  committee  will  become  responsible  for  filling  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  during  the  year,  and  shall  nominate  all  committees  for  the  coming 
year. 

SECTION  IV.  Constitutional  Changes  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be 
composed  of  at  least  three  members  whose  duty  shall  be  to  study  the  constitution 
and  report  any  suggested  changes  to  the  annual  session  each  year. 

SECTION  V.  Evangelism  Committee:  This  committee  shall  work  in 
cooperation  and  use  information  coming  from  our  convention's  Department  of 
Evangelism.  They  shall  encourage  our  churches  to  be  evangelistic  and 
participate  in  all  simultaneous  efforts. 

SECTION  VI.  Executive  Promotional  Committee:  The  association  shall  have  an 
Executive  Promotional  Committee  which  shall  carry  on  the  work  of  the 
association  as  interim,  with  all  powers  of  the  association  vested  in  this  committee. 
This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  association,  a  pastor 
from  each  member  church  in  the  association,  one  lay  member  from  each 
church,  and  the  church  treasurer.  Members  present  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Executivie  Promotional  Committee  shall  compxjse  a  quorum.  This  committee 
shall  meet  quarterly  on  the  first  Sunday  in  the  second  month  of  each  quarter.  The 
Executive  Committee  shall  submit  a  report  of  its  work  at  the  annual  associational 
meeting. 

SECTION  VII.  Memorials  Committee:  The  duty  of  this  committee  is  to  present  a 
memorial  for  members  of  our  churches  who  passed  away  during  the  preceding 
year. 

SECTION  VIII.  Missions  Committee:  The  association  shall  cooperate  with  our 
North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  Southern  Baptist  Denominational 
Program  of  missions:  Foreign;  Home;  State;  and  Associational. 

A.  The  Missions  Committee  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  employing  or 
discharging  a  paid  missionary  or  field  worker  for  the  association,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  and/or  association. 

B.  Membership:  The  Missions  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  general  officers  of 
the  association,  heads  of  the  five  organizations  and  the  Chairman  of  Evangelism. 
The  Director  of  Missions  is  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  committee.  Any  five 
members  will  constitute  a  quorum.  (Chairman  to  be  elected  by  the  committee.) 

C.  Duties:  The  duties  of  the  committee  is  to  work  with  the  Director  of  Missions 
in  planning  and  promoting  a  mission  program  that  will  cany  the  Gospel  to  all  the 
people;  seek  to  meet  spiritual  needs  of  all  the  committees  and  churches;  to 
promote  religious  services  in  institutions  and  lead  in  establishing  mission  stations 
in  neglected  areas  and  new  churches  where  they  are  needed.  In  carrying  out  its 
responsibilities,  this  committee  has  four  major  duties: 

1 .  Pinpoint  all  possible  places  in  the  association  where  work  should  be  started. 

2.  Create  concern  in  the  hearts  of  the  leaders  in  the  churches  for  starting  new 
work  , 
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3.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  be  solely  responsible  to  this  committee  and, 
through  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee,  to  the  association. 

4.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  submit  all  plans  and  programs  for  the 
association  to  this  committee  for  approval  and  authorization. 

SECTIOM  IX.  Nominating  Committee:  This  committee,  consisting  of  three 
members,  shall  nominate  all  general  officers  and  representatives  to  serve  for  one 
year,  and  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  filling  vacancies  that  occur  in 
any  of  the  above  mentioned  during  the  year. 

SECTION  X.  Ordination  Committee:  This  committee  will  not  act  voluntary,  but 
upon  request  by  individual  churches  desiring  such  services.  This  committee  shall 
be  composed  of  five  members.  When  called  upon,  they  shall  examine  the 
candidate  for  the  Gospel  Ministry  and  submit  a  report  to  the  church  requesting 
such. 

SECTION  XI.  Program  Committee:  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of 
the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Chairman  of  Missions  Committee,  along  with  the 
directors  of  each  organization  of  work.  The  first  three  mentioned,  along  with  the 
Director  of  Missions,  shall  work  out  the  format  and  present  to  the  full  committee 
before  the  final  program  is  completed. 

SECTION  XII.  Place  and  Preacher  Committee:  This  committee  shall  determine 
the  meeting  place,  select  the  speaker  for  the  annual  message  and  altemate. 

SECTION  XIII.  Reception  and  Location  of  Churches:  Duties  of  this  committee 
shall  be: 

1 .  To  receive  and  consider  request  by  a  new  church  for  membership  in  the 
association  and  to  reccomend  what  action  should  be  taken. 

2.  To  keep  alert  to  any  developments  that  might  lead  to  a  new  church  and 
advise  the  group  or  groups  as  to  what  steps  should  be  taken  in  the  organization 
for  application  for  membership  in  the  association,  and  location  of  the  church. 

SECTION  XIV.  Resolutions  Committee:  This  committee  shall  make 
resolutions  pertinent  to  the  occasion  of  our  annual  meetings  or  other  occasions 
as  needed. 

SECTION  XV.  Social  Services  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  made  up  of 
the  associational  representatives  of  the  State  Convention  operated  Children's 
Homes,  Homes  for  the  Aging,  and  the  Baptist  Hospital.  Its  duties  shall  be  to  keep 
informed  as  to  what  is  available  for  immediate  needs  in  our  area,  and  to  assist  in 
securing  such  needs  as  requested  to  do  so.  The  committee  should  also  be  aware 
of  other  needs  as  may  arise  within  our  area  where  we  could  give  aid  or  counsel. 
Representatives  from  Polk  Baptist  Association  on  the  Thermal  Belt  Youth  Shelter 
Committee  shall  also  serve  on  the  Social  Services  Committee  of  Polk  Baptist 
Association. 

SECTION  XVI.  Trustees:  This  committee  shall  be  elected  for  an  indefinite 
period  and  may  be  changed  at  the  discretion  of  the  association.  They  may  hold 
title  for  the  association  of  any  property  presently  held  by  the  association  or  that 
which  shall  be  acquired.  Trustees  shall  be  aware  of  the  state  of  repair  of  all 
properties  and  make  recommendations  concerning  such  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 
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SECTIOM  XVII.  Recreation  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  responsible 
for  planning,  promoting,  and  co-ordinating  all  recreational  activities  and 
programs  sponsored  by  Polk  Baptist  Associaton. 

SECTIOM  XVIII.  Youth  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  responsible  for 
planning,  promoting,  and  co-ordinating  all  youth  activities  and  programs 
sponsored  by  Polk  Baptist  Association. 

SECTION  XIX.  The  following  committees  are  to  serve  on  a  rotation  basis: 
Constitutional  Changes  Committee,  Evangelism  Committee,  Memorials 
Committee,  Nominating  Committee,  Ordination  Committee,  Place  and  Preacher 
Committee,  Reception  and  Location  of  Churches  Committee,  Resolutions 
Committee,  Recreation  Committee,  and  Youth  Committee.  If  the  Committee  is 
composed  of  three  members  one  member  shall  rotate  annually.  If  the  committee 
is  composed  of  six  members  two  members  shall  rotate  annually. 

SECTION  XX.  Church  Groups:  Our  Association  shall  be  grouped  into  four 
groups.  At  the  present  time  each  group  whall  consist  of  five  churches.  If  at  a  later 
date  other  churches  shall  join  the  association  equal  distribution  shall  be  made. 

Group  1:  Coopers  Gap,  Big  Level,  Pea  Ridge,  Pleasant  Grove,  and  Faith 
Temple. 

Group  2:    Silver  Creek,  Faith,  Mill  Spring,  Midway,  and  Beulah 

Group  3:  Green  River,  Sandy  Springs,  Hickory  Grove,  Morgan  Chapel,  and 
Green  Creek  First 

Group  4:  Columbus,  Peniel,  Pacolet  Hills,  Tryon  Second,  and  Warrior 
Mountain 

RULES  OF  PROCEDURE 

These  rules  shall  govem  the  working  procedures  of  the  Polk  Baptist 
Association. 

Artile  I  -  RGLES  OF  ORDER 

The  association  shall  at  times  be  governed  by  a  simple  majority  of  the 
messengers  present,  except  when  necessitated  otherwise  by  the  Constitution. 

The  Moderator  shall  be  deemed  Judge  of  Order,  guided  by  Robert's  Rules  of 
Order. 

Article  II  -  PRINTING  OF  CONSTIiaTION 

The  Constitution  shall  be  printed  in  the  Minutes  annually. 

Article  III  -  CONSTITailONAL  CHANGES 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered,  or  amended,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
messengers  present.  One  month  prior  to  annual  meeting,  any  recommended 
change  shall  be  presented  in  writing  and  acted  upon  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Article  IV  -  DGTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

SECTION  I.  Moderator:  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall 
preside  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  and  at  the  Executive 
Promotional  Meetings.  His  term  of  office  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in  succession. 

SECTION  II.  Vice-Moderator:  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually  and 
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in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  tiie  office  of  Moderator,  shall  automatically  become 
Moderator,  and  the  Nominating  Committee  shall  fill  the  vacancy  of  Vice- 
Moderator  at  the  next  Executive  Meeting.  His  duties  shall  be  to  serve  when  called 
upon  by  the  moderator  or  in  the  absence  of  the  moderator. 

SECTIOM  III.  Clerk:  The  clerk  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall  record  the 
proceedings  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee  meetings,  and  all  sessions 
of  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

SECTION  IV.  Assistant  Clerk:  The  Assistant  Clerk  shall  perform  all  duties  of  the 
clerk  in  the  absence  of  the  clerk. 

SECTION  V.  Treasurer:  The  Associational  Treasurer  is  to  handle  and  disburse 
all  funds  of  the  association  in  accord  with  the  budget  of  the  association,  or  at  the 
direction  of  the  association  or  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee.  He  shall 
also  transfer  to  his  successor  a  complete  accounting  of  all  funds  which  have 
come  into  his  hands. 

SECTION  VI.  Historian:  The  Associational  Historian  is  to  prepare  and  present  a 
history  of  the  churches  where  the  annual  meeting  is  held,  and  is  to  preserve  a 
continuing  record  of  these  meetings,  which  are  to  be  passed  on  to  the 
succeeding  historian. 

SECTION  VII.  Auditor:  The  association  shall  have  an  auditor  who  shall  be 
elected  at  each  annual  session,  along  with  the  other  officers  of  the  association.  He 
shall  have  the  duty  of  auditing  the  books  of  the  treasurer  and  of  reporting  his 
findings  to  the  association  at  the  annual  meeting. 

SECTION  VIII.  Director  of  Missions: 
PART  1 .  Duties:  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  be  an  ex-officio  of  the  Polk 
Baptist  Association  and  all  committees.  His  primary  duty  will  be  that  of  promoting 
and  developing  the  Southern  Baptist  Program  of  Cooperation  with  the  pastors  of 
the  churches  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association,  and  any  such  duties  as  the  Missions 
Committee  shall  specify.  His  further  duties  shall  be  to  publish  the  annual  book  of 
reports  and  to  compile  and  print  (or  assume  responsiblity  for  such)  the  Polk 
Baptist  Annual  Minutes. 

PART  2.  Employment:  The  Director  of  Missions  is  called  for  an  indefinite 
period  of  time.  This  relationship  may  be  terminated  by  giving  a  thirty  day  notice, 
or  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee  favoring. 
This  would  be  done  with  a  thirty  day  period  allowed. 

PART  3.  His  work  shall  be  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Executive 
Promotional  Committee  and  he  shall  make  monthly  reports  to  the  chairman  of 
the  Missions  Committee. 

PART  4.  The  salary  and  other  benefits  shall  be  suggested  by  the  Budget  and 
Finance  Committee  and  approved  by  the  Association. 

PART  5.  OTHER  PROVISIONS:  The  Director  of  Missions  is  granted  two  full 
weeks  of  vacation  time  annually  to  be  taken  at  his  own  discretion.  He  is  entitled  to 
the  equivalent  of  one  day  a  week  free  of  associational  work.  The  Director  of 
Missions  is  permitted  to  conduct  two  one  week  revivals  and  assist  in  two  weeks  of 
church  and  convention  work  outside  the  association  each  year.  He  will  be 
available  for  as  many  revivals  within  the  association  as  he  is  physically  possible. 
The  services  of  the  Director  of  Missions  shall  be  offered  free  and  without  charge  to 
the  churches  of  the  association.  Notwithstanding,  the  churches  are  free  to 
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express  their  appreciation  to  the  Director  of  Missions  with  suitable  honorariums. 
The  Director  of  Missions  will  be  allowed  a  reasonable  period  of  time  for  sick  leave 
with  pay,  the  amount  to  be  determined  by  the  Missions  Committee.  The  Director 
shall  comply  with  the  policies  and  cooperate  with  the  general  program  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention's  Division  of  Missions.  He  is  encouraged  to  attend  the 
annual  North  Carolina  State  Convention  Meeting  and  other  conventions  and 
conferences  relevant  to  his  work  as  provided  in  the  annual  budget. 

NOTE:  Under  our  present  setup  with  our  Director  of  Missions  on  a  part-time 
salary,  he  will  be  expected  to  comply  within  reasonable  bounds  to  the  above 
stipulations.

February  1,  1987

The  roll  call  of  the  churches  revealed  that  14  churches  were  represented. 

The  following  organizational  reports  were  given:  The  Sunday  School  report 
was  given  by  Rev.  Robert  Philbeck.  He  stated  that  there  would  be  a  training 
seminar  for  the  Assist  Team  this  month.  He  also  promoted  the  Home 
Evangelistic  Bible  Studies.  There  were  no  other  organizational  reports  given. 

The  following  committee  reports  were  given:  Rev.  John  Edwards,  representing 
the  Missions  Committee  brought  a  recommendation  that  we  pay  Social  Security 
for  Mrs.  Melba  Gregory  in  the  amount  of  $270.00.  This  amount  to  be  retroactive. 
The  recommendation  was  approved.  Rev.  Fred  Rhodes,  chairman  of  the 
Nominating  Committee  announced  that  the  Associational  Brotherhood  Director, 
Mr.  Howard  Phillips,  had  resigned.

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BAPTIST  FOUNDATION  REPORT  1987 

The  Foundation  promotes  endo\Amient  of  Christian  causes  with  an  assurance 
drawn  from  its  experience  with  donors  that  such  planning  for  the  future  in  noway 
minimizes  'nou;"  witnessing  and  giving.  Just  the  opposite  has  been  the  case;  the 
faithful  steward  is  faithful  in  every  area.  The  statistics,  dollars  and  facts  of  this 
report  are  truly  about  the  people  whose  impassioned  concern  for  mission  and 
ministry  has  resulted  in  positive  action. 

In  1986,  new  trust  agreements  were  prepared  for  93  persons.  Their  gifts  to 
initiate  these  trusts  totaled  ^1,181 ,288.  Many  of  the  agreements  provide  for  and 
anticipate  the  addition  of  funds  in  the  future;  thus,  it  is  difficult  to  assess  the 
longterm  benefit  to  Baptist  work  provided  through  the  trusts.  Assistance  was 
given  to  dozens  of  persons  in  preparing  their  Wills,  all  of  whom  included  trusts 
through  their  estates  for  nearly  every  cause  supported  by  Southern  Baptists. 

Many  local  churches  chose  to  use  the  Foundation  as  trustee  for  funds  which 
they  were  holding  for  future  needs.  Investment  of  those  funds  with  the 
Foundation  can,  in  some  cases,  result  in  greater  income  for  the  church. 
Conversely,  since  the  funds  are  pooled  and  since  churches  can  recall  the  funds,  if 
they  are  withdrawn  during  a  depressed  market,  principal  retumed  to  the  church 
could  be  reduced.  It  is  important  that  churches  recognize  that  the  Foundation's 
first  objective  is  to  assist  individuals  in  estate  stewardship.  The  motivation  for 
using  the  Foundation  must  be  the  making  of  a  gift  to  a  Baptist  cause.  The 
Foundation  does  not  operate  a  bank  or  investment  institution.  However,  one 
exciting  realization  for  the  church  is  that  investment  through  the  Foundation 
allows  their  funds  to  be  a  part  of  "family"  and  to  be  available  for  "family"  use,  if 
they  desire. 

In  corporation  with  the  state  convention,  the  Foundation  established  in  the  last 
year  a  credit  line  of  $3,000,000  for  church  loans.  The  Board  of  Directors  took 
action  to  implement-  recommendation  of  its  study  committee,  resulting  in 
addition  to  the  staff  of  a  director  of  administration  to  direct  the  church  loan  and 
student  loan  programs,  as  well  as  trust  management.  The  Board  also  approved 
construction  of  office  facilities  for  the  Foundation  near  the  Baptist  Building,  with 
plans  to  begin  construction  in  September,  1987. 

Assets  of  the  Foundation  have  increased  to  more  than  $13,000,000.  These 
dollars  are  expressions  of  concern  made  by  Baptist  stewards.  They  are  the  very 
same  persons  who,  like  Frank  Neville,  witness  and  give  daily,  that  the  lost,  the 
needy,  tlie  hurting  people  of  the  world  might  know  Jesus.

CHRISTIAN  ACTION  LEAGUE 
REPORT  -  1987 

The  General  Assembly  adjourned  its  1987  session  on  August  14th  marking 
the  first  time  in  North  Carolina's  history  for  the  legislature  to  last  into  August. 
Normally,  the  body  concludes  its  work  by  the  4th  of  July. 
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One  of  the  reasons  for  the  session  to  last  as  long  as  it  did  was  due  to  the  "rash" 
of  liquor  bills  along  with  gambling  initiatives.  Longtime  legislative  veterans  stated 
that  this  session  had  more  bills  to  liberalize  our  liquor  law  than  ever.  With  the 
liquor  lobbyists  and  gambling  proponents  working  over-time,  no  wonder  this 
session  went  on  and  on  and  on. 

A  major  victory  can  be  claimed  by  the  defeat  of  the  statewide  lottery  proposal. 
Due  to  Virginia's  recent  passage  of  such  a  bill,  the  heat  from  the  gambling 
industry  was  evident.  With  opposition  to  the  proposal  coming  from  Govemor 
James  G.  Martin,  Lt.  Governor  Robert  B.  Jordan,  and  House  Speaker  Liston  B. 
Ramsey,  the  bill  died  in  a  Senate  Committee. 

However,  the  gambling  industry  did  not  fold  up  its  tent  and  go  home.  A  pari- 
mutuel  gambling  bill.  Senate  Bill  732,  is  still  alive.  Its  sponsor.  Senator  Kenneth 
Royall,  was  able  to  get  the  measure  held  over  until  the  1988  legislative  session. 
This  proposal  will  open  the  door  for  horse  and  dog  gambling  tracks. 

Your  association  needs  to  pass  a  resolution  opposing  Senate  Bill  732,  the  pari- 
mutuel  gambling  proposal.  Send  copies  to  Governor  James  G.  Martin,  Lt. 
Governor  Robert  B.  Jordan,  III,  and  to  your  State  House  and  Senate  members. 

In  the  war  against  pomography,  we  have  special  reasons  to  be  thankful.  The 
North  Carolina  Supreme  Court  has  recently  upheld  the  constitutionality  of  our 
1 985  Comprehensive  Obscenity  and  Child  Protection  Act.  The  "smut  peddlers" 
have  contested  this  statute  in  both  the  state  and  federal  courts.  Each  time  the 
courts  have  ruled  in  support  of  the  measure.  Prior  to  the  enactment  of  this 
nationally  acclaimed  law,  North  Carolina  was  known  as  the  nation's  pom  capital 
with  more  porno  outlets  per  capita  than  any  other  state.  We  have  gone  from  some 
750  pornography  outlets  to  less  than  50.  No  longer  do  you  find  sexually  oriented 
publications  available  and  accessible  to  children  in  convenient  stores,  etc.

GENERAL  BOARD  REPORT  FROM 
POLK  BAPTIST  REPRESENTATIVE  -  1987 

The  General  Board  is  literally  the  "Convention  between  annual  meetings  of 
the  Convention  ",  has  the  responsibility  of  conducting  business  for  the  statewide 
denomination  in  all  matters  according  to  the  constitution.  The  General  Board  is 
made  up  by  one  rnember  from  each  Association  with  less  than  20,000 
membership,  two  members  from  Association  with  20,000  to  40,000  and  three 
members  from  Association  with  over  40,000.  One  member  from  each  of  the  ten 
geographical  regions,  with  a  total  of  104  General  Board  members. 

The  General  Board  is  organized  into  several  committees  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  out  Board  responsibilities.  The  Board  meets  three  times  a  year:  January, 
May  and  September. 

The  General  Board  convened  February  24,  1987  at  Caraway  Conference 
Center  with  President  Ray  Hodge,  presiding.  A  very  touching  devotion  was  given 
by  Rev.  Crate  Jones  using  "Love  Suffereth  Long  and  Is  Kind." 

The  different  committees  gave  their  reports.  The  convention  staff  members 
were  recognized  fortheiryearsof  service.  A  favorable  report  was  given  on  the  N.C. 
Togo  Partnership  by  Dr.  Roy  Smith. 

The  General  Board  met  on  the  campus  of  Gardner- Webb  College  May  19, 
1 987  and  was  welcomed  by  Dr.  Christopher  White,  President  of  Gardner  Webb 
College. 

Richard  Smith  gave  the  financial  report  and  the  status  at  this  time  was  very 
good.  There  was  a  lengthy  discussion  on  ways  and  methods  of  funding  the 
Baptist  Colleges  of  Morth  Carolina,  with  a  final  motion  to  divide  funds  equally  to 
the  six  institutions  of  Christian  Higher  Education. 
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The  council  on  Christian  Life  &  Public  Affairs  made  a  recommendation  to  go 
on  record  that  the  General  Board  opposes  any  legislation  calling  for  state  wide 
lottery  and  parimutual  betting. 

The  General  Board  convened  for  the  final  meeting  of  1 987  on  September  29  at 
Caraway  Conference  Center.  Richard  Smith  presented  the  financial  report  and 
commended  North  Carolina  Baptist  for  the  strong  support  given.  The  1988 
budget  of  $28,000,000  with  a  base  budget  of  $27,000,000  and  an  extra  challenge 
budget  of  $1 ,000,000  was  approved  and  recommended  for  an  adoption  by  the 
Convention  in  November  1 987.  The  State  Missions  basic  goal  of  $1 ,600,000  was 
approved  and  recommended  to  the  Convention.  There  was  much  discussion  on 
the  Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  Institute  since  the  FBI  has  become  an  agency  of  the 
General  Board  Constitution  and  By-Laws  were  adopted  to  control  the  operation 
and  future  of  the  Institute. 

All  committees  reports  were  presented. 

Space  does  not  permit  in  this  report  for  all  action  taken  at  the  General  Board 
meeting,  therefore  the  copies  of  the  General  Board  minutes  are  on  file  at  the 
Association  office  for  your  review.

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATION 

1987 

During  the  past  year,  Baptist  Hospital  admitted  22,973  patients  for  a  total  of 
1 86,321  days  of  patient  care.  More  than  1 ,000  of  those  patients  had  heart  surgery 
and  27  received  kidney  transplants.  During  this  period  the  hospital  also 
performed  its  first  heart  transplant  and,  as  of  June  1 ,  1987,  has  performed  four 
successful  heart  transplants. 

Approximately  1,000  persons  with  kidney  stones  have  been  treated  with  the 
lithotripter.  The  lithotripter  has  also  been  used  to  break  up  gallstones.  Baptist 
Hospital  was  the  first  hospital  in  the  United  States  to  achieve  this  success. 

The  Air  Care  Program,  described  as  "a  flying  emergency  room  staffed  Lvith 
highly  trained  pilots  and  flight  nurses,  "  conWnuesto  sayeWves  andto  contnbuie 
to  more  rapid  and  complete  recovery  for  many  victims  of  trauma.  For  example. 
Air  Care  made  it  possible  for  a  man  whose  arm  was  severed  in  a  hay  mowing 
accident  to  reach  the  hospital  in  time  to  have  his  arm  reattached. 

Baptist  Hospital  is  one  of  less  than  a  half  dozen  medical  centers  in  the  nation 
routinely  transplanting  living  bone  tissue.  A  woman  underwent  this  rare 
procedure  to  correct  an  arthritic  condition  in  her  hip  where  her  bone  tissue  had 
died.  Bone  tissue  with  its  own  blood  supply  was  successfully  transplanted  from 
her  lower  legs    to  the  upper  end  of  the  right  femur. 

In  addition  to  those  admitted  to  the  hospital,  30,726  persons  were  seen  in  the 
outpatients  clinics,  35,134  in  the  emergency  department,  and  196,556  in  the 
Bowman  Gray  Department  of  Clinics.  2,747  patients  had  outpatient  surgery. 
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During  the  past  year,  the  Pastoral  Care  Department  has  continued  to  provide 
pastoral  services  for  hospital  patients,  pastoral  counseling,  clinical  pastoral 
education,  and  human  enrichment  events.  In  addition,  the  department,  in 
cooperation  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  has  offered  the  "Pastor's 
Sabbath"  Program  at  Carraway  Conference  Center  and  has  provided  assistance 
to  more  than  100  pastors  and  their  families  through  the  Minister's  Care  Plan. 
Plans  are  being  made  to  offer  training  in  "Conflict  Management, "  "Healing  of 
Corporate  Pain,"  and  "Ministry  to  the  Interim  Church." 

Due  to  the  change  in  the  method  and  timing  of  the  special  offering.  Baptist 
Hospital  received  during  its  past  fiscal  year  the  largest  offering  from  the  churches 
in  its  history.  The  last  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering  in  September  of  1 985  and 
the  first  Homes  and  Hospital  Offering  in  May  of  1 986,  together  with  designated 
gifts,  brought  the  hospital  a  total  of  $474,662.00.  Cooperative  Program  gifts  to  the 
hospital  during  the  same  fiscal  year  was  $608,389.00,  making  our  total  receipts 
from  the  chmches  $1,083,051.00. 

For  all  these  gifts  and  for  all  other  continuing  support  and  help  from  the  Baptist 
churches,  the  hospital  trustees,  staff  and  patients  are  deeply  grateful.

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  COLLEGE  REPORT  -  1987 
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A  recent  survey  sent  to  more  than  24,000  lay  persons  and  pastors  in  North 
Carolina,  revealed  strongly  positive  attitudes  toward  Baptist  colleges. 

The  following  summary  of  the  survey's  conclusions  will  interest  our  Baptist 
people  in  the  churches  and  associations: 

1 .  Almost  99  percent  of  those  surveyed  said  Christian  education  should 
remain  a  high  priority  in  North  Carolina  Baptist  life. 

2.  More  than  80  percent  rated  North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges  as 
outstanding  or  good.  Ninety-five  percent  believe  the  quality  of  education  is 
equal  or  superior  to  an  education  at  a  state  school. 

3.  The  three  main  strengths  of  Baptist  schools,  according  to  the  survey,  are 
the  quality  of  education  offered,  the  Christian  commitment  of  the  faculty 
and  the  spiritual  emphasis  on  the  campuses.  The  overwhelming 
weakness  is  the  cost. 

4.  Most  said  they  leamed  about  the  colleges  through  the  Biblical  Recorder. 
The  opinion  was  strong,  however  (65%),  that  Baptist  students  do  not 
receive  sufficient  information  about  Baptist  colleges  through  the  local 
church. 
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5,  When  asked  about  the  percentage  of  Cooperative  Program  funds  for 
Christian  education,  45.5  percent  answered  that  it  is  "About  right  "while 
37.8  percent  replied  the  percentage  is  Not  enough. " 

6.  Respondents  to  the  survey  were  29  percent  women  and  40  percent  lay 
persons.  Eighty-four  percent  were  from  churches  with  memberships 
between  100  and  999. 

Such  positive  attitudes  encourage  Baptist  colleges  to  excel  even  more  in 
service  and  cooperation  with  Baptist  churches.

NORTH  CAROLINA  MISSIONS  REPORT  -  1987 

The  Week  of  Prayer  for  State  Missions  was  observed  September  1 3  -  20, 1 987. 
The  statewide  goal  for  state  missions  was  $1 ,200,000,  which  was  an  increase  of 
$75,000  over  1986. 

Last  year  fourteen  of  the  twenty  churches  in  the  Polk  Baptist  Association 
participated  in  the  state  missions  emphasis.  The  fourteen  churches  gave  $4,435 
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to  state  mission  causes.  This  was  an  increase  in  giving  of  $445  over  the  previous 
year.  The  Coopers  Gap  Church  led  ail  churches  by  giving  $81 7  to  state  missions. 

The  money  given  to  state  missions  goes  to  support  more  than  fifty  different 
ministries  and  hundreds  of  persons  involved  in  ministry.  The  state  offering  will  be 
broken  down  in  the  following  manner:  Christian  Action  League  of  North  Carolina 
—  2.48%,  Woman's  Missionary  anion  —  12.44%,  Assembly  —  18.67%,  Mission 
Ministries  —  40.27%,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Caraway  Conference  Center  — 
6.23%,  Christian  Higher  Education  —  1 2.44%,  and  North  Carolina  Baptist  Men  — 
7.4%.  Ten  percent  of  whatever  is  given  by  the  churches  of  the  Polk  Baptist 
Association  will  be  returned  to  the  association  for  use  in  local  missiona  projects. 

The  theme  of  this  year's  Week  of  Prayer  for  State  Missions  was  "Changing 
Lives  Through  State  Missions."  Of  course  that  is  what  missions  is  all  about. 
Remember  that  state  missions  begin  right  here  in  Polk  County  as  our  churches 
are  involved  in  changing  lives  through  the  power  of  our  God.

There  are 
approximately  125-150  students  involved  in  the  union  there.  Their  focus  is  in 
general  fund  raising  for  summer  mission  projects  and  Summer  Youth  Corp.  Last 
summer  they  participated  in  many  mission  activities  throughout  the  South  and 
Northern  regions  of  the  Eastern  Seaboard.  One  young  lady,  Pam  Warrick,  served 
in  our  nation's  capital  this  past  summer  as  a  nurse  in  a  clinic  that  ministered  to 
street  people. 

Many  of  the  students  are  involved  in  weekend  revival  team  work.  They  will  send 
out  25-30  teams  a  year  to  the  local  churches.  We  have  a  "boo/cexc/iange '.which 
we  hold  each  year.  This  effort  will  secure  for  us,  the  sum  of  $2,000-3.000  a  year  for 
our  summer  missions  projects.  Continual  weekly  Bible  Study  Groups  are  held  in 
the  forms  of  our  campus.  Many  ongoing  involved  ministry  exchanges  occur 
through  the  students  which  comprise  our  union.  The  Baptist  Youth  Corp  is  alive 
and  well  and  moving  ever  forward  to  the  Kingdom  of  our  Saviour  enlarged  as  we 
minister  among  students  here  at  Gardner-Webb.

1986 

Praise  God  for  the  continuing  partnership  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
in  the  worldwide  Bible  cause!  Your  faithful  prayer  and  financial  support  make  a 
vital  contribution  to  the  American  Bible  Society's  global  program  of  Scripture 
translation  and  distribution. 

With  your  help  many  of  the  opportunities  the  Lord  has  given  us  to  share  His 
Word  with  people  throughout  the  world  are  being  met.  Through  the  Gnited  Bible 
Societies,  the  international  cooperative  network  of  national  Bible  Societies  of 
which  the  American  Bible  Society  is  a  leading  member,  600,128,459  copies  of 
Scripture  were  distributed  worldwide  during  1986  —  an  increase  of  9.4  percent 
over  1985. 

During  1986  the  total  number  of  languages  in  which  at  least  one  complete 
book  of  the  Bible  has  been  translated  climbed  to  1 ,848  with  the  registering  of  1 9 
languages  in  which  publication  by  the  Bible  Societies  and  other  Christian 
organizations  took  place  for  the  first  time.  In  seven  languages  first-ever  Bibles 
appeared.  The  American  Bible  Society  is  continuing  to  lend  assistance  to 
ongoing  Scripture  translation  projects  in  555  languages.

ANNUITY  REPORT  -  1987 

Responding  to  the  Annuity  Board's  latest  promotion  of  the  expanded  Church 
Annuity  Plan,  a  pastor  wrote:  "There  is  simply  no  extra  money  in  our  church  at 
this  time.  "Where  will  the  funds  come  from  to  provide  the  church's  contributions 
to  the  expanded  Church  Annuity  Plan?  In  reality,  the  contributions,  whether 
church  or  member,  will  come  from  the  church  budget. 

The  church  has  a  moral  obligation  to  see  that  its  personnel  and  their  families 
are  protected  in  the  event  of  death,  long  term  disability  and/or  retirement.  The 
expanded  Church  Annuity  Plan  provides  protection,  not  only  for  the  employee, 
but  also  for  the  church. 

The  church  can  neglect  its  responsibility  as  an  employer  and  force  the  minister 
or  other  personnel  to  arrange  their  own  protection  plan,  or  the  church  can 
assume  its  obligation  and  create  a  policy  that  protects  the  minister,  the 
employees  and  the  church.  By  adopting  the  expanded  Church  Annuity  Plan,  the 
church  can  establish  a  retirement  policy  and  provide  for  the  current  personnel  as 
well  as  future  personnel. 

The  expanded  Church  Annuity  Plan  becomes  the  retirement  program  for 
Southern  Baptist  ministers  and  church  employees  on  January  1,  1988. 
Developed  by  a  committee  of  denominational  leaders,  pension  experts  and 
laymen,  the  Plan  is  a  partnership  between  the  minister  or  employee,  the  church 
and  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 

Contributions  begin  with  the  minister  or  employee.  The  church  matches  the 
contribution  two-to  one.  And  for  eligible  members  the  state  convention  will  match 
one-third  the  total  church  and  member  contribution  up  to  $35  a  month.  The  first 
$1 7.50  of  the  state  convention  contribution  provides  supplemental  disability  and 
survivor  protection.  Any  amount  over  $1 7.50  monthly  from  the  state  convention, 
will  be  contributed  directly  to  the  member's  retirement  income  account. 

Churches  don't  "find"  the  money  for  the  expanded  Church  Annuity  Plan.  The 
church  deliberately  budgets  to  cover  its  cost  because  of  its  care  and  concern,  not 
only  for  adequate  immediate  financial  support  of  personnel,  but  because  it  is 
concerned  for  their  retirement  provisions.  No  church  will  "find"  the  money;  it 
must  conscientiously  determine  to  provide  it.

RADIO  AND  TELEVISION  REPORT  -  1987 

Trustees  of  the  Radio  and  Television  Commission  approved  an  $8.78  million 
operating  budget  for  1987-88.  Jimmy  R.Allen,  Commission  President  said  "With 
the  adoption  of  this  budget,  we  can  say  to  Southern  Baptist  that  the  ACTS 
network  is  stablized  financially." 

Micheal  Hamlet  of  Spartanburg,  SC,  chairman  of  the  Commission's  Affliate 
Relations  Committee,  reported  500,000  on  line  subscribers  had  been  added  to 
the  network  since  the  April  trustees  meeting.  More  than  6.9  million  households 
are  now  able  to  receive  ACTS  programming. 

A  special  foreign  mission  teleconference  will  be  broadcast  over  the  American 
Christian  Television  System  (ACTS)  on  Saturday,  November  21,  from  1:00  to 
2:30  PM. 

The  radio  ministry  continues  to  be  an  effective  outreach  through  the  airing  of 
programs  by  over  half  of  the  stations  across  the  nation.  The  Commission's  radio 
programs  continue  to  receive  many  of  the  most  prestigious  awards  from  the 
radio  ministry.

Classes  and  Vacation  Bible  School  as  well  as  with  choir  groups.  There  are  also 
new  plans  designed  to  help  the  children  memorize  God's  word  as  they  earn 
certificates  for  it.  Our  children  should  be  taught  to  commit  God's  word  to  memory 
while  they  are  young. 

These  are  only  a  few  of  the  additions  to  our  literature  that  is  available  through 
our  Sunday  School  Board.  Each  organization  of  the  church  has  good  material 
available  to  continue  the  nuturing  of  each  member.  There  is  no  finer  literature 
available  that  is  offered  through  our  agencies.  Let  us  use  the  literature  effectively 
to  continue  the  job  of  spreading  God's  word  to  the  worid.

HOME  MISSION  REPORT 

The  Home  Mission  Board  began  the  Bold  Mission  Thrust  emphasis  in  1974. 
Four  years  later  the  Southem  Baptist  Convention  adopted  the  plan  as  a  way  to 
evangelize  our  nation  and  our  worid.  Most  leaders  agree  that  Bold  Mission  Thrust 
is  one  emphasis  around  which  Southern  Baptists,  no  matter  how  diverse,  can 
unite. 

In  1986  the  Home  Mission  Board  encouraged  churches  to  participate  in  the 
"Good  News  America,  God  Loves  You"  simultaneous  revivals.  From  those 
revivals  came  103,000  baptisms. 

" Start- A-Church  Commitment  Day",  a  national  promotional  effort  to 
encourage  churches  to  start  new  churches  was  held  in  March  1 986.  Promotional 
materials  were  provided  to  all  Southem  Baptist  Convention  churches.  In  1986, 
home  missionaries  spoke  to  more  than  one  million  persons  through  World 
Mission  Conferences. 
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The  Home  Mission  Board  appointed  354  new  home  missionaries,  bringing  the 
total  to  3,637. 

There  are  13  programs  assigned  to  the  Home  Mssions  Board  Associational 
Administration: 

in  1986  this  department  published  "Tivelue  Steps  for  Making  Bold  Mission 
Thrust  a  Reality  in  your  Association". 

Black  Church  Relations  Department  provides  scholarships.  This  department 
sees  encouraging  black  students  to  assume  leadership  roles  in  churches  as 
crucial  to  the  growth  of  black  Southern  Baptist  churches. 

Chaplaincy  Ministries:  There  are  1,831  chaplains  endorsed  by  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention.  This  division  ministers  and  witnesses  to  people  in  military 
service,  hospitals,  institutions  and  industries. 

Christian  Social  Ministries:  Has  150  missionaries  to  provide  love  and  witness 
through  counseling,  food  programs  and  Bible  study  for  aging,  homeless, 
delinquents  and  their  families.

FOREIGN  MISSION  REPORT 

Southern  Baptists  still  have  a  long  way  to  go  to  reach  Bold  Mission  Thrust  goals 
set  for  A.D.  2000.  We're  ahead  in  numbers  of  missionaries,  countries  and 
volunteers,  but  we  are  behind  in  churches  and  chapels  established,  and  in 
baptism  and  church  membership.  But  we  have  reason  for  hope. 

Here  is  a  glance  at  1 986  Foreign  Missions: 

A  record  number  of  baptisms  —  185,689  or  one  for  every  10.8  church 
members. 

An  average  of  20  new  churches  organized  each  week. 

Appointment  of  256  career  missionaries,  a  record  year,  ending  with  3,756 
Southern  Baptists  missionaries  residing  in  108  countries. 

National  pastors  numbering  over  14,500,  a  year's  increase  of  9.6  percent. 

More  than  50,000  radio  broadcasts  and  2,150  TV  programs  produced  by 
media  missionaries  and  overseas  Baptist  co-workers. 

About  137,000  inpatients  and  more  than  13  million  outpatients  cared  for  by 
health  care  missionaries  and  co-workers. 

Officials  in  Ethiopia  naming  Baptist  human  need  ministries,  clinics,  feeding 
programs,  distribution  of  grain  —  a  model  for  other  agencies. 

A  near  doubling  of  the  number  of  books  printed  for  overseas  Baptists, 
including  a  new  translation  of  the  New  Testament  in  Spanish. 
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More  than  1 ,900  Southern  Baptist  volunteers  joining  overseas  Baptist  partners 
in  special  efforts,  resulting  in  24,279  professions  of  faith  in  Christ.

The  teaching  and  preaching  of  Gods  word 
can  be  reinforced  in  the  lives  of  youth  through  recreation,  crafts,  and  interaction 
with  other  youth  groups  and  counselors.  Things  that  are  leamed  in  classses  can 
be  acted  out  in  everyday  experiences. 

South  Mountain  is  becoming  a  year 'round  ministry.  lYouth  groups  have  been 
using  our  cottages  for  retreats  for  years.  With  the  addition  of  the  Retreat  Center 
facility  we  can  also  minister  to  adults  and  special  groups  in  our  churches.  Couples 
retreats,  choir  groups,  deacons  retreats,  church  counsels  are  only  a  few  of  the 
varied  groups  that  use  the  retreat  center.

The  year  of  1986-87  has  been  an  exciting  time  in  the  life  of  the  Baptist 
Retirement  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  Inc.  Charged  with  the  task  of  providing 
quality  living  opportunities  for  Older  Adults  within  a  Christian  context,  the 
"Homes "has  this  year  attempted  to  "moue  forward"  in  three  broad  directions. 

I.  ADVOCACY  FOR  OLDER  ADGLTS  -  During  1986-87,  the  "Homes"  has 
endeavored  to  become  an  advocate,  a  spokesman,  for  a  very  special  segment  of 
the  state's  population  —  the  Older  Adult.  Appearing  before  the  church, 
associational,  and  convention  groups  throughout  the  state,  the  "Homes "and 
staff  have  attempted  to  sensitize  Baptist  to  the  particular  needs  of  Older  Adults  as 
well  as  the  significant  contribution  they  can  make  to  the  well-being  of  the 
churches  and  associations  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 

II.  QCJALUY  CARE  -  During  the  year  1 986-87,  the  "Homes'has  continued  to 
develop  creative  ways  to  meet  the  needs  of  Older  Adults.  For  example,  a 
significant  new  relationship  has  been  established  between  the  "Homes  "and  the 
Geriatric  Section  of  tfie  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine  (Wake  Forest 
University).  Mary  Lyles,  an  attending  physician  in  the  Department  of  Medicine,  has 
been  appointed  the  "Homes  "Medical  Director.  As  a  result  of  this  relationship,  the 
"Homes "will  be  able  to  offer  "sub-acute" care  as  well  as  intermediate  and  skilled 
nursing  to  its  residents  and  patients.  In  an  attempt  to  provide  quality  care 
opportunities  to  Older  Adults  who  still  reside  in  the  local  community  setting,  a 
respite  or  temporary  care  program  has  begun  at  the  Albermarle  Home.  Quality 
care,  long  the  hall-mark  of  the  "Homes"  is  still  the  institution's  main  objective. 

III.  During  1986-87,  plans  for  institutional  expansion  and  new  development 
have  moved  forward  at  a  rapid  pace.  "Ground-breaking"  for  a  new  Continuing 
Care  Retirement  Community  in  Winston-Salem  will  take  place  in  the  fall.  The 
Homes'  long-ranged  plan  includes  the  development  of  similar  facilities  in 
Asheville,  Charlotte  and  the  East 

The  "Good  News  of  Jesus  Christ"  is  the  presupposition  upon  which  the 
"Homes  "operates.  In  reaching  out  in  service  to  Older  Adults,  the  "Homes  "offers 
concrete  expression  to  the  love  of  the  Christ  for  all  people.  The  support  of  North 
Carolina  Baptists  makes  this  ministry  of  love  possible.

REPORT  TO  THE  ASSOCIATION 

In  behalf  of  Dr.  Blackwell,  the  staff,  trustees  and  children  in  care,  we  gratefully 
acknowledge  your  support  through  your  prayers,  concem  and  financial 
resources. 
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Four  major  empahses  occured  during  this  exciting  year  at  the  Children's 
Homes: 

1 .  There  was  a  reorganization  of  group  care  on  the  Mills  Home  campus  in  order 
to  more  effectively  deliver  services  to  children  and  families.  Intentionalized 
Services  will  focus  on  specific  tasks  needed  by  our  clients  in  order  to  regain  their 
ability  to  function  as  a  whole  or  independently  in  society. 

2.  Moody  Home  Ministries,  an  intensive  program  of  "friendship  therapy"  to 
troubled  girls,  was  opened  in  Macon  County.  We  are  grateful  to  the  Lord  and  to 
the  people  of  Western  M.  C.  in  realizing  this  dream  in  1987. 

3.  The  process  of  Long-Range  Planning,  which  in  today's  complex  world  of 
child  care,  can  only  extend  up  to  five  years  was  begun.  As  a  basis  for  this  LRP, 
accreditation  by  the  National  Association  of  Homes  for  Children  was  awarded  in 
1 987.  We  are  only  one  of  three  NAHC  accredited  child-care  institutions  in  North 
Carolina.  We  believe  you  share  in  this  accomplishment. 

4.  Partnerships  in  cooperation  with  the  WMG,  Personal  Evangelism,  Baptist 
Men  and  the  Department  of  Aging  have  been  both  rewarding  and  exciting.  We  are 
grateful  for  their  willingness  to  assist  in  informing  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina 
on  this  child  care  ministry. 

We  are  delighted  to  report  that  more  than  fifty  of  our  youth  made  a  profession 
of  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  during  this  church  year. 

Our  commitment  to  you  is  to  be  good  stewards  of  that  which  is  entrusted  to  our 
care  as  we  offer  quality  services  on  four  group  care  campuses,  eight  emergency 
care  homes,  in  our  foster  homes,  at  our  theraueutic  camping  program,  through 
the  child  development  center  and  at  our  maternity  homes.

Even  more 
beautiful  is  the  ministry  being  offered  to  teenage  girls  needing  a  level  of  care 
beyond  that  which  is  available  in  other  services  of  the  Homes.  Mary  Lewis  and 
Gary  Bruin,  the  directors  of  Moody  Home  are  well  trained  and  gifted  in  leading  this 
service. 

Other  services  in  the  Western  Area  continue  to  do  well.  The  Broyhill  Home  at 
Clyde,  which  includes  the  Haywood  Emergency  Care  Cottage,  the  maternity 
home  in  Asheville,  and  the  Thermal  Belt  Youth  Shelter  in  Forest  City  tend  to  have 
a  waiting  list  in  recent  months.

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A  History  of  Pacolet  Hills  Baptist  Church 

The  birth  of  Pacolet  Hills  Baptist  Church  grew  out  of  some  rather  unique  circumstances. 
In  the  year  1932  there  was  a  Brush  Arbor  built  on  the  farm  of  Thomas  and  Ida  Johnson. 
A  revival  meeting  was  held  with  the  Rev.  Go  Van  Cudd  as  speaker,  who  was  of  the 
Wesleyan  Methodist  faith.  After  the  revival  services,  some  of  the  people  of  the  community 
felt  the  need  for  a  place  of  worship  because  there  were  a  number  of  families  with  small 
children  that  did  not  have  an  opportunity  to  attend  church.  A  group  of  ladies  of  the  com- 
munity joined  forces  and  transformed  a  tenant  house  on  the  Johnson  farm  into  a  place  of 
worship. 

Rev.  J.T.  Wood  was  called  as  the  first  pastor.  Rev.  Wood  said  that  with  the  help  of  the 
Buck  Creek  Baptist  in  1936,  Mt.  Sini  Baptist  Church  was  organized,  Genevieve  Gosnell 
was  the  first  church  clerk.  Thomas  Johnson  and  Emory  Pettit  were  the  first  deacons.  Rev. 
Wood  presided  as  pastor  for  seven  years. 

Guy  Johnson  was  elected  as  second  pastor  in  1939.  He  was  a  young  preacher  about 
seventeen  or  eighteen  years  old  when  he  began  and  his  enthusiasm  greatly  benefited  the 
church  in  its  early  years.  He,  his  brother,  Thomas,  and  others  felt  the  need  for  better  and 
larger  facilities  in  which  to  worship.  After  some  discussion,  they  approached  Dr.  E.E. 
Bomar  of  Landrum  about  a  tract  of  land  that  he  owned  in  the  community.  Dr.  Bomar  tried 
to  discourage  the  group  by  asking  them  to  come  to  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Landrum; 
this,  however,  would  not  help  because  most  of  the  people  had  no  means  of  transporta- 
tion. Seeing  the  determination  of  the  people.  Dr.  Bomar  and  his  wife  gave  to  the  church 
four-fifths  of  an  acre  of  land  on  which  to  build  a  house  of  worship.  At  Dr  Bomar's  request 
the  name  of  the  church  was  changed  from  Mt.  Sini  to  Pacolet  Hills  Baptist  Church.  This  is 
the  present  location  of  the  church.  In  1946  the  church  bought  a  half  acre  of  land  from  the 
Bomar's  for  the  cemetery. 


Pacolet  Hills  Baptist  Church  was  organized  in  1941.  At  the  present  time  the  early 
minutes  of  the  church  have  been  misplaced,  but  according  to  the  testimonies  of  some  of 
the  charter  members  a  dedication  service  for  the  first  building  was  held  on  April  23,  1944. 
Guy  Johnson  resigned  as  pastor  in  1942  in  order  to  further  his  education,  but  he  recalls 
returning  to  preach  at  a  series  of  revival  meetings  before  the  building  was  finished.  The 
meeting  was  probably  the  most  substantial  growth  in  new  converts  that  the  church  has 
ever  experienced  at  one  time.  Johnson  says  he  baptized  26  as  a  result  of  the  revival. 

Rev.  Bob  Early  was  called  as  pastor  in  1942  and  stayed  until  1946.  Rev.  C.C.  Tucker's 
pastorate  was  the  longest  the  church  has  had  to  date.  Substantial  growth  in  several  areas 
took  place  during  his  ministry,  such  as,  building  facilities,  organization,  and  Sunday 
School.  In  1949  the  sanctuary  was  curtained  off  for  Sunday  School  rooms,  in  1953  their 
first  Vacation  Bible  School  was  organized,  in  1955  the  church  voted  to  build  on  Sunday 
School  rooms,  and  several  annual  events  were  established  in  the  following  years  until  Rev. 
Tucker  resigned. 

Rev.  J.C.  Burrell  was  called  as  pastor  in  1960  and  served  until  January  30,  1963.  In 
March  1963  Rev.  George  Mitchel  was  called  and  served  until  August  25,  1965.  During 
this  time  the  first  Church  Training  Union  was  organized,  January  24,  1964.  The  church 
still  has  a  strong,  active  Church  Training  Department  today.  After  Rev.  Mitchel  resigned. 
Rev.  Clarence  C.  Campbell  was  called  March  27,  1966.  During  his  stay  W.M.U.  was 
organized  by  the  women  of  the  church  and  Rev.  Campbell's  mother.  Rev.  Campbell 
served  until  May  11,  1969. 

Rev.  Mollis  Lovelace  was  called  as  the  eighth  pastor  on  October  25,  1969.  He  served 
until  July  1970. 

On  January  8,  1971.  Rev.  J.C.  Sinclair  was  called.  His  stay  was  also  brief.  He  resigned 
the  third  Sunday  of  September  1972,  to  be  effective  the  second  Sunday  in  October.  Dur- 
ing this  time  the  church  voted  to  renovate  the  building.  The  Building  Committee  submitted 
a  bid  of  $52,000.00.  The  bid  was  accepted  and  plans  to  raise  the  money  were  put  into  ac- 
tion. 

Rev.  Hollis  Lovelace  was  called  again  in  October  1972.  The  remodeling  of  the  church 
building  took  place  during  Rev.  Lovelace's  second  term.  The  Baptist  Women  took  on  the 
task  of  furnishing  the  pulpit  and  choir.  The  dedication  ceremony  for  the  newly  remodeled 
building  was  held  on  May  8,  1975.  The  church  took  great  strides  to  pay  off  the  debt.  Rev. 
Lovelace  resigned  in  April  1977.  Malcom  Ross  was  elected  as  supply  pastor  in  June  1977. 

In  December  1977  Rev.  Benson  Hodge  was  called  as  pastor.  He  served  until  January 
13,  1980.  Rev.  Guy  Lawson  was  elected  as  supply  pastor  in  February.  He  resigned  in 
June  1980. 

Mike  Frazier  was  called  in  November  1980.  Mike  was  ordained  at  the  church  while  he 
was  there.  His  stay  was  brief. 

Thomas  Hudson  was  elected  in  November  1981.  The  church  voted  to  start  a  building 
fund  for  a  parsonage.  A  thousand  dollars  was  donated  to  start  this  fund  and  every  fourth 
Sunday  the  offering  was  to  be  designated  to  the  fund.  Tom  came  down  with  terminal 
cancer  while  serving  here.  He  preached  his  last  sermon  in  March  1983.  Several  objectives 
were  presented  to  the  church  by  Tom.  Some  have  been  reached  and  the  others  are  still 
being  worked  on.

The  Polk  Baptist  Association  met  at  tiie  Pacolet  Hills  Baptist  Church  for  their  Nineteenth 
Annual  Session  at  2:00  PM  on  October  20,  1988.  The  theme  for  this  year  is  "Sharing  the 
Dream." 

Our  opening  hymn  "Oh  How  I  Love  Jesus"  was  led  by  Rev.  Carroll  Page,  pastor  of 
Green  Creek  First  Baptist  Church.  Scripture  and  prayer  was  by  Rev.  Robert  Abrams,  in- 
terim pastor  at  Hickory  Grove.  He  read  from  Romans  9.  This  was  Paul's  dream  for  his 
people  and  his  desire  to  share  that  dream. 

Rev.  Aaron  Pruitt,  host  pastor,  welcomed  us  with  warm  greetings. 

Rev.  John  Edwards,  moderator  of  the  association,  declared  the  meeting  in  session. 
Rev.  Dewey  Price  moved  for  the  adoption  of  the  program. 

Rev.  Lee  Gregory,  director  of  missions,  presented  the  Book  of  Reports  making  com- 
ments concerning  the  cost  of  publishing  same.  He  also  introduced  Rev.  Robert  Abrams  as 
interim  pastor  at  Hickory  Grove  Baptist  Church. 

Rev.  William  Kanupp  announced  that  the  disaster  van  from  the  Baptist  State 
Brotherhood  Department  was  parked  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  and  was  there  to  be 
viewed. 

The  moderator.  Rev.  John  Edwards,  gave  his  address.  He  used  Ezekiel  22:30.  What 
God  Wants  and  What  Polk  County  Needs.  He  spoke  about  the  crises  we  are  facing  today, 
AIDS,  abortion,  etc.  He  said  that  God  needs  someone  to  stand  in  the  gap  and  make  up 
the  hedge.  (1)  God  needs  someone  to  stand  in  the  gap  with  their  convictions,  people  who 
believe  in  the  Lordship  of  Jesus,  in  his  blood  and  redemptive  power.  (2)  God  wants  peo- 
ple who  have  a  fearless  courage,  who  are  willing  to  say  God  is  real  and  sin  is  sin.  (3)  God 
needs  people  that  have  good  cheer.  God's  grace  is  sufficient.  We  are  the  victors.  (4)  God 
needs  people  of  complete  commitment  to  evangelism  and  missions.  The  world  is  hurting 
and  is  searching  for  relief.  We  should  be  willing  to  stand  where  God  can  use  us.  This  is 
what  God  wants  and  what  Polk  County  needs. 

Mrs.  Wilma  Jolley,  treasurer,  presented  the  financial  statement  for  the  fourth  quarter 
and  for  the  year.  She  moved  for  its  adoption  and  also  presented  the  year's  budget  and 
moved  for  its  adoption. 

Rev.  Steve  Hardin  gave  the  Annuity  Report  and  moved  for  its  adoption. 

The  Constitutional  Change  Committee  represented  by  Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw  brought 
the  following  recommendations:  (see  p.  27  Book  of  Reports) .  He  moved  for  the  adoption 
of  the  report  with  a  second.  There  were  opposing  comments  from  Mr.  Bobby  Holbert  of 
Peniel  Baptist  Church.

The  committee 
section  was  defeated  by  uplifted  hands.  The  second  section  was  voted  on  by  saying  aye. 
Motion  carried. 
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The  reports  of  Rev.  Hardin  and  Mrs.  Jolley  were  approved  for  adoption  and  voted  by 
saying  aye. 

New  Church  Committee  Report:  Rev.  Carroll  Page  made  the  motion  that  Emmanuel 
Baptist  Mission  be  accepted  into  our  association.  They  have  met  the  requirements  and 
must  be  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association  for  one  year.  Motion  was  made  that  they 
be  accepted.  Recommended  by  Rev.  Robert  Philbeck.  Voted  by  saying  aye. 

Leroy  McCraw  presented  the  report  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes.  He  then  moved 
for  its  adoption  with  a  second.  Voted  by  saying  aye. 

North  Carolina  Retirement  Home  Report  was  given  with  a  motion  to  accept  and  was 
seconded. 

Rev.  William  Painter  gave  the  report  of  the  Baptist  Hospital.  He  then  moved  for  its 
adoption.  Seconded.  Voted  by  saying  aye. 

Rev.  Carroll  Page  led  in  singing  "Amazing  Grace"  after  which  he  sang  "In  This  Very 
Room"  for  our  special  music. 

Our  annual  sermon  was  brought  by  Rev.  Donald  Waldrop,  alternate  for  Rev.  Bob 
Philbeck  who  has  been  ill.  He  based  his  remarks  on  II  Thessalonians  5.  His  topic  was 
"Pillars  of  the  Church."  Those  who  go  the  extra  mile,  who  give  a  little  more  and  the  faithful 
ones,  without  them  the  church  could  not  survive.  Pillars  share  the  burden,  carry  the  load. 
Pillars  stand  firm  in  spite  of  hardship;  even  when  there  is  evidence  of  weakness  in  the 
structure.  They  stand  firm  in  growth. 

After  a  break  we  were  called  back  to  order  by  singing  "Rescue  the  Perishing." 

There  were  no  reports  given  for  the  American  Bible  Society  and  Christian  Education.

The  Purpose  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association 

It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association  to  promote  spiritual  growth 
through  its  programs,  training  and  resources.  To  enable  churches  to  be  in  fellowship  and 
to  be  on  mission  individually  and  together,  as  fostered  by  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State 
Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  implementing  the  Great  Commission 
in  the  County,  the  State  and  around  the  World. 
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Constitution  and  Bylaws 

Article  I  -  NAME 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION. 

Article  II  -  PURPOSE 

It  shall  be  the  general  object  and  purpose  of  this  association  to  promote  Missions, 
Benevolences,  Christian  Education  and  Christian  fellowship  as  fostered  by  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Detailed  and 
specific  objects  shall  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  EXECUTIVE  PROMOTIONAL  COMMIT- 
TEE. 

Article  III  -  MEETINGS 

The  association  shall  convene  annually  on  Thursday  after  the  third  Sunday  in  October, 
authority  for  any  necessary  changes  in  this  meeting  schedule  or  for  called  sessions  of  the 
association  is  given  to  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee. 

Article  IV  -  MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  I.  Composition  and  number  of  messengers:  The  association  shall  be  com- 
posed of  messengers  chosen  by  the  churches  to  which  they  belong.  The  messengers  thus 
chosen  shall  be  known  as  The  Polk  Baptist  Association,  which  shall  have  no  power  over 
the  churches,  nor  the  privilege  to  infringe  upon  their  internal  rights.  Nevertheless,  the 
association  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  withdraw  fellowship  from  any  and  every  church 
proven  to  be  heretical  in  doctrine,  immoral  in  practice,  or  unwilling  over  a  period  of  time  to 
cooperate  with  the  other  churches  in  fulfilling  the  purpose  of  the  association. 

Each  member  church  shall  be  entitled  to  a  minimum  of  three  messengers  and  one  addi- 
tional member  for  every  50  members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  over  the  first  50  members. 
Officers  of  the  association,  pastors  of  the  member  churches,  the  Director  of  Missions  and 
such  members  of  the  preceding  sessions  as  were  appointed  to  perform  specific  duties,  by 
virtue  for  their  office,  shalKbe  messengers  and  members  of  the  session. 

SECTION  II.  Reception  of  churches:  The  association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  her 
membership  and  may  receive  or  reject  churches  applying  for  membership  therein  at  her 
pleasure.  Provided:  A  newly  established  Southern  Baptist  church  or  churches  so  received 
shall  agree  and  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association  for  a  period  of  one  year  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Reception  of  New  Churches,  provided  such  re- 
quest comes  at  least  30  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting.  It  is  understood  that  during  this 
period  of  proving  such  church  or  churches  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
the  association  except  that  of  voting.  They  may  be  voted  in  by  two-thirds  of  the 
messengers  present.  An  older  established  Southern  Baptist  Church  or  churches,  in  doc- 
trinal agreement  with  Polk  Baptist  Association  would  not  have  to  come  under  the  watch- 
care  of  the  Association  for  one  year,  but  would  be  received  immediately  into  full  member- 
ship of  the  Association  upon  being  voted  in  by  two-thirds  of  the  messengers  present. 

SECTION  III.  Church  letters:  Each  member  church  of  the  association  shall  send  a  letter 
of  information  to  the  annual  meeting.  These  letters  shall  contain  such  statistical  informa- 
tion as  shall  be  requested  and  shall  be  sent  to  the  associational  office  as  soon  as  possible 
after  the  end  of  the  associational  year.  Any  church,  that  for  a  period  of  12  months  follow- 
ing the  associational  meeting,  fails  to  send  such  a  letter  of  information  to  the  office,  shall  be 
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dropped  from  membership  in  the  association .  The  association's  Missions  Committee  shall 
seek  to  make  the  church  fully  aware  of  this  impending  action. 

Article  V  -  ORGANIZATION 

SECTION  I.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be:  Moderator,  Vice  Moderator,  Clerk, 
Assistant  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Trustees,  Auditor,  Sunday  School  Director,  Church 
Training  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director,  Director  of  Baptist  Men,  Music 
Director,  and  Associational  Senior  Coordinator. 

SECTION  II.  The  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Music  Director 
and  Brotherhood  Director  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  of  the 
association  at  the  April  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee.  The  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  Director  will  be  elected  by  their  organization.  Each  will  then  serve  on  his  organiza- 
tion's committee  to  enlist  the  necessary  officers  for  the  new  year. 

SECTION  III.  At  the  annual  session  the  nomination  committee  shall  nominate  one  per- 
son for  the  office  to  be  filled.  Opportunity  shall  be  given  for  nominations  from  the  floor, 
with  elections  to  be  completed  on  that  day. 

SECTION  IV.  That  the  official  title,  "Superintendent  of  Missions,"  be  changed  each 
time  it  appears  in  the  constitution  to  the  title,  "Director  of  Missions." 

Article  VI  -  COMMITTEES 

SECTION  I.  Audio- Visual  Aids  Committee:  This  committee  shall  make  a  study  of  and 
dispense  information  to  the  churches  concerning  the  current  practice  in  the  use  of  audio- 
visual aids.  This  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  loan  and  operation  of  all  visual-aid 
equipment  of  the  association  within  the  churches  of  the  association . 

SECTION  II.  Budget  and  Finance  Committee:  It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  this  committee 
to  study  the  complete  program  of  our  association  and  make  all  necessary  recommenda- 
tions concerning  the -finances  and  prepare  and  present  the  annual  budget  for  the  associa- 
tion at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association.  This  committee  shall  get  into  the  hands  of 
each  church  a  copy  of  the  recommended  budget  by  the  first  Sunday  in  August.  (The  pur- 
pose of  this  is  to  aid  the  local  churches  in  their  budget  preparation  and  allotment  of  the 
associational  program.)  In  regards  to  the  minutes  of  the  association:  Be  it  understood  that 
all  churches  participating  in  the  financial  program  of  the  Association  receive  their  minutes 
free  of  charge  up  to  a  certain  certified  number.  Any  church  that  desires  minutes  but  does 
not  support  the  regular  financial  program  of  the  Association  shall  be  asked  to  pay  at  the 
rate  of  $1.50  per  copy.  Be  it  further  understood  that  the  churches  will  be  given  minutes  on 
the  Ratio:    100  or  less  -  10  copies;  150  or  less  -  15  copies;  more  than  150  -  20. 

SECTION  III.  Committee  on  Committees:  This  committee,  composed  of  three 
members,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  the  first  business  session  of  the  annual 
program.  This  committee  will  become  responsible  for  filling  all  vacancies  that  may  occur 
during  the  year,  and  shall  nominate  all  committees  for  the  coming  year. 

SECTION  IV.  Constitutional  Changes  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  composed 
of  at  least  three  members  whose  duty  shall  be  to  study  the  constitution  and  report  any 
suggested  changes  to  the  annual  session  each  year. 

SECTION  V.  Evangelism  Committee:  This  committee  shall  work  in  cooperation  and 
use  information  coming  from  our  convention's  Department  of  Evangelism.  They  shall  en- 
courage our  churches  to  be  evangelistic  and  participate  in  all  simultaneous  efforts. 

SECTION  VI.  Executive  Promotional  Committee:  The  association  shall  have  an  Ex- 
ecutive Promotional  Committee  which  shall  carry  on  the  work  of  the  association  as  in- 
terim, with  all  powers  of  the  association  vested  in  this  committee.  This  committee  shall  be 
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composed  of  the  officers  of  the  association,  a  pastor  from  each  member  church  in  the 
association,  one  lay  member  from  each  church  and  the  church  treasurer.  Members  pre- 
sent at  any  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  compose  a  quorum.  This  committee 
shall  meet  the  first  Tuesday  night  of  each  quarter  (January,  April,  July).  The  annual 
meeting  will  take  the  place  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  October.  The  Executive  Com- 
mittee shall  submit  a  report  of  its  work  at  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

SECTION  VII.  Memorials  Committee:  The  duty  of  this  committee  is  to  present  a 
memorial  for  members  of  our  churches  who  passed  away  during  the  preceding  year. 

SECTION  VIII.  Missions  Committee:  The  association  shall  cooperate  with  our  North 
Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  Southern  Baptist  Denominational  Program  of  mis- 
sions:   Foreign;  Home;  State;  and  Associational. 

A.  The  Missions  committee  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  employing  or  discharging  a 
paid  missionary  or  field  worker  for  the  association,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive 
Committee  and/or  association. 

B.  Membership:  The  Missions  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  general  officers  of  the 
association,  heads  of  the  five  organizations  and  the  Chairman  of  Evangelism.  The  Director 
of  Missions  is  an  ex  officio  member  of  the  committee.  Any  five  members  will  constitute  a 
quorum.  (Chairman  to  be  elected  by  the  committee.) 

C.  Duties:  The  duties  of  the  committee  are  to  work  with  the  Director  of  Missions  in 
planning  and  promoting  a  mission  program  that  will  carry  the  Gospel  to  all  the  people; 
seek  to  meet  spiritual  needs  of  all  the  committees  and  churches;  to  promote  religious  serv- 
ices in  institutions  and  lead  in  establishing  mission  stations  in  neglected  areas  and  new 
churches  where  they  are  needed.  In  carrying  out  its  responsibilities,  this  committee  has 
four  major  duties: 

1.  Pinpoint  all  possible  places  in  the  association  where  work  should  be  started. 

2.  Create  concern  in  the  hearts  of  the  leaders  in  the  churches  for  starting  new  work. 

3.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  be  solely  responsible  to  this  committee  and,  through 
the  Executive  Promotional  Committee,  to  the  association. 

4.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  submit  all  plans  and  programs  for  the  association  to 
this  committee  for  approval  and  authorization. 

SECTION  IX.  Nominatfng  Committee:  This  committee,  consisting  of  three  members, 
shall  nominate  all  general  officers  and  representatives  to  serve  for  one  year,  and  shall  be 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of  filling  vacancies  that  occur  in  any  of  the  above  men- 
tioned during  the  year. 

SECTION  X.  Ordination  Committee:  This  committee  will  not  act  voluntarily,  but  upon 
request  by  individual  churches  desiring  such  services.  This  committee  shall  be  composed 
of  five  members.  When  called  upon,  they  shall  examine  the  candidate  for  the  Gospel 
Ministry  and  submit  a  report  to  the  church  requesting  such. 

SECTION  XI.  Program  Committee:  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of  the 
Moderator,  Vice  Moderator,  Chairman  of  Missions  Committee,  along  with  the  directors  of 
each  organization  of  work.  The  first  three  mentioned,  along  with  the  Director  of  Missions, 
shall  work  out  the  format  and  present  to  the  full  committee  before  the  final  program  is 
completed. 

SECTION  XII.  Place  and  Preacher  Committee:  This  committee  shall  determine  the 
meeting  place,  select  the  speaker  for  the  annual  message  and  the  alternate. 

SECTION  XIII.  Reception  and  Location  of  Churches:  Duties  of  this  committee  shall  be: 

1 .  To  receive  and  consider  request  by  a  new  church  for  membership  in  the  association 
3nd  to   recommend  what  action  should  be  taken. 
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2.  To  keep  alert  to  any  developments  that  might  lead  to  a  new  church  and  advise  the 
group  or  groups  as  to  what  steps  should  be  taken  in  the  organization  for  application  for 
membership  in  the  association,  and  location  of  the  church. 

SECTION  XIV.  Resolutions  Committee:  This  committee  shall  make  resolutions  perti- 
nent to  the  occasion  of  our  annual  meetings  or  other  occasions  as  needed. 

SECTION  XV.  Social  Services  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  made  up  of  the 
associational  representatives  of  the  State  Convention  operated  Children's  Homes,  Homes 
for  the  Aging,  and  the  Baptist  Hospital.  Its  duties  shall  be  to  keep  informed  as  to  what  is 
available  for  immediate  needs  in  our  area,  and  to  assist  in  securing  such  needs  as  re- 
quested to  do  so.  The  committee  should  also  be  aware  of  other  needs  as  may  arise  within 
our  area  where  we  could  give  aid  or  counsel.  Representatives  from  Polk  Baptist  Associa- 
tion on  the  Thermal  Belt  Youth  Shelter  Committee  shall  also  serve  on  the  Social  Services 
Committee  of  Polk  Baptist  Association. 

SECTION  XVI.  Trustees:  This  committee  shall  be  elected  for  an  indefinite  period  and 
may  be  changed  at  the  discretion  of  the  association .  They  may  hold  title  for  the  associa- 
tion of  any  property  presently  held  by  the  association  or  that  which  shall  be  acquired. 
Trustees  shall  be  aware  of  the  state  of  repair  of  all  properties  and  make  recommendations 
concerning  such  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

SECTION  XVII.  Recreation  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  plan- 
ning, promoting,  and  coordinating  all  recreational  activities  and  programs  sponsored  bv' 
Polk  Association. 

SECTION  XVIII.  Youth  Committee:  This  committee  shall  be  responsible  for  planning, 
promoting,  and  coordinating  all  youth  activities  and  programs  sponsored  by  Polk  Associa- 
tion. 

SECTION  XIX.  The  following  committees  are  to  serve  on  a  rotation  basis:  Constitu- 
tional Changes  Committee,  Evangelism  Committee,  Memorials  Committee,  Nominating 
Committee,  Ordination  Committee,  Place  and  Preacher  Committee,  Reception  and 
Location  of  Churches  Committee,  Resolutions  Committee,  Recreation  Committee,  and 
Youth  Committee.  If  the  Committee  is  composed  of  three  members  one  member  shall 
rotate  annually.  If  the  committee  is  composed  of  six  members  two  members  shall  rotate 
annually. 

SECTION  XX.  Church  Groups:  Our  Association  shall  be  grouped  into  four  groups.  At 
the  present  time  each  group  shall  consist  of  five  churches.  If  at  a  later  date  other  churches 
shall  join  the  association  equal  distribution  shall  be  made. 

Group  1:    Coopers  Gap,  Big  Level,  Pea  Ridge,  Pleasant  Grove,  and  Faith  Temple. 

Group  2:    Silver  Creek,  Faith,  Mill  Spring  First,  Midway,  and  Beulah 

Group  3:  Green  River,  Sandy  Springs,  Hickory  Grove,  Morgan  Chapel,  and  Green 
Creek  First 

Group  4:    Columbus,  Peniel,  Pacolet  Hills,  Tryon  Second,  and  Warrior  Mountain 

Each  group  will  select  a  host  and  the  other  four  shall  be  co-host  to  the  Annual  Meeting. 
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Rules  of  Procedure 


These  rules  shall  govern  the  working  procedures  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association. 

Article  I  -  RULES  OF  ORDER 

The  association  shall  at  times  be  governed  by  a  simple  majority  of  the  messengers  pre- 
sent, except  when  necessitated  otherwise  by  the  Constitution. 

The  Moderator  shall  be  deemed  Judge  of  Order,  guided  by  Robert's  Rules  of  Order. 

Article  II  -  PRINTING  OF  CONSTITUTION 

The  Constitution  shall  be  printed  in  the  Minutes  annually. 

Article  III  -  CONSTITUTIONAL  CHANGES 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered,  or  amended,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers 
present.  One  month  prior  to  annual  meeting,  any  recommended  change  shall  be 
presented  in  writing  and  acted  upon  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Article  IV  -  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

SECTION  I.  Moderator:  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall  preside  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  association,  and  at  the  Executive  Promotional  Meetings.  His 
term  of  office  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in  succession. 

SECTION  II.  Vice  Moderator:  The  Vice  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually  and  in  the 
event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Moderator,  shall  automatically  become  Moderator,  and 
the  Nominating  Committee  shall  fill  the  vacancy  of  Vice  Moderator  at  the  next  Executive 
Meeting.  His  duties  shall  be  to  serve  when  called  upon  by  the  Moderator  or  in  the  absence 
of  the  Moderator. 

SECTION  III.  Clerk:  The  Clerk  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall  record  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee  meetings,  and  all  sessions  of  the  annual 
associational  meeting. 

SECTION  IV.  Assistant  Clerk:  The  Assistant  Clerk  shall  perform  all  duties  of  the  clerk  in 
the  absence  of  the  clerk. 

SECTION  V.  Treasurer:  The  Associational  Treasurer  is  to  handle  and  disburse  all  funds 
of  the  association  in  accord  with  the  budget  of  the  association,  or  at  the  direction  of  the 
association  or  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee.  He  shall  also  transfer  to  his  suc- 
cessor a  complete  accounting  of  all  funds  which  have  come  into  his  hands. 

SECTION  VI.  Historian:  The  Asscociational  Historian  is  to  prepare  and  present  a 
history  of  the  churches  where  the  annual  meeting  is  held,  and  is  to  preserve  a  continuing 
record  of  these  meetings,  which  are  to  be  passed  on  to  the  succeeding  historian. 

SECTION  VII.  Auditor:  The  association  shall  have  an  auditor  who  shall  be  elected  at 
each  annual  session,  along  with  the  other  officers  of  the  association.  He  shall  have  the  du- 
ty of  auditing  the  books  of  the  treasurer  and  of  reporting  his  findings  to  the  association  at 
the  annual  meeting. 

SECTION  VIII.  Director  of  Missions: 

PART  1.  Duties:  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  be  an  ex  officio  of  the  Polk  Baptist 
Association  and  all  committees.  His  primary  duty  will  be  that  of  promoting  and  developing 
the  Southern  Baptist  Program  of  Cooperation  with  the  pastors  of  the  churches  of  the  Polk 
Baptist  Association,  and  any  such  duties  as  the  Missions  Committee  shall  specify.  His  fur- 
ther duties  shall  be  to  publish  the  annual  book  of  reports  and  to  compile  and  print  (or 
assume  responsibility  of  such)  the  Polk  Baptist  Annual  Minutes. 
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PART  2.  Employment:  The  Director  of  Missions  is  called  for  an  indefinite  period  of 
time.  This  relationship  may  be  terminated  by  giving  a  30  day  notice,  or  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Executive  Promotional  Committee  favoring.  This  would  be  done  with  a 
30  day  period  allowed. 

PART  3.  His  work  shall  be  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Executive  Promotional 
Committee  and  he  shall  make  monthly  reports  to  the  chairman  of  the  Missions  Commit- 
tee. 

PART  4.  The  salary  and  other  benefits  shall  be  suggested  by  the  Budget  and  Finance 
Committee  and  approved  by  the  Association. 

PART  5.  OTHER  PROVISIONS:  The  Director  of  Missions  is  granted  two  full  weeks  of 
vacation  time  annually  to  be  taken  at  his  own  discretion.  He  is  entitled  to  the  equivalent  of 
one  day  a  week  free  of  associational  work.  The  Director  of  Missions  is  permitted  to  con- 
duct two  one  week  revivals  and  assist  in  two  weeks  of  church  and  convention  work  out- 
side the  association  each  year.  He  will  be  available  for  as  many  revivals  within  the  associa- 
tion as  are  physically  possible.  The  services  of  the  Director  of  Missions  shall  be  offered  free 
and  without  charge  to  the  churches  of  the  association.  Notwithstanding,  the  churches  are 
free  to  express  their  appreciation  to  the  Director  of  Missions  with  suitable  honorariums. 
The  Director  of  Missions  will  be  allowed  a  reasonable  period  of  time  for  sick  leave  with 
pay,  the  amount  to  be  determined  by  the  Missions  Committee.  The  Director  shall  comply 
with  the  policies  and  cooperate  with  the  general  program  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention's 
Division  of  Missions.  He  is  encouraged  to  attend  the  annual  North  Carolina  State  Conven- 
tion Meeting  and  other  conventions  and  conferences  relevant  to  his  work  as  provided  in 
the  annual  budget. 

NOTE:    Under  our  present  setup  with  our  Director  of  Missions  on  a  part-time  salary,  he 
will  be  expected  to  comply  within  reasonable  bounds  to  the  above  stipulations.

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Executive  Committee  Report 

FEBRUARY?,  1988 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association  met  on  February  7,  1988,  at 
the  associational  building.  The  meeting  began  at  2:30  P.M.  The  meeting  was  called  to 
order  by  the  moderator,  Rev.  John  Edwards.  Our  scripture  and  prayer  was  by  Rev. 
William  Kanupp,  pastor  of  Faith  Baptist  Church.  The  clerk  then  called  the  roll.  Eleven 
churches  were  represented. 

The  following  reports  were  given: 

CHURCH  TRAINING:  Rev.  Chris  Osborn  reported  that  he  had  an  ASSISTeam  who 
would  be  available  to  work  with  the  churches.  This  team  consist  of  Adult,  Youth,  Children 
and  Preschool  leaders.  The  "M"  Night  had  10  churches  in  attendance.  Rev.  Osborn  stated 
that  several  churches  had  won  recognition  for  their  work  in  Church  Training. 

FINANCE  COMMITTEE:  The  finance  committee  report  was  given  by  Mrs.  Jack 
Jolley. 

EQUIPMENT  COMMITTEE:  Rev.  Dewey  Price  reported  that  we  need  to  buy  an 
eraser  board  and  an  easel.  This  would  cost  about  $250.00  for  both.  Also  the  office  needs 
a  calculator.  This  would  cost  approximately  $150-175.00.  There  was  a  motion  made  and 
a  second  that  we  purchase  these.  Voted  by  uplifted  hand. 

GENERAL  BOARD:  Mr.  Leroy  McCraw  stated  that  we  were  down  on  the  number  of 
baptisms  but  that  they  had  met  their  goal  financially. 

BUILDING  AND  GROUNDS:  Mr.  Loyd  Jackson  reported  that  they  met  and  recom- 
mended that  we  hire  an  exterminator  for  the  building.  This  will  cost  $580.00  for  the  first 
and  $45.00  yearly  for  inspection.  There  was  a  motion  made  with  a  second.  Voted  by  say- 
ing aye.  He  also  announced  that  there  would  be  a  workday  on  March  5  or  March  12  as  an 
alternate  day.  There  was  a  motion  made  that  we  transfer  $2,000.00  from  the  general  fund 
to  the  Building  and  Grounds  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  getting  the  parking  lot  in 
shape.

He  also  said  that  April  would  be 
designated  as  Pastor  Appreciation  month .  Crisis  Counseling  will  be  held  March  29  at  the 
associational  office  from  6-10:00  P.M.  This  is  for  lay  persons  as  well  as  pastors.  The  direc- 
tor then  expressed  appreciation  for  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering.  Most  churches 
have  gone  over  their  goal. 

The  moderator  then  called  for  any  new  or  old  business.  None  was  given.  Rev.  Carroll 
Page  dismissed  in  prayer.

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association  met  on  May  1,  1988.  Rev. 
John  Edwards,  moderator,  called  the  meeting  to  order.  Rev.  Dewey  Price  read  scripture 
pertaining  to  Christian  Home  Week  and  led  in  prayer.  Seven  churches  were  represented 
with  15  people  attending.  The  minutes  from  the  February  Executive  Committee  meeting 
were  read  and  approved. 
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Rev.  John  Edwards  asked  for  reports.  The  following  were  given: 

CHURCH  TRAINING:  Rev.  Chris  Osborn  encouraged  the  people  to  participate  in  the 
"Year  of  the  Laity."  He  also  announced  Bible  Drills  and  that  Tracy  Garrett  from  Faith 
Church  will  participate  in  the  Regional  Speakers'  Tournament. 

TREASURER'S  REPORT:    Mrs.  Wilma  Jolley  gave  the  treasurer's  report. 

PURCHASING  COMMITTEE:  Rev.  Dewey  Price  gave  a  report  from  the  Purchasing 
Committee.  An  easel  and  eraser  board  were  bought  for  the  conference  room. 

NOMINATING  COMMITTEE:  Rev.  Donald  Waldrop,  Chairman  of  the  nominating 
committee,  reported  that  Rev.  Bob  Philbeck  had  resigned  as  Associational  Sunday  School 
Director  and  nominated  Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw  to  immediately  fill  this  position  so  that  he 
could  attend  Ridgecrest  for  the  Key  Leadership  Conference.

The  clerk  called  the  roll.  There  were  seven  churches  represented.  The  minutes  of  the 
last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Associational  Sunday  School  Director,  Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw,  would  like  to  have 
Sunday  School  Growth  Campaign  Revival.  Each  church  participating  would  be  responsi- 
ble for  food  and  lodging.  We  would  also  need  to  have  a  people  search  five  or  six  weeks 
before,  also  may  have  a  banquet  or  rally,  possibly  in  November.  The  tentative  date  for  the 
revival  would  be  March  17,  18  and  19. 

The  Church  Training  Director,  Rev.  Chris  Osborn,  gave  the  following  report.  After 
training  sessions,  we  will  have  consultants  for  each  level  of  Church  Training.  "M"  Night  will 
be  November  28.

He  expressed  appreciation  to 
the  Building  and  Grounds  Committee  for  their  fine  work.  He  also  asked  the  pastors  to 
come  to  the  workday  and  bring  some  men  and  women  with  them. 

There  was  a  call  for  any  old  or  new  business.  None  was  given.  Benediction  was  by  Rev. 
Dewey  Price.

American  Bible  Society  Report 

The  longstanding  and  fruitful  partnership  between  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
and  the  American  Bible  Society  continued  to  open  new  ways  to  the  Word  for  millions  of 
people  across  the  globe  in  1987. 

Your  support  has  been  of  key  importance  in  the  success  of  the  many  projects  under- 
taken in  1987  in  the  ongoing  task  of  meeting  the  Scripture  needs  of  the  world  -  whether 
through  expanded  distribution  in  areas  where  the  availability  of  God's  Word  is  critically 
low,  or  through  innovative  channels  of  Scripture  production,  or  through  new  translations 
of  the  Scriptures. 

SCRIPTURE  DISTRIBUTION:  As  part  of  the  global  network  of  the  United  Bible 
Societies,  the  American  Bible  Society  has  been  involved  in  the  distribution  of  the  Scrip- 
tures in  at  least  665  different  languages  throughout  the  world.  The  total  number  of  Scrip- 
tures distributed  Vv/orldwide  during  1987  was  624,053,932  copies.  This  represents  an  in- 
crease of  4.0  percent  over  1986,  and  continues  the  upward  trend  of  the  past  few  years.  Of 
this  total,  116, 155, 119  copies  were  distributed  in  the  United  States,  an  increase  of  15.6 
percent  over  last  year's  total. 

SCRIPTURE  PRODUCTION:  One  of  the  major  highlights  of  1987  was  the  completion 
of  the  Amity  Printing  Press  in  Nanjing,  the  People's  Republic  of  China.  The  first  20,000 
copies  of  an  initial  order  of  100,000  Chinese  Bibles  were  off  the  press  by  November,  with 
the  balance  to  be  completed  by  January.  A  ceremony  marking  the  official  opening  of  the 
plant  was  held  on  December  5.  This  is  an  answer  to  prayers  of  many  years  that  a  way 
would  be  found  to  share  resources  with  Christians  in  China  so  they  could  meet  their  Scrip- 
ture needs. 
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SCRIPTURE  TRANSLATION:  In  1987  complete  Bibles  were  published  for  the  first 
time  in  the  Ayacucho  Quechua  language  of  Peru,  the  language  of  Tuvalu,  an  island  na- 
tion in  the  South  Pacific,  and  in  Karo  Batak,  one  of  the  several  dialects  spoken  on  the  In- 
donesian island  of  Sumatra.  There  were  also  many  first-ever  publications  of  Testaments 
and  individual  Biblical  books.  Ongoing  Scripture  translation  projects  are  proceeding  in  an 
additional  573  languages. 

NEW  DIRECTIONS,  NEW  DEMANDS 

Behind  the  successful  completion  of  each  Scripture  translation  and  distribution  project  is 
the  story  of  people  reached  with  the  Word  of  God.  As  new  populations  are  reached,  new 
demands  are  placed  on  the  resources  of  the  American  Bible  Society.  Tragically,  there  are 
times  when  these  resources  are  completely  overtaxed.  The  Society's  unswerving  goal  is  to 
meet  all  the  Scripture  needs  that  are  presented  to  it.  But  we  cannot  do  that  alone.  That  is 
why  we  must  turn  for  help  to  our  partners  in  mission,  among  whom  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  ranks  above  every  other  denomination  in  terms  of  the  financial  assistance  it 
renders  to  the  Society.  In  1987  the  churches  of  the  Southern  Baptist  convention  con- 
tributed $255,073  to  the  American  Bible  Society  in  support  of  the  worldwide  Bible  cause. 

It  is  truly  encouraging  to  see  your  fine  reponse  to  the  urgent  need  for  Scriptures  that  ex- 
ists in  so  many  countries  at  this  time.  Although  much  more  is  needed,  your  support  has 
made  a  vital  and  invaluable  contribution  to  the  ongoing  challenge  of  opening  God's  Word 
for  all. 


Annuity  Board  Report 

The  Church  Annuity  Plan  is  gaining  momentum  as  churches  across  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist Convention  continue  to  adopt  the  plan  with  its  expanded  benefits. 

During  the  first  quarter,  2,054  churches  entered  into  the  Cooperative  Agreements, 
bringing  the  total  on  March  31  to  14,346.  Total  membership  at  the  end  of  the  quarter  was 
33,419  persons.  Among  the  total  adoptions  were  2, 142  churches  that  had  not  been  active 
in  an  Annuity  Board  retirement  plan. 

The  expanded  features  of  the  Annuity  Plan  went  into  effect  January  1 .  One  of  the  most 
significant  of  the  expanded  features  is  that  state  conventions  have  more  than  doubled  their 
contributions  for  eligible  members. 

"The  success  of  the  Church  Annuity  Plan  adoption  rate  reflects  effective  work  by  Annui- 
ty Board  state  convention  representatives  and  the  Board,"  said  Annuity  Board  President, 
Darold  Morgan. 

Leading  the  states  in  number  of  total  church  adoptions  is  North  Carolina  with  1 ,660. 
Rounding  out  the  top  five  states  and  their  totals  are:  Texas,  1,465;  South  Carolina, 
1,049;  Georgia,  949;  and  Virginia,  935. 

Hawaii  led  all  the  states  in  percentage  of  churches  adopting  the  plan  with  88  percent. 

Adopt  An  Annuitant  is  another  worthwhile  program.  Many  retired  ministers  and 
denominational  workers  are  living  in  poverty  because  they  served  the  churches  and 
denomination  at  a  time  when  so  little  was  payed  by  the  churches  and  some  not  any. 

One  such  lady  living  in  Florida  is  a  widow,  92  years  old.  A  couple  living  in  Texas  read 
about  the  Adopt  An  Annuitant  program  and  got  in  touch  with  their  association  and  were 
linked  up  with  this  widow.  They  send  $50  a  month  to  help  her.  She  was  only  getting  $25 
a  month.  She  says  she  hopes  to  put  this  money  aside  for  emergencies,  as  well  as  cover  her 
funeral  expenses  some  day.  With  Social  Security  and  Annuity  benefits  she  now  receives 
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$575  a  month  to  pay  her  rent,  utilities,  food  and  other  expenses.  She  said  she  had  never 
been  without  a  roof  or  clothing  and  had  never  gone  hungry.

North  Carolina  Baptist  Children's  Homes  Report 

You  took  the  time,  you  cared.  You  gave  much  when  you  didn't  have  to.  In  behalf  of 
Dr.  Blackwell,  the  children  in  care,  our  staff  and  trustees,  thank  you  for  your  prayers,  your 
caring  and  financial  support.  You  are  special  to  this  child  care  ministry. 

A  major  thrust  beyond  our  quality  child  care  this  year  was  the  completion  of  our  Long- 
Range  Plans.  To  continue  being  bold  in  child  care,  several  challenges  were  accepted  by 
our  staff  and  trustees  from  the  results  of  our  five-year  LRP.  We  plan  to  add  two  emergen- 
cy care  homes  -  another  one  on  the  Kennedy  Home  campus  and  one  where  the  need  is 
greatest.  The  Cameron  Boys  Camp  will  be  expanded  to  care  for  50  boys.  Two  specialized 
small  group  homes  will  be  opened  by  early  1989  -  a  teenage  mother-baby  home  and  a 
behavior  change  program  for  teenage  girls  in  Lenoir. 

Fifty  percent  of  our  children  have  had  little  or  no  spiritual  training  prior  to  their  being  in 
our  care.  We  rejoice  that  79  were  baptized  into  the  family  of  God.  Our  ministry  is  "Mis- 
sions in  Miniature." 

To  meet  these  challenges  and  continue  the  current  ministry  to  children,  our  budget 
must  move  from  seven  million  dollars  (which  it  has  been  for  five  years)  to  11  million  dollars 
by  1992-93.  We  hope  that  by  1993,  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  will  be  giving  fifty  per- 
cent of  our  daily  operating  budget.  Currently  we  receive  34  percent.  This  can  be  achieved 
by  increasing  church  receipts  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  the  Homes  and  Hospital 
Offering  and  designated  gifts  from  churches  and  individuals.  The  future  of  child  care  in 
North  Carolina  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Baptists  of  our  great  state.  We  believe  they  will  meet 
the  challenge. 

UPDATE  FROM  THE  WESTERN  AREA; 

We  here  in  the  West  continue  to  be  blessed  with  mountain  top  experiences  in  caring  for 
children.  Moody  Home  in  Franklin,  Broyhill  Home  at  Waynesville/Clyde.  Thermal  Belt 
Youth  Shelter  in  Forest  City  and  Haywood  Emergency  Care  Cottage  on  the  Broyhill 
Campus  all  continue  to  operate  at  near  capacity  levels. 

While  alternative  options  now  open  to  unwed  mothers  have  caused  the  demand  for 
residential  maternity  care  to  somewhat  decrease,  the  Baptist  Maternity  Home  in  Asheville 
continues  to  be  one  of  our  most  blessed  ministries. 

The  vast  majority  of  the  young  people  we  serve  come  from  the  ranks  of  the  hurt  and  the 
hurting.  Sadly  very  few  have  had  spiritual  training  prior  to  their  time  with  us.  In  order  to 
help  fill  this  vacuum.  SONshine  Week,  a  week  of  special  Christian  activities,  has  come  to 
be  a  vital  part  of  the  Broyhill  program. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  SONshine  '88  was  when  Kristy,  a  high  school  Junior,  shared 
her  personal  testimony  in  a  way  that  thrilled  and  amazed  us  all.  Kristy  shared  how  her  life 
was  now  completely  transformed  because  of  Broyhill  and  because  of  Jesus  Christ  who 
now  lives  in  her  heart. 
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Equally  thrilling  to  the  testimony  was  the  response  of  the  troubled  children  who  listened. 
As  Kristy  finished  her  testimony,  the  Broyhill  children  spontaneously  gave  Kristy  a  rousing, 
prolonged  standing  ovation.

Emergency  Care  Report 

Emergency  care  is  just  what  it  says.  It  is  immediate  temporary  care  for  children  age  three 
through  high  school  whose  families  are  experiencing  a  crisis.  Parents  or  guardians  can  ad- 
mit children  any  time,  24  hours  a  day,  seven  days  a  week. 

A  Youth  can  admit  himself  for  24  hours  on  weekdays  or  72  hours  on  a  weekend.  After 
that  a  social  worker  contacts  the  child's  parents  or  guardian  and  together  with  the  child 
they  determine  the  next  step. 

It  is  also  temporary  care.  Maximum  stay  is  90  days,  in  which  social  workers,  child  care 
workers,  parents/guardians,  and  children  develop  a  long-range  plan  for  the  family. 

The  crisis  may  take  any  number  of  forms,  from  abuse  to  neglect  to  a  single  parent's 
need  to  place  a  child  because  there  is  no  family  nearby  to  help  in  a  time  of  distress. 
Whatever  the  crisis,  the  goal  is  to  improve  the  family  situation  so  that  it  may  be  put  back 
together. 

If  that  is  not  possible,  the  child  may  transfer  to  group  care,  foster  care,  or  therapeutic 
camping. 

Emergency  care  staff  provide  a  daily  program  to  meet  educational,  physical,  emotional, 
spiritual,  and  social  needs  of  the  children  in  care.

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Baptist  Foundation  Report 

For  several  years,  Montagress  Mercer  has  provided  an  example  of  estate  stewardship 
which  members  of  the  Foundation  staff  have  often  related,  but  always' without  revealing 
her  identity.  It  was  her  wish  that  "nobody  know."  Mrs.  Mercer  died  this  spring.  We  can 
now  share  her  name  as  well  as  her  testimony.  It  was  her  wish  that  "Lottie"  should  have  her 
farm.  To  accomplish  that,  the  farm  was  deeded  to  the  Foundation  but  she  retained  all 
benefit  from  it  for  as  long  as  she  lived.  As  the  plan  for  doing  this  was  explained  to  her  and 
the  possibilities  unfolded,  she  clasped  her  hands  together  and  exclaimed,  "I'm  so  happy!" 
Now  her  happiness  has  been  justified.  That  which  she  desired  is  now  a  reality:  the  income 
from  her  trust  will  be  paid  forever  to  the  Lottie  Moon  Offering.  It  is  incidents  like  this  which 
tell  the  story  of  Baptist  Foundation.  Facts,  figures  and  statistics  have  their  place,  but  the 
people  behind  them  are  the  real  story. 

Another  unique  expertise  provided  by  the  Foundation  is  in  helping  to  analyze  a  person's 
total  estate  picture  and  assisting  them  in  their  complete  plan  of  estate  stewardship. 
Sometimes,  a  person  only  wishes  to  make  a  modest  gift  in  trust  for  one  cause  and  then  is 
content.  Often,  however,  the  person  realizes  that  both  his  family  and  Baptist  causes  he 
loves  can  derive  a  greater  benefit  from  his  estate,  if  his  plan  includes  all  of  it.  It  may  require 
more  than  one  type  of  trust  and  nearly  always  a  Will  that  capitalizes  on  the  best  possible 
planning.  One  couple,  utilizing  the  Foundation's  expertise  for  total  estate  planning,  rather 
than  making  piece-meal  plans  and  small  bequests  here  and  there,  took  full  advantage  of 
the  tax  laws  available  for  them  and  provided  fully  for  their  son  and  the  Baptist  causes 
which  they  desired  to  support.  Their  satisfaction  now  comes  from  a  coordinated  estate 
plan.  It  is  in  total  estate  stewardship  planning,  not  in  "getting  a  gift",  that  the  Foundation 
renders  the  greatest  service. 

The  "unfunded"  trust  simplified  planning  for  many  persons  in  the  past  year  and  con- 
tinues to  provide  a  way  to  help  meet  the  objectives  of  many  stewards.  The  trust  document 
is  prepared  to  incorporate  the  provisions  of  the  trustor's  wishes.  It  will  not  take  effect, 
however,  until  the  individual  is  deceased.  Then  their  Will  provides  the  funding,  most  often 
the  residual  estate  being  assigned  to  the  trust,  hence  the  term  "unfunded."  The  individual 
has  the  joy  of  having  a  plan  in  place,  all  signed  and  legal. 

The  Baptist  Foundation  added  62  new  trust  funds  to  its  numbers  in  1987.  Gifts  to  trust 
increased  its  holdings  to  a  record  $14,452,258.  Trusts  already  in  place  provided 
$578,697  in  support  of  Baptist  causes.  As  important  as  these  statistics  are,  a  significant 
aspect  of  The  Baptist  Foundation  program  is  that  it  provides  individuals,  such  as  Mrs. 
Mercer,  with  an  avenue  for  continuing  their  support  of  Christian  causes  beyound  their 
lifetime.

Baptist  Retirement  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  Inc.  Report 

I.  MISSION 

The  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  Inc.,  began  operation  in  1951  with  a 
charge  to  provide  a  Home  for  "Aged  Saints"  in  the  spirit  of  Christian  care.  The  mission  of 
the  Homes  continues  to  be  that  of  providing  quality  residential  opportunities  for  Older 
Adults  within  a  Christian  context. 
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The  foundation  of  the  ministry  is  based  in  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  for  the  Gospel  is  a 
message  of  healing  and  wholeness.  The  Homes  believes  this  message  offers  Older  Adults 
the  meaning,  purpose,  and  dignity  needed  to  enrich  their  lives. 

The  hallmark  of  the  Homes'  ministry  is  the  quality  of  its  care.  It  is  a  distinction  that  is  pre- 
sent at  all  levels,  in  all  locations,  in  all  services.  The  Homes  takes  seriously  its  responsibility 
to  make  its  residential  opportunities  available  to  Older  Adults  across  the  State  and  to  be 
continually  responsive  to  the  needs  of  Older  Adults  as  those  needs  expand  and  change. 

With  that  in  mind,  the  Homes  operates  facilities  in  locations  across  the  State:  Asheville 
in  the  West,  Hamilton  in  the  East,  Yanceyville  in  the  North,  and  Albemarle  in  the 
Southern  Piedmont.  A  multi-level  care  facility  in  Winston-Salem  currently  services  the 
needs  of  Older  Adults  from  all  over  the  State. 

Older  Adults  have  differing  needs,  and  the  level  of  care  for  any  single  individual 
necessarily  changes  as  time  passes.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  the  Homes  offers  independent 
living  in  an  apartment  setting,  personal  care  for  those  who  require  some  assistance  with 
daily  living,  and  two  levels  of  nursing  care. 

II.  NEED 

According  to  a  January  1987  Report  of  the  Office  of  State  Budget  of  the  State  of  North 
Carolina,  the  number  of  North  Carolina  citizens  age  65  and  over  will  increase  by  203,935 
(28.9%)  by  1995  and  286,831  (40.6%)  by  the  year  2000. 

Statistics  for  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Older  Adult  Population  are  even  more  dramatic. 
The  percentage  of  increase  for  the  80-plus  age  group  in  Baptist  Life  (those  individuals 
most  likely  to  need  residential  care)  is  predicted  to  be  more  than  50%  by  the  year  2000. 
Attempting  to  address  this  great  challenge,  the  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  has  launched  a 
bold  new  program  of  development  and  ministry  that  includes  the  following: 

1.  THE  DEVELOPMENT  OF  REGIONAL  CONTINUING  CARE  RETIREMENT 
COMMUNITIES. 

A  five-level  continuing  care  retirement  community  (Brookridge)  is  now  under  con- 
struction in  Winston-Salem.  Land  for  that  same  purpose  has  been  purchased  in 
South  Charlotte.  Planning  for  the  development  of  similar  communities  has  begun  in 
Asheville  and  in  Eastern  North  Carolina. 

2.  THE  DEVELOPMENT  OF  A  HOME  HEALTH  CARE  MINISTRY. 

In  1988  the  Homes  received  a  grant  from  the  Mary  Reynolds  Babcock  Foundation 
to  study  the  feasibility  of  establishing  a  volunteer-based  Home  Health  Care  program 
that  will  enable  frail  Older  Adults  to  continue  to  live  independently  in  their  homes 
with  some  assistance. 

The  Homes  believes  that  the  ability  to  remain  in  one's  own  home  as  long  as  possi- 
ble can  benefit  Older  Adults  by  enhancing  both  their  quality  of  life  and  their  lifespan. 
Fixed  incomes  and  meager  resources  mean  that  Older  Adults  are  also  benefited  as 
they  seek  to  use  their  funds  prudently;  there  will  be  no  charge  for  the  Home  Health 
Care  services.  The  Homes  also  believes  there  is  an  enormous  segment  of  the  Older 
Adult  population  that  is  not  yet  in  need  of  residential  care  but  does  need  the  kind  of 
"light  nursing"  that  this  concept  of  Home  Health  Care  provides. 

3.  THE  DEVELOPMENT  OF  FINANCIAL  SUBSIDIES  FOR  RETIRED  MINISTERS 
AND  MINISTERS'  SPOUSES  AND  OTHER  OLDER  ADULTS  WITH  LIMITED 
FINANCIAL  RESOURCES  FOR  RETIREMENT  LIVING. 

The  fastest  growing  segment  of  North  Carolina  Baptist  life  is  the  Older  Adult 
population.  The  needs  for  residential  living  opportunities  on  all  levels  (from  indepen- 
dent living  to  nursing  care)  grow  as  the  population  does.  A  large  number  of  Baptist 
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Older  Adults  requiring  service  within  a  residential  environment  cannot  afford  the  cost 
of  that  care. 

Particularly  this  seems  to  be  true  for  a  large  number  of  retired  pastors  and  their 
spouses.  Because  so  many  ministers  have  lived  in  church-owned  parsonages  or  have 
been  given  housing  allowances,  thereby  never  developing  home  equity,  it  is  ex- 
tremely difficult  for  retiring  pastors  to  underwrite  the  cost  of  retirement  living  or 
residential  care  in  their  later  years.  The  Homes  feels  a  particular  commitment  to  these 
individuals  and  has  responded  as  much  as  the  parameters  of  its  Benevolent  Care 
Program  will  allow.  New  sources  of  funding  must  be  found  if  this  great  need  is  to  be 
met. 
As  we  move  into  1989,  opportunities  for  creative  ministry  with  Older  Adults  abound. 
With  the  support  of  North  Carolina  Baptists,  the  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  will  endeavor 
to  turn  those  opportunities  into  the  kind  of  reality  that  will  meaningfully  service  the  needs 
of  the  Older  Adults  of  our  State.

North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  Report 

Perhaps  the  word  which  best  sums  up  the  past  year  at  Baptist  Hosptial  is  expansion 
-expansion  or  facilities  and  services. 

The  hospital,  together  with  the  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine,  is  still  in  the  midst  of 
the  largest  health  related  expansion  program  ever  in  North  Carolina.  The  $140  million 
project  has  seen  the  completion  of  a  four-story  MRI  building,  the  completion  of  a  six-story 
addition  to  research  building,  the  completion  of  an  addition  to  the  power  plant,  comple- 
tion of  additional  parking  space,  the  near  completion  of  a  fifteen-story  patient  tower,  and 
the  beginning  of  a  new  clinical  services  building. 

New  programs  in  health  care,  initiated  in  recent  months,  include  the  Brenner  Children's 
Hospital,  The  Sticht  Center  on  aging,  a  new  hand  center,  ligament  transplants,  new 
methods  of  treating  certain  types  of  cancer,  new  procedures  for  helping  people  with  heart 
problems,  and  the  beginning  of  Air  Care  International. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year,  the  total  hospital  revenue  budget  has  been  $181  million. 
Total  personnel  is  over  3,800.  There  were  22,085  patient  admissions  for  a  total  of 
196,554  patient  care  days.  Some  13,680  surgical  procedures  were  performed  including 
1,022  open  heart  operations  and  32  kidney  transplants.  There  were  282,907  radiological 
procedures,  4,401,552  clinical  laboratory  tests,  14,500  chemotherapy  treatments,  833 
lithotripsy  treatments,  and  480  Air  Care  missions. 

The  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  continues  its  ministry  to:  the  patient  in  the  hospital; 
the  family  and  friends  of  patients;  the  medical  staff  who  minister  to  the  patient;  the  person 
requesting  counseling  in  our  centers  in  Winston-Salem,  Fayetteville,  Morganton, 
Charlotte,  Rockingham,  North  Wilkesboro;  the  ministers  who  seek  our  courses  in  clinical 
instruction,  equipping  them  for  specialized  and  pastoral  ministnes. 

Like  most  hospitals  around  the  nation,  Baptist  has  been  faced  with  a  critical  shortage  of 
nurses  and  other  health  personnel.  A  variety  of  programs  are  being  implemented  which 
are  designed  to  attract  and  hold  needed  staff  members.  Among  these  are:  a  day  care 
center  for  children  of  employees,  wage  and  salary  adjustments,  weekend  shift  differential, 
weekend  option  programs,  case  management  concept,  and  a  loan/scholarship  program 
for  students  prepanng  for  health  care  careers. 
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In  January  Dr.  Lynch,  who  had  been  president  of  the  hospital  for  more  than  17  years, 
submitted  his  resignation .  The  trustees  have  appointed  a  Search  Committee  which  is  seek- 
ing his  successor.  Mr.  Len  B.  Preslar,  Jr.,  who  for  many  years  has  been  vice-president  for 
Financial  Management,  has  been  named  executive  officer. 

Last  year.  Baptist  Hospital  received  $659,062  through  the  Cooperative  Program  and 
$290,585  through  the  Homes  and  Hospital  Offering.  The  trustees,  staff,  and  patients  are 
all  grateful  for  this  financial  support.

The  Baptist  Student  Union  is  a  national  organization  which  involves  an  ongoing  ministry 
to  those  who  are  attending  our  colleges  and  universities  across  the  country.  Its  primary 
purpose  is  to  evangelize  those  who  do  not  know  Jesus  Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord.  Its 
ongoing  task  is  to  minister  to  the  needs  concerning  academic  students.  There  is  a  state- 
wide chapter  in  each  state  of  the  nation.  Gardner-Webb  College  is  one  such  school  with  a 
very  active  group.  There  are  approximately  125-150  students  involved  in  the  union  there. 
Their  focus  is  in  general  meetings  which  occur  every  other  week  on  campus.  They  are  in- 
volved in  fund  raising  for  summer  mission  projects  and  summer  Youth  Corps.  Last  sum- 
mer they  participated  in  many  mission  activities. 

Many  of  the  students  are  involved  in  weekend  revival  team  work.  They  will  send  out 
25-30  teams  a  year  to  local  churches.  We  have  a  "book  exchange",  which  we  hold  each 
year.  This  effort  will  secure  for  us  the  sum  of  $2,000  to  $3,000  a  year  for  our  summer  mis- 
sion projects.  Continual  weekly  Bible  Study  Groups  are  held  in  the  dorms.  Many  involved 
ministry  exchanges  occur  through  the  students  which  comprise  our  union.  The  Baptist 
Youth  Corp  is  alive  and  well  and  moving  ever  forward  to  the  kingdom  of  our  Savoir 
enlarged  as  we  minister  among  students  here  at  Gardner- Webb  College.

Christian  Action  League  of  North  Carolina,  Inc.  Report 

The  ministry  of  Applied  Christianity  needs  committed  Christians  to  "stand  in  the  gap" 
for  the  cause  of  moral  and  civic  righteousness. 

GAMBLING:  The  greatest  push  ever  for  legalized  gambling  stands  on  the  horizon.  We 
have  always  had  those  who  support  a  state-wide  lottery  and  pari-mutuel  (horse  and  dog 
tracks)  gambling.  It  is  only  in  recent  months  that  you  have  major  candidates  for  state- wide 
office  in  North  Carolina  that  embrace  such  proposals. 

We  have  seen  neighboring  states  like  Virginia  (lottery),  Tennessee  (pari-mutuel  gambl- 
ing), etc.  to  approve  gambling  initiatives  due  to  the  silence  of  the  church. 
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In  the  1987-88  session  of  the  North  Carolina  General  Assembly,  a  lottery  bill  was 
defeated  and  a  pari-mutuel  gambling  proposal  died  in  committee. 

The  pro-gambling  industry  has  hired  lobbyists  already  on  the  scene  garnering  support 
for  the  1989  legislative  session.  The  fate  of  this  issue  will  be  decided  on  November  8, 
1988,  when  voters  go  to  the  polls  and  elect  their  legislative  leaders  along  with  other  key  of- 
ficials. Responsible  Christian  citizenship  implies  more  than  just  voting  but  to  be  an  inform- 
ed voter.  Billy  Sunday  put  it  this  way:  "The  only  thing  worse  than  an  empty  voting  booth 
is  an  empty  head  in  a  voting  booth." 

The  Christian  Action  League  will  continue  to  keep  you  informed  and  working  on  the 
scene.  It  is  difficult  to  be  effective,  though,  when  you  elect  legislators  who  are  not  commit- 
ted to  moral  and  ethical  principles. 

DRUNK  DRIVING:  Efforts  will  also  continue  in  the  area  of  alcohol,  drunk  driving,  and 
other  drugs.  In  the  last  session,  several  pieces  of  legislation  that  would  have  liberalized  our 
liquor  laws  were  defeated.  Other  measures  dealing  with  drunk  driving  were  virtually  ig- 
nored or  "sandbagged"  by  political  maneuvers. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  passage  of  legislation  creating  a  0.04  blood  alcohol  level  for 
drivers  of  commercial  vehicles  (trucks  and  buses) .  This  becomes  the  strictest  in  the  nation. 
Other  vehicles  have  a  0.10  standard. 

Drunk  driving  proposals,  such  as  banning  open  beer- wine  containers  and  increasing  ad- 
ministrative revocation  from  10  to  30  days  for  those  having  a  0. 10  blood  alcohol  level  or 
more,  passed  the  House  but  got  by-passed  in  the  Senate.  Who  opposes  such?  The  beer 
industry  and  certain  trial  lawyers  who  are  more  concerned  about  protecting  drunk  drivers 
than  the  safety  of  all  citizens. 

ABORTION:  The  issue  of  parental  consent  continues  to  be  debated.  The  U.S. 
Supreme  Court  has  upheld  the  rights  of  states  to  require  parental  consent  before  an  abor- 
tion is  performed  on  a  minor.  Attempts  to  pass  such  legislation  in  North  Carolina  have 
been  met  with  legislative  "footdragging."  A  school  teacher  cannot  even  give  a  student  an 
aspirin  without  parental  consent,  but  a  minor  can  be  taken  to  an  abortion  clinic  without  the 
parent's  knowledge  much  less  consent. 

Furthermore,  North  Carolina  remains  the  only  state  in  the  Southeast  to  use  state  funds 
to  kill  unborn  babies.  Legislation  to  limit  state  funding  only  to  those  cases  involving  the  life 
of  a  mother,  incest  or  rape,  has  been  rejected  repeatedly. 

TOPLESS  DANCERS:  There  is  one  piece  of  legislation  that  got  "derailed"  that  is 
unbelievable.  Since  liquor-by-the  drink  has  been  enacted  in  North  Carolina,  we  have 
some  bars  and  taverns  near  military  installations  that  have  been  employing  minor  girls  (as 
young  as  15)  as  topless  dancers.  Legislation  to  correct  this  practice  "sailed"  through  the 
House  but  was  thrown  into  the  "briar  patch"  in  the  Senate's  Judiciary  I  Committee. 

When  legislation  of  this  nature  cannot  pass  our  North  Carolina  Senate,  perhaps  you  can 
understand  the  dilemma  facing  our  state.  It  is  quite  evident  that  we  are  electing  legislators 
according  to  party  label  rather  than  on  moral  principles.  Unless  there  is  a  turn-around,  the 
future  looks  bleak  for  moral  and  ethical  issues. 

The  cause  of  applied  Christianity  calls  for  our  vigilance  and  commitment. 

The  Christian  Action  League  stands  with  you  in  meeting  the  challenges  of  our  times. 
Accept  our  gratitude  for  your  prayer  and  financial  support  as  we  join  with  you  in  being 
"salt  and  light."

WHAT  IS  A  BAPTIST  COLLEGE? 

FIRST,  Baptist  colleges  are  COLLEGES,  places  where  teaching  and  learning  take 
place.  During  1987-1988  almost  18,000  students  and  more  than  1,300  faculty  members 
worked  at  the  task  of  making  your  Baptist  colleges  good  colleges.  A  college  cannot  be  a 
church  any  more  than  a  church  can  be  a  college.  Christian  education  of  church  and  com- 
munity leaders  is  the  task  your  colleges  gladly  undertake. 

SECOND,  the  word  "BAPTIST"  tells  what  kind  of  colleges  they  are.  Baptists  began 
them  all,  provide  financial  support  for  them,  and  send  their  young  people  to  them  for  a 
good  education  in  a  Christian  environment.

Christian  studies  for  pastors  and  their  families;  senior  adult  rallies;  Directors  of  Missions 
summer  meeting;  church  weekday  education  workshops;  Special  Olympics  for  the  men- 
tally retarded;  Church  Training  doctrine  seminars;  pastor  support  conferences;  church  in- 
corporation seminars;  WMU-sponsored  Acteens  meetings;  RA  track  meets;  Pioneer  RA 
Congress;  Baptist  Young  Men's  Congress;  Crusader  RA  Congress;  Baptist  Student  days; 
construction  of  Mars  Hill  College  chapel  by  North  Carolina  Baptist  Men  volunteers;  annual 
May  meeting  of  the  General  Board  and  all  committees;  March  meeting  of  the  General 
Board's  Executive  Committee;  and  more.

Our  theme  for  North  Carolina  Baptist  in  1987-90  is  "North  Carolina  Baptist  Sharing  the 
Dream".  This  theme  is  broken  down  into  four  areas.  They  are:  Reaching  People, 
Developing  Believers,  Strengthening  Missions,  Establishing  New  Work,  and  Spiritual 
Growth. 

Much  of  our  time  has  been  spent  this  year  in  Associational  Strategy  Planning.  You  will 
hear  from  it  during  our  annual  meeting.  Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw  has  served  as  general 
chairman.  The  group  was  divided  into  five  study  groups.  The  recommendations  are  the 
results  of  the  study  which  each  group  made.  The  study  group  books  were  prepared  by  the 
associational  secretary.  There  were  52  pages.  There  were  25  books  typed  and  put 
together.  The  recommendations  were  nine  pages  per  book.  There  were  130  copies  of 
these  made  for  the  messengers. 

Many  thanks  are  given  to  the  Building  and  Grounds  Committee  for  all  their  work  during 
the  associational  year.  Mr.  Loyd  Jackson  has  served  as  chairman  of  this  committee.  He 
has  put  in  many  extra  hours  for  the  association.  A  special  thanks  goes  to  the  committee  for 
getting  the  parking  lot  paved  and  spaces  marked  off.  If  your  church  can  help  financially  on 
this  project  it  will  be  greatly  appreciated. 

It  has  been  a  good  year  in  many  respects.  There  has  been  much  good  accomplished.  I 
am  very  happy  for  all  the  financial  support  of  the  association.  This  includes  the  regular  gifts 
and  all  the  special  offerings. 

The  office  has  been  a  busy  place.  There  have  been  about  500  visitors  to  the  associa- 
tional office.

Division  of  Evangelism  Baptist  State  Convention

God  continues  to  bless  North  Carolina  Baptist  through  Evangelism.  Plans  are  continu- 
ing to  assist  our  churches  in  developing  Church  Evangelism  Committees  to  strengthen  the 
work  of  evangelism  in  the  church. 

Many  churches  are  still  getting  involved  in  CWT  and  Lay  Evangelism  Schools.  The 
training  of  the  laity  to  be  involved  in  witnessing  will  continue  to  be  a  priority  in  North 
Carolina  Evangelism. 

The  42nd  Statewide  Evangelism  Conference  was  held  in  Greensboro  Coliseum 
February  8-9.  Dr.  Landrum  Leavell,  Rev.  Ron  Dunn,  Rev.  Manuel  Scott,  Rev.  Junior 
Hill,  Dr.  Charles  Page  and  Rev.  Herman  Rios  brought  the  messages.  Jo  Ann  Shelton  and 
Loeen  Bushman  led  the  music  for  the  conference  assisted  by  Pat  Long  and  Rick  Setzer. 

The  1989  Evangelism  Conference  will  be  held  at  Greensboro  Coliseum.  Dr.  John 
Sullivan,  Dr.  Fredrick  Sampson,  Dr.  Jimmy  Draper,  Dr.  Frank  Pollard  and  Dr.  George 
Worrell  will  be  the  speakers.  Dr.  Dick  Baker  will  lead  the  music. 

Super  Summer  '88  was  held  in  July  at  Friendly  Avenue  Baptist  Church,  Greensboro 
with  the  crusade  on  Friday  night  at  Greensboro  Coliseum.  Approximately  5,500  attended 
the  crusade  with  800  making  commitments  during  the  commitment  service.  Two  Youth 
Evangelism  Weeks  were  held  at  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Assembly,  Caswell  with  1,700 
in  attendance.  Five  hundred  seventy  youth  made  commitments  during  these  weeks. 

Plans  are  being  made  for  another  simultaneous  revival  effort  called  "  Here's  Hope  Jesus 
Cares  For  You,"  North  Carolina  dates  are  Eastern-March  18-25,  1990;  Piedmont- April 
1-8,  1990;  and  Western-April  22-29,  1990. 

Fifteen  regional  evangelism  conferences  will  be  held  across  the  state  in  October  to  in- 
form and  educate  leadership  about  coming  evangelism  events  and  programs.  The 
meetings  begin  at  10:00  a.m.  and  last  until  noon  with  lunch  being  served. 

God  is  continuing  to  bless  in  the  churches  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association.  People  are 
being  saved.  We  still  need  to  be  witnessing  to  those  of  our  communities  who  do  not  know 
Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord. 

Rev.  Victor  Hinson  and  I  attended  the  Lay  Evangelism  School  Workshop  at  Ridgecrest. 
We  were  encouraged  to  come  back  to  our  association  and  teach  the  other  pastors  so  that 
they  could  teach  their  churches  in  1988-89,  the  Year  of  the  Laity.  We  have  seven  men 
who  have  had  the  course  and  are  qualified  to  teach  in  the  churches. 

Our  association  had  their  Annual  Fall  Revival  at  Columbus  Baptist  Church,  September 
18-21.  Pastors  from  our  association  did  the  preaching.  People  from  our  county  were  in- 
vited to  attend.

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Home  Mission  Board  Report 

The  Home  Mission  Board  began  the  Bold  Mission  Thrust  in  1974.  Four  years  later  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  adopted  the  plan  as  a  way  to  evangelize  our  nation  and  our 
world.  Most  leaders  agree  that  Bold  Mission  Thrust  is  one  emphasis  around  which 
Southern  Baptists,  no  matter  how  diverse,  can  unite. 

The  Primary  goals  of  Bold  Mission  Thrust  for  the  Home  Mission  Board  are  evangelism, 
church  starting  and  ministry.  The  Home  Mission  Board  is  committed  to  these  goals,  its  ac- 
tivities support  that  commitment.  Here  are  some  of  the  goals  for  1987  and  the  Home  Mis- 
sion Board's  response. 

Ten  percent  increase  in  baptisms.  According  to  projections,  however,  baptisms  reached 
338,495,  a  decrease  of  6.8  percent  from  1986.  A  goal  of  5000  new  churches  organized 
by  September  30,  1990.  The  Home  Mission  Board  held  "Start  a  New  Church  Commit- 
ment Day,"  a  national  promotional  effort  to  encourage  churches  to  start  new  churches. 
The  church  Extension  Division  placed  469  church  starters,  including  strategists,  interns, 
apprentices  and  new  church  pastors.  The  Church  Loans  Division  provided  funds  for  52 
new  church  sites. 

Three  million  people  enrolled  in  missions  education  by  September  30,  1990.  The 
Home  Mission  Board  response  in  1987  home  missions:  spoke  to  1,207,739  people  dur- 
ing World  Missions  Conferences.  A  goal  of  7,660  missionaries  serving  on  United  States 
and  overseas  mission  fields  by  September  30,  1990.  In  1987  the  Home  Mission  Board  ap- 
pointed 672  new  home  missionaries  bringing  the  total  to  3,746. 

Foreign  Mission  Board  Report 

God  drew  no  boundaries  on  his  world.  Man  drew  the  boundaries. 

1987  Southern  Baptist  Missions  at  a  glance: 

BAPTISMS:  One  baptism  per  10.5  members  for  a  record  203,824  baptisms  in 
Southern  Baptist  related  churches  overseas. 

CHURCHES:  Approximately  three  churches  started  per  day  -  1,070  for  the  year  -  a 
total  of  17,769.  There  are  3,839  Southern  Baptist  Missionaries  working  in  some  112 
countries.  There  are  7,618  volunteers  going  overseas  to  reinforce  foreign  missions  work. 

THEOLOGICAL  TRAINING:  There  are  26,072  students  in  theological  training  from 
seminaries  to  extension  programs. 

WORLD  HUNGER  AND  DISASTER  RELIEF:  Eight  million  dollars  sent  to  44  coun- 
tries. 

In  1987  the  following  amounts  were  received:  $69,737,000  from  the  Lottie  Moon  Of- 
fering, $63,061,000  from  the  Cooperative  Program,  $11,661,000  from  investment  in- 
come, $6,641,000  designated  and  special  gifts,  $7,977,00  Hunger  and  Relief  and 
$2,695,000  from  other  income. 

The  response  by  Southern  Baptists  to  call  for  concerted  prayer  for  Foreign  Missions  is  as 
important  as  anything  to  report.  The  International  Global  Missions  Conference,  a  gather- 
ing of  leaders  of  20  of  the  world's  largest  missions  organizations  and  interdenominational 
groups,  has  requested  24  hours  of  prayer  and  fasting  each  year  from  6:00  p.m.  the  Friday 
preceding  Penecost  Sunday  to  6:00  p.m.  Saturday  as  a  "focused  intercession  for  a  global 
evangelization"  between  now  and  A.D.  2000. 

Missions  was  born  in  prayer.

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General  Board  Report 

The  General  Board  convened  at  Caraway  Conference  Center  January  26  for  the  first 
meeting  of  the  year  1988.  Dr.  Larry  Baker,  Executive  Director  of  Christian  Life  Commis- 
sion of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  gave  devotion.  He  read  Galatians  6:7-10  and 
spoke  briefly  on  the  meaning  for  Christians  today. 

New  General  Board  members  were  introduced.  New  officers  of  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Convention  were  introduced.  E.  Leon  Smith,  President;  Gene  Watterson,  First 
Vice-President  and  Mrs.  Helen  Cash  well.  Second  Vice-President. 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist-Togo  Partnership  has  been  wrapped  up  with  a  high  degree 
of  success: 

•  Built  two  bridges  which  helped  open  a  section  of  the  country. 

•  Gave  clear  water  to  a  whole  area. 

•  Provided  irrigation  ponds. 

•  Built  a  pharmacy. 

•  Increased  the  number  of  churches  and  preaching  points  in  that  part  of  the  coun- 
try to  42. 

•  More  than  doubled  the  number  of  Baptists  in  that  area  since  the  beginning  of  this 
project. 

•  Addressed  hurting  people  and  issues  because  we  have  learned  to  care.  Met 
physical  needs  and  offered  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  and  the  people  responded. 

North  Carolina  Baptist  has  entered  a  new  partnership  with  Sao  Paulo,  Brazil  and  a  pro- 
gress report  was  given  by  Mr.  O.D.  Martin.  There  is  a  great  challenge  for  all  North 
Carolina  Baptist  to  help  them  meet  the  goal  of  beginning  1,000  churches  in  the  next  five 
years. 

Dr.  Roy  J.  Smith  presented  a  plaque  of  appreciation  to  the  outgoing  President,  Ray  K. 
Hodge  and  Vice-President,  Donald  G.  Bouldin  for  their  dedication  and  statesmanship  to 
the  General  Board  for  the  last  four  years. 

James  L.  Jarard  from  Piedmont  Association  was  elected  General  Board  President  and 
Tom  Bodkin  from  North  Roanoke  Association  was  elected  Vice-President. 

Various  committees  gave  their  report  of  information  with  no  recommendations. 

The  General  Board  met  at  Mars  Hill  College,  May  24  and  Dr.  Fred  Bentley,  College 
President,  extended  a  warm  welcome  to  the  General  Board  members  and  staff.  Dr.  Joe 
Brown  gave  the  invocation,  using  John  13  and  spoke  on  the  commandment, "Love  One 
Another."  Dr.  Alex  Booth,  President,  announced  his  intention  to  retire  as  of  October  24, 
1989,  giving  the  Board  of  Directors  ample  time  to  secure  a  new  President. 

The  committees  gave  their  report  with  a  recommendation  to  change  Article  XIII  of  the 
Constitution,  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  add  North  Carolina  Baptist  Men  to  the  title.  In 
this  change,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Men  and  Brotherhood  will  merge.  This  recom- 
mendation will  be  presented  to  the  State  Convention  in  November  for  approval. 

The  General  Board  convened  for  the  final  meeting  of  the  year  September  27-28  at 
Camp  Caraway  Conference  Center.  Mr.  Richard  Smith  presented  the  financial  report  with 
the  comment  that  North  Carolina  Baptist  is  in  sound  financial  condition.  He  presented  the 
proposed  1989  budget  with  a  base  budget  of  $27,000,000;  $1,000,000  for  the  ministers 
expanded  church  annuity  plan,  and  an  extra  challenge  budget  of  $1,000,000.  This  pro- 
posal must  be  adopted  by  the  Convention  in  November. 

All  committee  reports  were  presented.  Several  recommendations  were  made.  One  item 
of  interest  was  presented  from  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws  committee  Article  IV: 
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A.  The  Convention  shall  consist  of  messengers  who  shall  be  selected  at  the  option  of  the 
church  on  either  a  numerical  or  financial  basis: 

1.  ON  A  NUMERICAL  BASIS:  Every  cooperating  Southern  Baptist  church  shall  be 
allowed  two  messengers  and  one  additional  messenger  for  every  one  hundred  members 
or  major  fraction  thereof,  beyond  the  first  one  hundred  members. 

2.  ON  A  FINANCIAL  BASIS:  Every  cooperating  Southern  Baptist  church  shall  have 
two  messengers  giving  five  percent  (5%)  of  undesignated  budget  gifts  to  the  Cooperative 
Program  and  one  additional  messenger  for  every  two  percent  (2%)  beyond  the  initial  five 
percent  (5%). 

This  proposal  will  be  presented  for  approval  to  the  State  Convention  in  November 
1988.

North  Carolina  Missions  Report 

The  challenge  is  always  before  Polk  County  Baptists  to  bring  missions  home  to 
North  Carolina  and  to  Polk  County.  It  is  difficult  to  carry  a  real  burden  for  that  person 
in  Nigeria  or  Korea  until  one  feels  a  burden  for  the  needs  of  those  at  home.  Each  year 
our  churches  are  challenged  to  support  missions  in  North  Carolina  during  the  Week  of 
Prayer  for  State  Missions,  which  was  observed  September  11-18,  1988.  The 
statewide  goal  was  $1,600,000  over  the  1987  goal. 

The  needs  in  North  Carolina  are  great.  There  are  over  3,500  Southern  Baptist 
Churches,  yet  approximately  half  of  the  population  of  our  state  belongs  to  no  church. 
There  are  about  218,000  mentally  retarded  persons  in  the  state  that  need  ministry. 
There  are  over  10,000  students  in  the  seven  Baptist  colleges,  and  many  more 
students  that  need  ministry  in  other  colleges  and  universities. 

In  addition  our  prayers  and  support  are  needed  by  over  600  bi-vocational  pastors 
and  79  directors  of  missions.  Our  support  is  needed  by  the  Caraway  and  Caswell  Con- 
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ference  Centers  which  served  over  20,000  people  last  year  in  providing  time  of 
renewal. 

We  can  be  grateful  for  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  in  supporting 
missions  on  all  levels.  This  organization  celebrated  its  100th  anniversary  this  year.  The 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Men  support  13  different  kinds  of  ministries  such  as  prisons, 
disaster  relief,  and  building.  These  are  all  a  part  of  state  missions. 

Last  year  15  of  the  20  churches  in  the  Polk  Baptist  Association  participated  in  the 
state  mission  emphasis.  This  is  one  more  church  than  the  previous  year,  but  the  sup- 
port of  the  other  five  is  needed.  The  15  churches  gave  $5,092  to  state  mission  causes. 
This  was  an  increase  in  giving  of  $657  over  the  previous  year.  The  Coopers  Gap 
Church  led  all  churches  in  giving  $1,300  to  state  missions. 

The  challenge  for  the  Polk  Baptist  Association  is  to  have  each  of  its  20  churches  in- 
volved in  the  support  of  state  missions.  As  an  incentive  10  percent  of  all  that  the 
association  gives  to  state  missions  will  be  returned  to  Polk  County.  That  means  $509 
for  the  past  year.

Radio  and  Television  Report 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  1988 

The  Bold  Mission  Thrust  of  Southern  Baptists  is  a  primary  focus  of  the  Radio  and 
Television  Commission  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Reaching  the  goal  of 
confronting  every  person  on  earth  with  the  gospel  message  by  the  year  2000  will  re- 
quire going  beyond  the  walls  of  church  buildings  and  penetrating  barriers  which  forbid 
individuals  to  enter.  The  electronic  signals  of  radio  and  television  are  able  to  go  where 
no  person  can  be  sent. 

The  Commission  continues  to  join  hands  with  other  Convention  agencies  and  local 
churches  in  bringing  people  to  God  through  Jesus  Christ.  Three  primary  methods  are 
used  to  fulfill  the  tasks  assigned  to  it:  production  and  distribution  of  radio  programs  in 
the  United  States  and  around  the  world  through  Armed  Forces  Radio;  production  and 
distribution  of  television  programs  for  use  by  major  networks  and  individual  stations; 
and  the  ACTS  Satellite  Network. 

The  ACTS  network  is  coming  of  age.  Operations  of  major  cable  systems  across  the 
country  are  affirming  ACTS  as  a  desirable  alternative  to  the  kind  of  Christian  program- 
ming which  combines  high  pressure  fund-raising  techniques  with  gospel  preaching. 
Stations  are  being  added  to  the  outreach  and  significant  growth  in  potential  audience 
chieved  in  the  past  year  as  a  result. 

ACTS  programming  is  now  available  to  more  than  6.8  million  households  through 
cable  systems  and  ACTS  affiliated  television  stations.  This  means  as  many  as  18 
million  persons  can  view  ACTS  programs.  Work  is  progressing  toward  the  addition  of 
much  greater  viewer  potential  in  the  months  ahead  through  negotiations  with 
operators  of  multiple  cable  systems  and  additional  full  power  and  low  power  television 
stations. 

Local  ACTS  boards  continue  to  be  powerful  tools  for  strengthening  the  ACTS  net- 
work. Recent  organization  of  an  ACTS  board  for  the  greater  New  York  area  gives 
Southern  Baptists  a  foothold  in  the  largest  population  center  in  the  nation.  The  initial 
board  combines  the  experience  and  strength  of  established  Southern  Baptist  churches 
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in  three  states  with  the  mission  vision  and  commitment  of  churches  in  the  New  York 
City  area.  This  partnership  could  provide  a  pattern  for  future  expansion  of  ACTS  and 
a  Baptist  witness  into  other  areas  where  the  number  of  Southern  Baptists  is  not  large. 

The  $10  million  loan  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee  to  restructure  the  Com- 
mission's indebtedness  has  been  negotiated  and  is  being  repaid  in  a  timely  fashion.  A 
combination  of  lower  interest  rates  and  a  longer  repayment  period  will  release  vital 
operating  funds  to  improve  the  efficiency  of  both  the  Commission  and  the  ACTS  net- 
work. A  program  of  fund  raising  and  development  is  in  place  and  beginning  to  have  a 
positive  impact  on  operations. 

The  combined  efforts  of  local  Baptist  churches  and  the  Radio  and  Television  Com- 
mission can  have  major  impact  on  Bold  Mission  Thrust  as  the  gospel  is  proclaimed 
through  radio  and  television.

South  Mountain  Baptist  Camp  Report 

Our  hearts  are  continually  grateful  for  the  vision  shared  some  31  years  ago  to  organize 
the  South  Mountain  Baptist  Camp.  We  are  now  reaping  the  benefits  of  the  foresight  of 
those  Associational  Leaders,  Pastors  and  Church  Messengers  that  voted  to  accept  over  60 
acres  of  land  to  build  a  regional  youth  camp.  (The  camp  now  consists  of  approximately 
100  acres.)  The  ministry  of  the  camp,  during  these  31  years  has  been  geared  toward 
evangelism,  discipleship,  and  mission  involvement! 

In  recent  years  the  program  of  the  camp  has  become  two  fold.  First,  the  summer  camp- 
ing program.  This  summer  844  youth,  counselors,  20  staffers  and  many  visitors  were 
challenged  by  this  year's  theme  "Walking  in  the  Spirit."  Of  those  attending,  230  re- 
sponded to  the  challenge  with  80  of  these  being  first  time  decisions  to  accept  Jesus  as 
Savior.  Secondly,  there  is  the  year  'round  retreat  ministry.  Another  791  attended  the 
camp  on  weekend  retreats  and  special  day  camps.  There  were  36  different  churches  using 
the  camp  during  the  year;  there  were  two  special  retreats  for  the  deaf  students  from  the 
nearby  North  Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf.  There  was  one  associational  leadership  retreat 
held  during  1988,  and  one  associational  Day  Camp. 

With  the  addition  of  the  Retreat  Center,  the  demand  for  year  'round  retreats  has  grown 
dramatically.  Church  councils,  deacons,  couples,  choirs,  singles,  and  senior  citizens  are 
only  a  few  of  the  groups  that  are  using  this  new  facility. 

There  is  a  renewed  interest  in  recent  years  in  the  program  and  possibilities  of  South 
Mountain.  We  thank  you  who  have  shared  the  vision  through  the  years.  We  urge  those 
that  are  just  learning  of  the  camp  to  come  visit  and  see  how  South  Mountain  can  help  in 
your  church  ministry:

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Sunday  School  Board  Report 

With  17  programs  of  work  assigned  to  the  Sunday  School  Board  by  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist Convention,  it  would  be  easy  to  see  the  heart  of  the  church  programs  and  publishing 
board's  work  as  PROGRAMS.  However,  President  Lloyd  Elder  told  messengers  to  the 
131st  meeting  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  San  Antonio,  Texas,  that  PEOPLE 
must  always  be  the  focus  of  all  the  Board  does  through  its  programs. 

"Sunday  School  and  Church  Training  curriculum  must  be  planned,  written  and  edited 
with  a  biblical  base  to  help  change  the  lives  of  people,"  said  Elder.  "Scriptures  must  be 
made  available  at  the  lowest  possible  cost  for  our  Southern  Baptist  people  to  share  with 
others  who  need  to  hear  and  respond  to  the  Gospel  message.  And  we  must  make  it  as 
easy  as  possible  for  people  to  obtain  literature  and  other  products." 

A  major  new  product  to  meet  the  needs  of  people  is  the  Disciple's  Studi;  Bible  released 
in  June  1988  by  the  Holman  Division  in  cooperation  with  the  Church  Training  Depart- 
ment. Study  helps  focus  on  27  great  doctrines  of  Southern  Baptists. 

Also,  for  the  second  consecutive  year,  the  Board  provided  free  to  messengers  attending 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  copies  of  New  Testaments  to  use  in  witnessing  to  people 
they  encountered  in  San  Antonio. 

Increasing  the  evangelistic  focus  of  Southern  Baptist  Sunday  Schools  is  a  continuing 
focus  of  the  Board's  Sunday  School  Division.  By  October  1988  the  plan  of  salvation  will 
be  included  each  quarter  in  all  Sunday  School  lesson  periodicals,  Sunday  School  leader- 
ship and  devotional  magazines  and  Vacation  Bible  School  materials. 

Work  has  begun  through  the  Church  Music  Department  on  production  of  a  new 
Southern  Baptist  hymnal  to  be  released  in  1991. 

A  reorganization  of  the  Church  Administration  Department  was  completed  to  give  in- 
creased leadership  and  support  for  church  growth. 

Approximately  6,500  Southern  Baptist  single  adults  attended  a  national  convention 
Memorial  Day  weekend  in  Nashville  sponsored  by  the  Family  Ministry  Department. 

Writers  are  being  enlisted  for  a  new  40-volume  Bible  commentary  to  be  published  by 
the  Broadman  Division  with  the  first  volume  expected  to  be  released  in  1991. 

A  total  of  145  college  students  and  campus  ministers  participated  in  a  USA-Brazil  global 
missions  project  in  January  1988,  a  cooperative  effort  of  the  Board's  Student  Ministry 
Department,  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  and  the  Brazilian  Baptist  Home  Mission  Board. 

"Through  our  programs  for  people,  we  emphasize  the  nurturing  of  life  through  the 
study  of  God's  Word,  we  seek  to  motivate  and  support  the  task  of  reaching  people,  and 
we  challenge  pastors,  church  staff  members  and  volunteer  leaders  to  see  themselves  as 
God's  servants  in  the  ministry  of  changing  lives,"  said  Elder.

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History  of  Big  Level  Baptist  Church 

In  1879  a  few  people  of  the  community  saw  the  need  for  a  place  of  worship.  The 
closest  churches  were  Coopers  Gap  and  Mill  Spring  which  were  a  long  distance  for 
the  people  to  walk  or  travel  in  wagons  and  buggies  as  these  were  the  way  people  traveled 
then.  They  began  meeting  in  the  old  log  school  house  in  the  community  for  a  place 
of  worship.  Interest  was  good  so  they  decided  to  organize  and  elected  R.L.D.  Gilbert 
as  Superintendent  and  P.T.  Wilson  and  Lanson  P.  Gilbert  as  assistants. 

Interest  grew  so  at  the  next  conference  at  Coopers  Gap  Baptist  Church  (the  church 
that  Big  Level  sprang  from),  the  people  requested  Rev.  J.H.  Taylor  to  give  them  an 
appointment.  His  time  was  filled,  so  they  asked  him  to  come  on  Sunday  at  8:00  a.m. 
one  month  from  then.  The  house  and  yard  were  full  of  people  waiting  to  hear  the 
gospel  that  was  earnestly  delivered  from  the  Book  of  James,  chapter  5,  verse  9.  Rev. 
Taylor  was  requested  to  give  them  an  appointment  and  they  had  a  meeting  each  month 
in  the  old  log  school  house  with  a  good  revival  each  year  with  much  and  lasting  good. 

On  May  14,  1881,  twenty-two  members  of  the  Coopers  Gap  Baptist  Church  were 
dismissed  by  letter  to  organize  the  church  at  Big  Level.  Two  members  came  from  White 
Oak  Baptist  Church  (Mill  Spring  First).  On  July  9,  1881,  deacons  from  neighboring 
churches  met  with  Big  Level  people  to  help  in  the  ordination  of  deacons.  Elder  T.B. 
Justice  was  appointed  chairman  and  O.J.  Nelson  as  secretary.  Deacons  taking  part 
in  the  ordination  service  were  from  Coopers  Gap  Baptist  Church-Elder  J.H.  Taylor 
and  Jacob  Ruppe;  from  Bill's  Creek  Baptist-Elder  W.H.  Logan,  J.H.  Frady  and  William 
Flynn;  from  Rock  Springs  Baptist-Elder  A.O.  Lynch  and  John  Nodine;  from  White 
Oak  Baptist-O.J.  Nelson  and  from  Silver  Creek  Baptist-G.B.  Arledge.  They  proceeded 
with  the  ordination  of  the  first  two  deacons,  B.T.  Wilson  and  Lanson  P.  Gilbert.  On 
motion,  Lewis  Cowart,  deacon  of  Coopers  Gap  Baptist  and  one  of  the  group  of 
members  dismissed  by  letter  was  added  to  the  number. 

The  group  met  and  elected  Rev.  J.H.  Taylor  for  their  first  pastor  on  August  13,  1881. 
He  served  the  church  until  March  18,  1893,  and  in  that  time  the  first  house  of  worship 
was  built.  Rev.  J.H.  Taylor  did  not  only  rank  among  the  ablest  preachers,  he  also  ranked 
among  the  best  carpenters  and  he  took  charge  of  the  building  of  the  church. 

They  decided  the  church  would  be  known  as  New  Bethel.  A  short  while  after  the 
organization,  Mr.  Thomas  Egerton  said  he  would  donate  a  lot  for  the  church  house 
to  be  known  as  Big  Level,  because  of  the  level  spot  of  land.  So  the  name  was  changed 
from  New  Bethel  to  Big  Level  and  the  people  all  united.  Members  of  the  church 
looked  after  getting  wood  for  the  wood  heater  which  stood  to  one  side  of  the  church 
up  front.  They  also  carried  water  from  the  spring  and  kept  a  pitcher  full  on  the  preacher's 
stand.  They  set  aside  one  day  a  year  to  clean  the  cemetery  and  yard.  Homecoming 
was  on  the  4th  Sunday  in  May.  All  day  singing  except  sermon  at  usual  hour  and  din- 
ner spread  on  the  ground  on  tablecloths.  Every  one  was  invited  to  eat  together. 

Many  young  people  were  growing  up  and  had  families  of  their  own  and  the  small 
church  became  crowded.  On  several  occasions  funeral  services  had  to  be  held  in  the 
yard  with  the  crowd  standing.  It  was  time  to  think  about  a  larger  church.  The  leaders 
agreed  to  join  the  Lord's  Acre  Plan,  which  was  for  the  men  to  grow  a  patch  of  potatoes 
or  whatever  they  chose  to  plan  and  the  women  to  gater  the  eggs  that  their  hens  laid 
on  Sunday  and  give  all  the  profit  to  the  Church  Fund.  The  new  church  was  to  be  built 
by  the  side  of  the  old  church  so  they  would  have  a  place  of  worship  until  the  new  church 
was  completed.  The  new  building  was  constructed  with  the  help  of  many  people 
giving  of  their  time  and  labor.  The  man  who  owned  the  sawmill  sawed  the  trees  into 


lumber,  free  of  charge  and  another  hauled  the  lumber  to  the  new  church  site.  Many 
free  hours  were  given  and  the  results  were  a  beautiful  country  church.  In  the  new  church, 
gas  heaters,  running  water,  and  inside  restrooms  were  installed. 

Six  Sunday  School  rooms  were  added  in  1952.  New  pews  were  added  in  1962. 
In  1965  a  parsonage  was  built  near  the  church  on  land  donated  by  Mr.  T.B.  Odel. 
A  basement  was  dug  and  eight  classrooms  were  added  to  the  church  in  1971.  The 
next  year,  1972,  a  thermostat-controlled  heating  system  was  installed  and  in  1974, 
remodeling  was  done  to  the  auditorium  which  included  interior  lighting,  paneling,  stained 
glass  windows  and  a  air  conditioning  system.  In  1977,  the  parking  lot  was  paved,  wall 
to  wall  carpet  installed.  A  new  piano  and  organ  were  brought  and  a  baptistery  was 
built.  The  pews  were  added.  In  1980,  improvements  were  folding  doors  on  each  side 
of  the  auditorium  and  a  separate  shortage  building  was  built.  In  1981,  new  doors  for 
the  front  of  the  church  were  added. 

The  church  advanced  from  a  one  room  church  with  24  members  to  a  membership 
of  205  with  all  church  property  valued  at  $70,000  and  receipts  for  the  year  1982  were 
$37,260.  Only  Eternity  will  reveal  the  good  that  has  been  accomplished  in  our  Master's 
name  through  this  organization.  We  are  thankful  for  our  forefathers. 

In  the  1983-84  Polk  Baptist  Annual,  the  church  reported  that  the  church  had  a 
ground-breaking  service  for  the  Fellowship  Hall.  The  church  spent  $43,759  on  the  new 
building.  Open  house  was  held  the  following  year  for  the  new  Fellowship  Hall.  The 
church  also  began  a  Deacon  Family  Ministry  this  year.  The  next  year  siding  was  put 
on  the  church  and  the  parsonage.  New  stained  glass  windows  were  placed  in  the 
auditorium.  New  rail  fences  were  built.  The  walkways  to  the  Fellowship  Hall  were 
paved.  A  handicapped  ramp  was  built.  Chairs  and  tables  were  brought  for  the  Fellowship 
Hall.  The  1987  minutes  reported  a  van  being  bought.  New  chairs  were  bought  for  the 
classrooms  and  the  pastor's  study  was  furnished.  In  1988  Tim  Metcalf  was  ordained 
for  the  ministry.  The  parking  area  for  the  church  was  enlarged.  The  pastor  was  sent 
to  the  Holy  Land.

The  Polk  Baptist  Association  met  for  their  Twentieth  Annual  Session  on  October  19, 
1989,  at  2:00  p.m.  This  year  we  met  at  the  Big  Level  Baptist  Church.  Rev.  Dewey 
Price,  moderator,  presided.  Our  theme  this  year  was  "Here's  Hope.  .  .Jesus  Cares 
For  You." 

Rev.  Carroll  Page  led  in  our  call  to  worship  by  singing  the  hymn,  "He  Lives."  Scrip- 
ture and  prayer  was  by  Rev.  Clyde  Rollins,  pastor  at  Pleasant  Grove. 

Mrs.  Faye  Odel  welcomed  the  associational  messengers  to  Big  Level  Baptist  Church. 
Rev.  Price  then  declared  the  meeting  to  be  in  session.  The  vice  moderator,  Rev.  Donald 
Waldrop,  moved  for  the  adoption  of  the  program. 

Rev.  Lee  Gregory,  director  of  missions,  presented  the  Book  of  Reports  and  introduced 
the  following  new  personnel:  Rev.  Clyde  Rollins,  pastor  at  Pleasant  Grove,  and  Rev. 
Derrick  Yelton,  the  new  pastor  at  Hickory  Grove.  The  interim  pastors  were  also  recog- 
nized. Our  new  treasurer,  Linda  Byers,  was  introduced. 

Rev.  Carroll  Page,  chairman  of  committee  on  new  churches,  reported  that  Emmanuel 
Baptist  has  finished  its  probationary  period  and  is  now  a  full  voting  member  of  the 
association. 

The  associational  budget  and  the  financial  report  were  given  by  Mrs.  Wilma  Jolley. 
She  also  moved  for  the  adoption.  There  was  a  second.  Voted  by  saying  aye. 

Rev.  Steve  Hardin  gave  the  Annuity  Report.  He  made  a  motion  to  adopt  the  report. 
There  was  a  second.  Voted  by  saying  aye. 

The  Constitutional  Task  Force  report  was  given  by  Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw.  He  led 
in  prayer  and  presented  the  new  constitution.  He  reported  that  the  Strategy  Planning 
Committee  met  and  brought  the  new  constitution  to  the  association  during  the  meeting 
in  1988  and  that  all  the  goals  presented  at  that  time  have  been  met.  The  new  constitu- 
tion was  presented  to  the  Pastors'  Conference  and  some  changes  were  made.  Then 
it  was  presented  during  the  August  Executive  Committee  meeting.  Rev.  Bradshaw  then 
moved  for  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws. 
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Rev.  Joe  Holbert,  pastor  of  Peniel  Baptist  Church,  presented  the  following  amend- 
ment: Section  1  -  Membership.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  pastor 
of  each  church  in  the  association,  plus  two  other  lay  members  elected  by  each  church. 
The  Director  of  Missions,  Moderator,  Vice  Moderator,  Clerk,  Assistant  Clerk,  Treasurer, 
Assistant  Treasurer  and  the  directors  of  Missions  Performance  Programs  will  be  ex  of- 
ficio members.  The  ex  officio  members  will  have  the  right  to  present  reports  and  enter 
into  discussion,  but  will  not  have  a  vote  unless  they  represent  their  church  as  a  duly 
elected  messenger.  The  amendment  was  defeated  by  standing. 

The  vote  on  the  Constitution,  after  discussion  from  the  floor,  was  80  for  and  eight 
against. 

Rev.  Gregory  recognized  Rev.  Joe  Holbert  as  the  new  pastor  at  the  Peniel  Baptist 
Church. 

The  Baptist  Children's  and  Youth  Shelter  report  was  given  by  Leroy  McCraw.  Rev. 
David  Adams,  house-parent  at  the  Forest  City  Shelter,  spoke  to  this  report. 

He  expressed  his  appreciation  for  the  fine  cooperation  of  the  churches  in  the  Polk 
Association.  He  shared  situations  of  the  care  that  the  children  need  and  the  result  of 
that  caring. 

The  N.C.  Baptist  report  was  given  by  Rev.  William  Painter  who  moved  for  the  adop- 
tion. All  reports  were  adopted  by  saying  aye. 

Rev.  Carroll  Page  led  the  messengers  in  singing  '1  Stand  Amazed  in  the  Presence," 
after  which  he  presented  the  special  music. 

Scripture  and  prayer  was  given  by  Rev.  William  Painter.  Rev.  Steve  Hardin  preached 
the  annual  sermon.  He  based  his  remarks  on  James  6.  He  said,  "A  mission-minded 
church  will  (1)  obey  the  great  commission  of  the  Lord,  (2)  have  the  great  compassion 
of  the  Lord,  he  said  missions  takes  going,  giving  and  praying.  (3)  Have  the  great  con- 
secration of  the  Lord.  He  has  something  for  all  of  us  to  do." 

Rev.  Page  then  led  us  in  singing  the  hymn,  ''Wonderful  Words  of  Life." 

The  moderator  then  recognized  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Marshall  Simpson  who  served 
previously  as  Director  of  Missions  and  Secretary  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association. 

The  American  Bible  Society  Report  was  given  by  Mr.  Hugh  Arledge.  He  gave  some 
additional  information  about  the  work  that  is  being  done.  He  moved  for  the  adoption 
of  his  report.

Mrs.  Miriam  Arledge  gave  the  report  of  Home  and  Foreign  Missions.  She  said  that 
all  receipts  are  up.  She  also  asked  us  to  pray  for  the  special  needs  of  the  missionaries. 
She  moved  for  the  adoption  of  her  report.  Voted  by  saying  aye. 

The  following  organizational  reports  were  given: 

Sunday  School  -  Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw  reminded  us  of  the  Simultaneous  Revivals. 
He  urged  us  to  set  goals  and  strive  to  reach  those  goals.  January  Bible  Study  will  be 
on  II  Corinthians.  On  November  27  there  will  be  a  meeting  of  all  Sunday  School 
workers.  Basic  teaching  methods  will  be  taught  by  state  workers.  The  meeting  will  be 
at  Faith  Baptist  Church.  He  made  a  motion  to  adopt  the  report.  There  was  a  second. 

Discipleship  Training  -  Rev.  Chris  Osborn  reported  that  we  need  to  teach  young 
children  to  be  workers  and  followers  of  Jesus.  Midway  Church  had  five  children  to 
participate  in  Bible  Drills.

She 
moved  for  the  adoption  of  her  report.  There  was  a  second.  There  was  a  vote  to  adopt 
all  the  previous  reports.  The  motion  carried. 

Rev.  Carroll  Page  led  in  singing  the  hymn,  "Victory  In  Jesus" 

The  Executive  Committee  Report  was  given  by  Mrs.  Jean  Painter.  A  portion  of  her 
report  is  thus;  Brother  Moderator,  I  have  enjoyed  serving  as  Associational  Clerk  for 
the  past  14  years.  I  appreciate  the  opportunity  to  have  served  in  some  small  way  the 
Polk  Baptist  Association.  The  job  would  have  been  impossible  without  the  help  of  so 
many  very  faithful  people  down  through  the  years.  As  I  look  back  it  would  be  impossi- 
ble to  say  thank  you  to  all  the  directors  of  missions  and  their  wives  who  have  worked 
so  patiently  and  untiringly  to  get  the  annuals  ready  and  also  to  the  local  church  clerks, 
whether  they  be  new  clerks  or  veterans.

Rev.  Lee  Gregory  presented  plaques  of  recognition  to  Mrs.  William  Jolley  for  20 
years  as  Associational  Treasurer  and  to  Mrs.  Jean  Painter  for  14  years  as  Associational 
Clerk. 
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Mr.  Leroy  McCraw,  representing  the  General  Board,  reported  that  he  had  visited 
four  colleges  and  the  two  conference  campuses.  He  said  he  had  enjoyed  serving  on 
the  board  then  moved  for  the  adoption  of  his  report. 

The  Radio  and  Televison  Ministry  report  was  given  by  Rev.  Fred  Rhodes.  He 
moved  for  its  adoption  with  a  second. 

Rev.  Lee  Gregory,  Director  of  Missions,  then  presented  his  report.  He  expressed 
thanks  to  Big  Level  and  all  the  other  churches  who  helped  with  the  meal.  He  expressed 
thanks  to  his  wife,  Melba,  for  the  help  in  typing  the  reports.  He  urged  each  of  us  to 
read  the  Book  of  Reports.  Sunday  School,  Church  Training,  Brotherhood  and  WMU 
have  lost  while  Music  and  VBS  have  gained.  He  thanked  the  churches  for  the  increase 
in  giving  over  the  past  year.  He  asked  us  to  take  $200  out  of  the  treasury  to  be  added 
to  the  Hugo  Fund  and  $200  to  the  earthquake  victims  in  California.

Our  problem  is  not  the  task  but  that 
we  don't  do  anything  about  it.  Sharing  the  gospel  is  not  optional,  it  is  a  command. 
Then  Rev.  Lolley  sang  "My  House  is  Full  But  My  Field  Is  Empty"  and  closed  with  prayer.

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Constitution 


of  the 
Polk  Baptist  Association 

Article  I  -  NAME 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION. 

Article  II  -  PURPOSE 

It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association  to  promote  spiritual  growth 
through  its  programs,  training,  and  resources.  To  enable  churches  to  be  in  fellowship 
and  to  be  on  mission  individually  and  together,  as  fostered  by  the  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tist State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  implementing  the  Great 
Commission  in  the  County,  the  State,  and  around  the  world. 

Article  III  -  MEETINGS 

The  Association  shall  convene  bi-annually  on  the  fourth  Thursday  evenings  in  April 
and  October. 

Article  IV  -  MEMBERSHIP 

The  Association  shall  consist  of  messengers  who  are  members  of  the  affiliated  chur- 
ches, as  follows: 

(1)  Three  messengers  from  each  affiliated  church:  an  additional  messenger  for 
every  50  members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  over  the  first  50  members:  (No 
church  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  10  messengers) 

(2)  The  Pastors  of  all  affiliated  churches: 

(3)  The  Director  of  Missions  and  the  elected  officers  of  the  Association: 

(4)  The  Associational  Council  Members. 

The  Association  shall  have  no  power  over  the  churches,  nor  the  privilege  to  infringe 
upon  their  internal  nghts. 

Article  V  -  AFFILIATED  CHURCHES 

SECTION  1.  Reception  of  Churches  -  The  association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  her 
membership,  and  m.ay  receive  or  reject  churches  applying  for  membership  therein,  at 
her  pleasure. 

lA)  New  Churches  -  A  newly  established  Southern  Baptist  church  or  churches  so 
received  shall  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association  for  a  period  of  one 
year  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Mission  Development  Council,  pro- 
vided such  request  comes  at  least  30  days  prior  to  an  association  meeting. 
During  this  penod  of  proving  such  church  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  association  except  that  of  voting.  They  must  be  voted  on  by 
two-thirds  (^a)  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting. 
(B)  An  established  Southern  Baptist  church  in  doctrinal  agreement  with  the  Polk 
Baptist  Association  would  be  received  immediately  into  full  membership  of  the 
association,  upon  being  voted  on  by  two-thirds  (Va)  of  the  messengers  pre- 
sent and  voting  at  an  associational  meeting  providing  request  is  made  30  days 
prior  to  this  meeting  and  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Missions  Develop- 
ment Council. 
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SECTION  2.  Dismissal  of  Churches  -  The  association  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to 
withdraw  fellowship  from  any  and  every  church  which: 

(A)  Proves  to  be  heretical  in  doctrine  and/or  immoral  in  practice; 

(B)  Over  a  period  of  time  fails  to  cooperate  with  the  association; 

(C)  Fails  to  send  a  Church  Informational  Letter  (yearly)  to  the  association. 
The  Associational  Missions  Development  Council  shall  seek  to  make  the  church  fully 

aware  of  this  impending  action.  This  action  shall  require  two-thirds  (Vs)  vote  of  the 
messengers  present  and  voting  at  an  associational  meeting. 

Article  VI  -  ORGANIZATION 

INTRODUCTION:  The  association  shall  be  organized  into  five  levels  of  operation: 
Governing,  Personnel,  Administrative  Services,  Mission  Performance  Programs  an( 
Fellowship  Groups.

Their  purpose  would  be  to  carry 
out  assigned  work  in  order  to  make  the  Association  operate  smoothly.

SECTION  5.  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL:  The  Associational  Council  shall  con- 
sist of  the  general  officers  of  the  association,  the  directors  of  the  mission  performance 
programs,  and  the  director  of  missions.  The  chairperson  of  each  fellowship  group  will 
be  an  ex  officio  member  of  the  Associational  Council.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall 
serve  as  chairman.  This  council  shall  plan  the  annual  associational  calendar  and 
coordinate  all  program  ministries  during  the  year. 

SECTION  6.  FELLOWSHIP  GROUPS:  The  purpose  of  the  Fellowship  Groups 
would  be  to  provide  a  setting  for  particular  groups  to  meet  together  for  fellowship, 
dialogue,  encouragement  and  mutual  care.

Article  VII  -  PROCEDURE 

The  business  of  the  association  shall  be  conducted  according  to  Robert's  Rules  of 
Order.  These  rules  shall  govern  the  working  procedures  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association. 

Article  VIII  -  AMENDMENT 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended,  by  a  two-thirds  (Vs)  vote  of  messengers  present 
and  voting.  One  month  prior  to  an  associational  meeting,  any  recommended  change 
shall  be  presented  in  writing  to  the  churches  and  acted  upon  at  the  fall  meeting. 

Article  IX  -  ADOPTION 

Upon  adoption  by  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  messengers  present  and  voting  this  Con- 
stitution shall  become  effective  at  the  close  of  this  session  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Associa- 
tion, and  shall  effect  a  repeal  of  all  previously  adopted  rules.  Adopted  this  nineteenth 
day  of  October,  1989  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ. 
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Bylaws 


of  the 
Polk  Baptist  Association 

Article  I  -  ASSOCIATIONAL  MEETINGS 

SECTION  1.  Quorum  -  Representatives  from  one-third  (Vs)  of  the  affiliated  chur- 
ches shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

SECTION  2.  Order  of  Business  -  An  Order  of  Business  shall  be  adopted  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  first  session  of  the  meeting.  A  two-thirds  (^/s)  vote  shall  be  required  to 
execute  any  change. 

SECTION  3.  Visitors  may  be  invited  to  participate  in  the  deliberations  of  the  Associa- 
tion without  privilege  to  vote. 

SECTION  4.  Special  Session  -  A  special  session  of  the  Association  may  be  called 
by  the  Executive  Committee  or  Moderator. 

SECTION  5.  Authority  for  any  necessary  changes  in  this  meeting  schedule  is  given 
to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Article  II  -  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

SECTION  1.  Membership  -  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the 
Association,  the  directors  of  Mission  Performance  Programs,  a  pastor  from  each  church 
in  the  Association,  and  two  lay  members  from  each  church.  The  Director  of  Missions 
shall  be  an  ex  officio  member  of  this  committee. 

SECTION  2.  Function  -  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  act  for 
the  Association  in  the  interim  between  bi-annual  sessions  of  the  Association,  except 
as  specifically  limited  by  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws,  prior  action  of  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Association  and  the  current  approved  budget  of  the  Association. 
SECTION  3.  Duties  - 

SUB.  SECTION  1.  -  The  Executive  Committee  is  charged  with  the  respon- 
sibility of  deciding  any  need  related  to  administrative  programming,  mission 
ministry  projects,  and  Associational  Staff. 

SUB.  SECTION  2.  -  A  full  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be 
presented  at  each  bi-annual  session  of  the  Association,  together  with  plans 
and  recommendations  for  the  promotion  and  extension  of  the  work  of  the 
Association. 

SUB.  SECTION  3.  -  Any  vacancy  occurring  between  sessions  of  the  Associa- 
tion shall  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  by  the  recommendation  of 
the  Nominating  Committee  and  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
SECTION  4.  Meetings  -  This  committee  shall  meet  the  second  Tuesday  night  of 
January  and  July.  The  annual  meeting  will  take  the  place  of  the  Executive  Committee 
in  April  and  October.  The  Moderator  may  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee upon  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Missions. 

SECTION  5.  Quorum  -  Members  present  at  any  meeting  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee shall  compose  a  quorum. 

SECTION  6.  Officers  -  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  serve  as  officers  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 
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Article  III  -  PERSONNEL 

SECTION  1.  Director  of  Missions  -  Tiie  Director  of  Missions  is  the  general  leader 
of  the  Association,  serving  as  the  director  of  directors  of  all  programs,  ministries,  and 
services  of  the  Association,  and  shall  be  an  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees,  coun- 
cils, and  groups  of  the  Association.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  lead  the  Association 
to  explore  new  mission  frontiers  and  shall  be  a  minister  to  the  churches  and  church 
leaders. 

Election  to  this  office  shall  be  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Search  Committee 
and  by  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting  at  an  Associational 
meeting.  The  time  of  service  shall  continue  until  terminated  at  the  request  of  the  Direc- 
tor of  Missions  to  the  Personnel  Committee,  or  at  the  request  of  the  Personnel  Com- 
mittee to  the  Association,  which  shall  require  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  vote  of 
messengers  present  and  voting  at  an  Associational  meeting.  Proper  notice  and  explana- 
tion of  termination  shall  be  provided  to  or  by  the  Director  of  Missions  and/or  the  Per- 
sonnel Committee.  Each  party  must  give  a  30  days  written  notice. 

SECTION  2.  Administrative  Assistant  -  This  individual  assists  the  Director  of  Mis- 
sions with  the  daily  administrative  matters  of  the  Association  by  answering  the  telephone, 
greeting  visitors  to  the  Association  office  and  helping  to  meet  their  needs.  The 
Administrative  Assistant  shall  supervise  the  work  of  office  help  and  enlist  and  super- 
vise volunteers  along  with  the  Director  of  Missions. 

SECTION  3.  Other  Staff  -  Other  staff  may  be  employed  as  needed  by  the  Associa- 
tion upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Personnel  Committee. 

SECTION  4.  Volunteers  -  To  assist  at  the  associational  office. 

Article  IV  -  OFFICERS  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION 

SECTION  1.  Moderator  -  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall  preside 
at  the  annual  meeting(s)  of  the  Association,  and  at  the  Executive  Committee  meetings. 
His  term  of  office  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in  succession.  The  Moderator  shall  be 
an  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees,  councils,  and  groups  of  the  Association. 

SECTION  2.  Vice  Moderator  -  The  Vice  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually  and 
in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Moderator,  shall  automatically  become 
Moderator,  and  the  Nominating  Committee  shall  fill  the  vacancy  of  Vice  Moderator 
at  the  next  Executive  Committee  or  an  associational  meeting.  His  duties  shall  be  to 
serve  when  called  upon  by  the  Moderator  or  in  the  absence  of  the  Moderator.  His  term 
of  office  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in  succession. 

SECTION  3.  Clerk  -  The  Clerk  shall  record  and  keep  in  permanent  form  all  transac- 
tions of  the  Association  and  make  this  information  available  upon  request.  The  Clerk's 
duties  shall  be  to:  (a)  serve  as  recorder  during  the  meetings  of  the  Association;  (b) 
secure  from  the  churches  the  annual  Uniform  Church  Letter  and  process  it  according 
to  recommended  procedures;  (c)  edit  the  associational  annual;  (d)  work  with  the 
Historian  to  preserve  the  official  records  of  the  Association;  (e)  train  and  assist  church 
clerks.  The  Administrative  Assistant  shall  serve  as  the  Clerk  of  the  Association. 

SECTION  4.  Treasurer  -  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  of  the  funds  contributed  to 
the  Association  and  disburse  them  in  accordance  with  the  budget  of  the  Association 
or  for  which  the  funds  were  contributed.  The  Treasurer's  duties  shall  be  to:  (a)  serve 
as  an  ex  officio  member  of  the  Association's  Finance  Committee;  (b)  work  with  the 
Finance  Committee  to  recommend  and  establish  fiscal  policies;  (c)  maintain  proper 
records  of  all  monies  received  and  disbursed;  (d)  provide  printed  quarterly  and  annual 
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reports  to  the  Association  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements.  Tine  Treasurer  siiall  be 
elected  annually. 

Article  V  -  ADMINISTRATIVE  COMMITTEES 

SECTION  1.  Associational  Meetings  Committee  -  This  committee  shall  be  responsi- 
ble for  planning  and  conducting  the  regular  and  called  meetings  of  the  Association. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be:  (a)  propose  an  order  of  business  for  each 
meeting  of  the  Association;  (b)  enlist  all  program  personnel  for  the  Associational 
meetings;  (c)  publicize  the  order  of  business  to  the  churches  in  advance  of  the  meetings; 
(d)  be  responsible  for  memorials  and  resolutions  at  the  meetings;  (e)  arrange  for  the 
facilities  needed  for  each  meeting;  (f)  arrange  for  and  conduct  proper  registration  of 
messengers  and  visitors  at  each  meeting,  and  report  registration  as  requested;  and  (g) 
recommend  the  place  and  preacher  to  the  messengers  one  year  in  advance  of  each 
meeting. 

This  committee  shall  consist  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  three  year  term,  with 
the  terms  rotating,  with  two  members  being  elected  each  year. 

SECTION  2.  Nominating  Committee  -  This  committee  leads  in  coordinating  the  selec- 
tion of  all  Association-elected  leaders,  except  paid  personnel. 

Its  duties  are  to:  (a)  select,  interview,  enlist,  and  recommend  general  associational 
officers,  mission  performance  program  directors,  and  committee  chairpersons;  (b)  coor- 
dinate the  selection  of  workers  for  all  the  association's  committees;  (c)  assist  associa- 
tional program  directors  in  discovering  and  enlisting  qualified  persons  to  fill  positions 
in  their  respective  organizations;  (d)  present  nominees  for  general  officers  and  program 
directors  to  the  Association  in  the  April  associational  meeting,  all  others  nominees  shall 
be  presented  in  the  October  associational  meeting;  (e)  nominate  special  committees 
as  assigned  by  the  Association. 

This  committee  shall  consist  of  six  members,  each  appointed  for  a  three  year  term, 
with  the  terms  rotating.  Two  members  shall  be  appointed  each  year  by  the  Moderator. 

SECTION  3.  Finance  Committee  -  This  committee  shall  assist  the  Association  in  secur- 
ing, administering,  and  reporting  its  finances. 

Its  duties  are  to:  (a)  develop  and  recommend  an  overall  financial  development  plan; 
(b)  develop  and  recommend  an  associational  budget  based  on  the  plans  of  the  associa- 
tion's various  programs  and  ministries;  (c)  plan  and  direct  the  effort  to  seek  giving  com- 
mitments from  the  churches;  (d)  conduct  studies  and  make  recommendations  con- 
cerning proposed  expenditures  not  included  in  the  budget;  (e)  review  expenditures 
in  terms  of  budget  allocations,  present  quarterly  financial  reports  to  the  association, 
and  recommend  budget  adjustments  if  needed;  (f)  develop  and  recommend  financial 
policies  and  procedures;  and  (g)  be  responsible  for  an  annual  audit  with  the  report 
presented  to  the  Association  in  the  April  meeting 

The  budget  shall  be  prepared  and  presented  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Association  by  the  second  Tuesday  of  July  each  year.  The  messengers  shall  vote  on 
the  proposed  budget  during  the  fall  meeting  of  the  Association.  The  fiscal  year  of  the 
Association  shall  be  from  October  1  through  September  30. 

This  committee  shall  consist  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  three  year  term,  with 
terms  rotating,  with  two  members  being  elected  each  year. 

SECTION  4.  The  Properties  Committee  -  This  committee  shall  assist  the  Associa- 
tion in  the  administration  of  all  properties. 

Its  duties  shall  be  to:  (a)  inspect  and  keep  inventory  of  all  associational  properties; 
(b)  make  recommendations  to  the  Personnel  Committee  regarding  the  employment, 
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training,  and  supervision  of  maintenance  personnel;  (c)  develop  and  initiate  scheduled 
cleaning  procedures;  (d)  develop  and  recommend  policies  and  procedures  for  using 
facilities  and  equipment;  (f)  request  and  administer  maintenance,  furniture,  and  equip- 
ment budget;  (g)  develop  and  recommend  an  adequate  insurance  plan  for  the  proper- 
ties; (h)  make  recommendations  for  improvements  and  expansions;  (i)  shall  act  as 
trustees  of  the  Association. 

This  committee  shall  consist  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  three  year  term,  with 
the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two  members  are  elected  each  year. 

SECTION  5.  The  Personnel  Committee  -  This  committee  shall  be  responsible  for 
all  paid  employees  of  the  Association.  Its  duties  shall  be  to:  (a)  recommend  policies 
and  procedures  for  the  selection,  supervision,  and  termination  of  associational  person- 
nel; (b)  prepare  and  maintain  a  job  description  manual  relating  to  the  association's  per- 
sonnel; (c)  recruit,  interview,  and  recommend  to  the  Association  new  personnel, 
excluding  the  Director  of  Missions,  in  full  cooperation  with  the  appropriate  supervisor; 
(d)  develop  and  recommend  salaries  and  benefits  for  employed  personnel;  (e)  develop 
and  recommend  to  the  Association,  policies  and  procedures  regarding  continuing  educa- 
tion and  development  for  the  Director  of  Missions  and  other  paid  personnel. 

This  committee  shall  consist  of  three  members,  each  elected  for  a  three  year  term, 
with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  one  member  is  elected  each  year. 

SECTION  6.  The  Promotions  Committee  -  This  committee  shall  be  responsible  for 
promoting  the  programs,  ministries,  and  services  of  the  Association  to  the  churches 
and  to  the  general  public.  Its  duties  shall  be  to:  (a)  develop  and  implement  an  annual 
Associational  Emphasis  Week;  (b)  assist,  as  needed,  with  office-produced  communica- 
tions; (c)  promote  resolutions  or  public  statements  passed  by  the  association;  (d)  develop 
promotional  brochures  or  other  literature  that  identifies  the  work  of  the  Association; 
and  (e)  assist,  as  requested  by  the  Association  or  associational  leaders  in  promoting 
or  reporting  the  work  and  actions  of  the  Association  through  the  secular  media. 

This  committee  shall  consist  of  three  members,  each  elected  for  a  three  year  term, 
with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  one  member  is  elected  each  year. 

Article  VI  -  SPECIAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  SERVICES 

SECTION  1.  The  Historian  -  The  Historian  shall  gather,  preserve,  and  interpret 
historical  records  of  the  Association's  life  and  work.  Duties  shall  be:  (a)  work  with  the 
associational  clerk  in  gathering  and  preserving  past  associational  records;  (b)  assist  in 
the  recording  of  present  day  activities;  (c)  communicate  and  interpret  the  heritage  of 
the  Association  to  associational  leaders  and  member  churches;  (d)  use  historical  facts 
and  documents  to  challenge  the  Association  to  accomplish  its  mission;  (e)  to  prepare 
and  present  a  history  of  the  churches  where  the  annual  meeting  is  held,  and  to  preserve 
continuing  records  of  these  meetings,  which  are  to  be  passed  on  to  the  succeeding 
historian. 

The  Historian  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  and  approved  by 
the  Association. 

SECTION  2.  The  Parliamentarian  -  The  Parliamentarian  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Moderator. 

Article  VII  -  MISSION  PERFORMANCE  PROGRAMS  (COUNCILS) 

The  Program  Councils  shall  undergird  and  give  support  to  the  work  of  program  related 
ministries  of  the  Association.  Training  leadership  shall  be  a  primary  responsibility.  These

Councils  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  work  in 
cooperation  with  the  Associational  Council. 

The  directors  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  and  approved  by 
the  Association,  and  each  director  shall  be  responsible  for  securing  his  council  members 
in  consultation  with  the  Nominating  Committee  and  the  Director  of  Missions. 

Each  council  shall  present  a  proposed  budget  submitted  to  the  Finance  Committee 
by  June  10  and  a  calendar  of  events  to  the  Associational  Council  by  August  1. 

SECTION  1.  The  Pastoral  Ministries  Council  -  This  council  shall  assist  the  churches 
in  the  development  of  pastoral  ministries,  deacon  ministry,  vocational  guidance  and 
church  administrative  services.  In  addition,  the  council  shall  minister  to  the  distinctive 
needs  of  pastors,  deacons,  church  staff  persons,  church  councils,  church  officers  and 
committee  members  and  church  vocation  volunteers.  The  council  shall  be  available 
to  assist  churches  in  the  ordination  of  new  ministers  and  shall  secure  an  ordination  com- 
mittee. The  Pastoral  Ministries  Council  shall  consist  of  a  director  and  other  leaders  as 
needed  to  conduct  the  program. 

SECTION  2.  The  Sunday  School  Council  -  This  council  shall  assist  and  challenge 
churches  to  improve  and  enlarge  all  areas  of  their  Sunday  School  through  planning, 
training,  administration  activities,  consultation,  program  interpretation,  and  cooperative 
projects.  The  council  shall  include  the  Sunday  School  Director  and  the  other  members 
of  the  ASSISTeam. 

SECTION  3.  The  Discipleship  Training  Council  -  This  council  shall  assist  the  chur- 
ches in  starting  and  expanding  Christian  discipleship  through  their  Discipleship  Train- 
ing programs.  This  council  shall  consist  of  a  Discipleship  Training  Director  and  ACTeam 
members. 

SECTION  4.  The  Music  Ministry  Council  -  This  council  shall  assist  the  churches 
through  establishing,  conducting,  enlarging  and  improving  their  music  ministries.  Music 
Ministry  Council  shall  be  responsible  for  all  age  group  choirs  on  the  associational  level. 
The  council  shall  consist  of  a  Music  Ministry  Director  and  other  leaders  as  needed  to 
conduct  the  program. 

SECTION  5.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Council  -  This  council  shall  assist  chur- 
ches in  promoting  missions  and  in  establishing,  enlarging,  and  strengthening  W.M.U. 
work.  The  council  shall  consist  of  a  W.M.U.  Director  and  other  leaders  as  needed  to 
conduct  the  program.  The  Associational  W.M.U.  shall  elect  their  own  director. 

SECTION  6.  The  Brotherhood/Baptist  Men  Council  -  This  council  shall  assist  the 
churches  in  educating  and  involving  men  and  boys  in  missions.  The  council  shall  con- 
sist of  a  Brotherhood/Baptist  Men  Director  and  other  leaders  as  needed  to  conduct 
the  program. 

SECTION  7.  The  Evangelism  Council  -  This  council  shall  assist  the  churches  in 
reaching  people  for  Christ  through  evangelistic  training  and  by  bringing  the  churches 
together  in  corporate  efforts  of  evangelism.  The  council  shall  consist  of  an  Evangelism 
Director  and  other  leaders  as  needed  to  conduct  the  program. 

SECTION  8.  The  Stewardship  Council  -  This  council  shall  assist  the  churches  in  the 
development  of  individual  and  corporate  stewardship.  The  council  shall  consist  of  a 
Stewardship  Director  and  other  leaders  as  needed  to  conduct  the  program. 

SECTION  9.  The  Missions  Development  Council  -  This  council  shall  lead  the  chur- 
ches to  discover  opportunities  for  missions  and  to  assist  the  churches  in  doing  mission 
projects  individually  and  corporately.  The  council  shall  consist  of  a  Missions  Develop- 
ment Director  and  other  leaders  as  needed  to  conduct  the  program.

SECTION  10.  The  Recreation  Council  -  Tinis  council  shall  assist  the  churches  in  pro- 
viding recreation  methods,  materials,  services,  and  experiences,  and  shall  assist  other 
associational  organizations  wishing  to  use  recreation  in  accomplishing  their  particular 
tasks.  The  council  shall  consist  of  a  Recreational  Director  and  other  leaders  as  needed 
to  conduct  the  program. 

SECTION  11.  The  Family  Ministry  Council  -  This  council  shall  assist  the  churches 
in  developing  family  ministry  programs,  in  the  following  areas:  Preschool,  Children, 
Youth,  Adult,  Single  Adult,  Senior  Adult,  and  Student  Ministries.  This  council  shall 
seek  to  strengthen  the  family  unit.  The  council  shall  consist  of  a  Family  Ministry  Direc- 
tor and  other  leaders  as  needed  to  conduct  the  program. 

Article  VIII  -  ADDITIONAL  PROGRAM  COUNCILS /ADMINISTRATIVE 

COMMITTEES 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  appoint  any  Program  Council  or  Administrative  Com- 
mittee as  needed  as  the  work  of  the  Association  expands,  subject  to  approval  of  the 
Association  at  its  meetings,  as  an  amendment  to  the  Bylaws.  These  Councils/Commit- 
tees shall  be  granted  temporary  status  until  final  approval. 

Article  IX  -  VACANCIES 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  elect  persons  needed  to  fill  any  vacancies  which 
occur  in  the  Association  between  the  meetings  of  the  Association  upon  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Nominating  Committee. 

Article  X  -  OPERATIONAL  MANUAL 

An  operations  manual  shall  be  developed  for  associational  work.  This  includes  job 
descriptions,  goals,  and  directions  for  improvement. 

Article  XI  -  AMENDMENT 

These  Bylaws  may  be  amended,  by  a  majority  vote  of  messengers  present  and  voting. 
One  month  prior  to  an  associational  meeting,  any  recommended  change  shall  be 
presented  in  writing  to  the  churches  and  acted  upon  at  the  fall  meeting. 

Article  XII  -  ADOPTION 

Upon  adoption  by  two-thirds  vote  of  messengers  present  and  voting,  these  Bylaws 
shall  become  effective  at  the  close  of  this  session  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association,  and 
shall  affect  a  repeal  of  all  previously  adopted  rules.

JANUARY  3,  1989 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association  met  Tuesday  Evening, 
January  3,  1989,  at  the  Associational  Office.

The  meeting  was  held  one  week  later 
than  scheduled,  July  4. 

Rev.  Dewey  Price,  moderator,  called  the  meeting  to  order.  Rev.  Dillard  Davidson 
read  the  scripture,  Psalm  126  and  led  in  prayer. 

The  roll  of  churches  was  called.  Twelve  churches,  eight  pastors  with  25  persons  total 
were  present.  The  minutes  of  the  last  Executive  Committee  were  read  and  approved. 

Rev.  Lee  Gregory,  Director  of  Missions,  reported  that  Rev.  Bill  Valentine  was  serv- 
ing as  interim  pastor  at  Coopers  Gap  and  that  Rev.  Derrick  Yelton  had  been  called 
as  the  new  pastor  at  Hickory  Grove. 

Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw  gave  the  Sunday  School  report.  He  mentioned  the  Key

He  reported  that  the 
Social  Service  Council  was  recommending  that  the  three  offerings.  Baptist  Hospital, 
Baptist  Children's  Homes  and  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  be  changed  back  to  the  old 
dates  in  1992.  The  General  Board  is  also  recommending  that  the  Wingate  College  name 
be  changed  to  Cannon- Wingate  University.  They  also  plan  to  make  a  motion  that  North 
Carolina  adopt  another  partnership,  this  being  with  Poland,  since  Poland  is  more  open 
to  Christianity  now. 

There  was  no  report  from  the  Building  and  Grounds  Committee. 

Rev.  Lee  Gregory  said  the  American  Red  Cross  asked  for  permission  to  use  the 
downstairs  of  the  Associational  Building  for  the  Bloodmobile.  Motion  was  made  and 
seconded  with  one  stipulation  that  they  leave  it  in  the  same  condition  that  they  find 
it.  Rev.  Gregory  thanked  the  people  for  attending.  He  also  encouraged  the  pastors 
to  let  the  Evangelism  Chairman  know  concerning  the  simultaneous  revivals.  He  also 
stated  that  Rev.  Larry  McElreath  would  be  in  our  association  Monday,  November  6, 
1989,  at  Mill  Spring  First  Baptist  Church  to  train  the  pastors  and  the  Church  Steering 
Committees  for  these  revivals.  He  also  made  mention  of  the  good  report  in  the  Biblical 
Recorder  pertaining  to  Ho^ie  Missions— more  new  churches  in  1988  than  any  year 
since  1968.  Also  the  fact  that  more  Home  Missionaries  had  been  appointed  than  any 
year  since  the  Home  Mission  Board  was  organized.  He  also  encouraged  attendance 
at  the  Key  Leadership  Conference,  September  12  at  Mill  Spring  First  Baptist  Church.

Annuity  Board  Report 

North  Carolina's  response  to  renewed  efforts  to  upgrade  contributions  of  those  already 
members  of  the  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention's  retirement  plans 
and  to  secure  new  participants  continues  to  be  exciting.  Consider  these  facts: 

•  There  have  been  60  new  members  enrolled  in  the  retirement  plans  during  the 
period  January  1  -  March  31,  1989. 

•  There  are  now  2,163  North  Carolina  churches  and  associations  contributing 
to  retirement  plans. 

•  North  Carolina  has  1 ,923  signed  Cooperative  Agreements!  More  than  any  other 
state  -  including  Texas. 

•  The  number  of  churches  participating  at  the  old  Plan  A  level  of  $33.34  has 
decreased  from  439  to  166. 

•  The  average  annuitant  in  North  Carolina  receives  $234  per  month,  up  from 
$196. 

•  North  Carolina  has  3,417  members  making  contributions  to  Annuity  Board 
retirement  plans. 

•  There  are  1,592  annuitants  receiving  benefits  each  month  in  North  Carolina 
-  $372,422.85  each  month! 

It  is  exciting  to  think  about  what  has  been  done  to  help  ministers  retire  with  dignity. 
Strong  efforts  have  been  made  to  make  all  of  our  churches  (and  ministers)  aware  of 
the  opportunities  and  the  need  to  act  on  them. 
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But  there  is  still  so  much  to  be  done!  Consider  these  facts: 

•  Only  64  percent  of  our  churches  are  participating  in  our  retirement  plans  - 
even  after  all  these  years  of  opportunity. 

•  Of  this  64  percent,  many  do  not  actually  make  contributions.  The  minister 
does  this  on  his  own. 

•  Small  contributions  make  the  annuitant's  benefits  small: 
In  North  Carolina: 

182  receive  less  than  $50 
469  receive  less  than  $100 
954  receive  less  than  $200 
1,216  receive  less  than  $300 

•  We  have  164  churches  that  have  signed  the  Cooperative  Agreement,  but  still 
make  no  contribution. 

•  We  have  477  churches  that  are  making  contributions  but  still  have  not  signed 
the  Cooperative  Agreement.

North  Carolina  Baptist  Children's  Homes  Report 

Michael  C.  Blackwell,  President 

Like  salmon.  Baptist  Children's  Homes  this  year  struggled  upstream  to  get  ahead 
of  the  problems  that  plague  America's  children  and  families. 

While  maintaining  group  care  services  in  place  since  1885,  BCH  also  inaugurated  two 
innovative  services  in  Care  House,  the  first  home  for  teen-age  mothers  and  their  babies 
we  know  of  anywhere  and  the  Philpott  Parent  Aide  Program. 

Care  House,  where  five  teen-age  mothers  will  learn  to  parent  their  babies,  was 
dedicated  June  4  during  services  at  Lenoir's  Lower  Creek  Baptist  Church.  Also 
dedicated  then  was  the  Marguerite  Noel  Home  for  Girls,  our  second  behavior  change 
home. 

Until  Care  House,  a  young  girl  who  had  a  child  often  could  not  return  home.  If  she 
wanted  to  bear  her  child  and  keep  it,  the  child  had  to  go  to  one  foster  care  home  and 
the  young  mother  to  another  until  she  was  of  age. 

The  Noel  Home,  like  Moody  Home  in  Franklin,  cares  for  girls  whose  difficult  behavior 
prohibits  them  from  living  at  home  or  in  traditional  group  settings. 

On  June  21  BCH  dedicated  the  Philpott  Parent  Aide  Program  in  Davidson  County. 
Trained  volunteers  will  establish  relationships  with  homes  labeled  "at  risk"  for  child  abuse. 
The  volunteer  will  be  counselor  and  friend,  critic  and  confidant  to  help  families  spot 
and  correct  areas  that  lead  to  child  abuse  or  neglect. 

With  renewed  emphasis  on  church  communication,  BCH  named  two  men  to  act 
as  directors  of  church  relations  and  planned  giving.  Charles  Tanner  and  Bill  Morrow 
will  arrange  BCH  speakers  for  your  church  and  help  your  members  with  estate  planning. 

BCH  continues  to  implement  ''intentionalized  services"  according  to  the  long-range 
plan  it  adopted  in  April  1988.  Peer  culture  therapy  is  being  utilized  on  children  at  Odum 
Home  and  Noel  Home  and  is  being  phased  in  at  Mills  Home.  This  program  makes 
the  children  more  responsible,  both  for  themselves  and  others  in  their  cottage. 
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BCH  continues  to  garner  popular  support  with  North  Carolina  Baptists  who  con- 
tributed $1 .52  million  through  the  Cooperative  Program  last  year.  In  the  1988-89  fiscal 
year,  more  than  $1  million  has  been  received  in  bequests. 

The  executive  committee  of  the  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
North  Carolina  this  year  declined  to  adopt  a  report  of  a  special  study  committee  that 
would  have  drastically  reduced  BCH's  share  of  the  Cooperative  Program.  The  com- 
mittee recommended,  and  the  General  Board  supported,  a  return  of  individual  special 
offerings  to  Baptist  Children's  Homes,  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  and  Baptist  Hospital. 
All  three  social  services  agencies  support  such  a  move,  which  would  eliminate  the  Homes 
and  Hospital  Offering  they  share.  The  state  convention  will  vote  on  that  proposal  in 
November. 

BCH,  which  began  as  an  orphanage  in  Thomasville  in  1885,  operates  four  group 
care  campuses,  eight  emergency  care  homes,  a  home  for  unwed  mothers,  a  teen 
mother/baby  home,  two  behavior  change  homes  for  girls,  therapeutic  camping  and 
a  model  child  development  center.  It  has  work  in  17  locations  across  the  state,  serving 
more  than  1,000  children  and  families  each  year. 

All  campuses  and  facilities  welcome  involvement  by  local  churches,  RAs,  GAs,  WMUs 
and  Sunday  School  departments.  Baptist  support  is  strong  for  children  and  families 
and  we  pray  it  will  continue  to  strengthen  as  needs  grow  every  day.

Baptist  Foundation  Report 

"Strengthening  for  Greater  Service"  had  special  meaning  for  the  trust  agency  of  the 
Convention  during  the  past  year.  Noting  the  progress  made  during  its  69-year  history 
in  undergirding  the  financial  support  for  the  Convention,  its  churches,  institutions,  and 
mission  causes,  the  Foundation  recommitted  itself  to  greater  service  to  these  causes. 

With  concern  that  it  performs  its  mission  efficiently  and  that  it  involves  more  Baptists 
effectively  in  supporting  the  cause  of  Christ,  the  Foundation  carefully  embarked  upon 
a  capital  campaign  to  secure  funds  for  the  construction  of  its  own  building  to  house 
its  development  and  administrative  offices. 

Since  its  staffing  in  the  early  1950s,  space  for  the  Foundation  has  been  provided 
in  the  Baptist  Building.  With  consistent  rapid  growth  in  assets  managed  and  services 
provided  by  the  Foundation,  the  current  space  has  become  inadequate  to  properly 
perform  the  ongoing  work  of  the  agency.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  majority 
of  the  funds  necessary  to  construct  the  new  building  have  been  secured.  The  new 
building  will  be  erected  beside  the  Baptist  Building  in  Cary  and  we  are  hopeful  that 
it  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  the  end  of  this  year. 

In  engaging  in  this  project,  it  has  been  of  utmost  importance  to  our  Board  of  Direc- 
tors and  Staff  that  the  ongoing  responsibilities  of  the  Foundation  not  be  neglected 
during  the  campaign.  Indeed,  the  need  for  increased  financial  support  for  Baptist 
institutions,  missions,  and  other  ministries  has  not  diminished,  and  has  remained  our 
first  priority.  It  is  essential  that  more  individual  Baptists  become  aware  of  the  possibility  of 
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sharing  the  message  of  Christ  beyond  their  lifetime.  Seeking  to  fill  this  role,  the  Baptist 
Foundation  is  the  only  entity  which  receives  endowment  gifts  for  any  and  every  Bap- 
tist cause.  Through  trust  and  endowment  funds  established  by  individuals,  churches, 
and  associations,  the  principal  is  invested  and  income  is  paid  regularly  and  perpetually 
to  the  cause  or  causes  named  by  the  donor. 

Total  assets  of  the  Foundation  are  now  approaching  $17  million,  of  which  $3.8  million 
was  added  in  1988  alone,  making  this  the  greatest  year  of  growth  in  the  Foundation's 
history.  Last  year,  $1,258,775  was  paid  to  Baptist  work  and  to  individuals  designated 
in  charitable  remainder-type  trusts.  This  latter  agreement  provides  for  income  to  be 
paid  to  the  donor  (or  other  individuals)  for  a  specific  period  of  time  and  then  to  charitable 
causes  thereafter.  Through  this  method  of  making  gifts  to  Christian  causes,  the  donor 
is  assured  that  heirs  are  not  neglected  and  that  Christian  causes  will  eventually  benefit 
from  the  estate. 

We  are  continually  grateful  for  the  support  of  Baptists  across  the  state  who  support 
the  mission  and  ministry  of  the  Foundation.  We  welcome  the  opportunity  to  serve.

North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  Report 

The  past  year  at  Baptist  Hospital  has  been  characterized  by  growth  in  facilities  and 
personnel,  advancement  in  medical  technology  and  continuation  of  the  spirit  of  per- 
sonal concern  which  springs  from  the  hospital's  Christian  heritage  and  its  denomina- 
tional tie. 

Occupation  of  the  new  North  Tower  is  almost  complete,  increasing  the  hospital's 
bed  capacity  to  806.  Construction  of  the  Clinical  Sciences  Building  is  expected  to  be 
completed  by  1990.  The  Medical  Center  Boulevard  is  currently  being  moved  to  make 
ready  for  expansion  of  the  Patient/Visitor  Parking  Deck.  Two  new  helicopter  pads, 
one  for  the  Aircare  helicopter  and  a  second  for  helicopters  from  other  medical  centers, 
will  be  located  on  top  of  the  parking  deck.  The  J.  Paul  Sticht  Center  on  Aging  will 
be  built  on  the  approxim'ate  site  of  the  current  helicopter  pad.  These  two  facilities  will 
make  it  possible  not  only  for  our  hospital  to  serve  more  people  but  to  serve  them  better. 

In  recent  months  the  hospital's  Level  One  Trauma  Center  has  seen  further  develop- 
ment of  its  critical  care  transportation  system  by  adding  to  the  helicopter  ambulance 
service  its  own  neonatal  ambulance  for  critically  ill  infants.  The  Commview  Computer 
System,  developed  jointly  by  the  Department  of  Radiology  and  AT&T,  digitizes 
images,  stores  large  columes  of  data  and  transmits  the  images  via  fiberoptic  cable 
throughout  the  Medical  Center  and  via  satellite  to  other  hospitals  without  any  x-ray 
film.  Some  brain  tumors  can  now  be  successfully  treated  by  implanting  a  tiny  radioac- 
tive pellet  directly  into  the  tumor.  Other  types  of  cancer  can  be  treated  by  hyperther- 
mia which  carefully  focuses  microwaves  to  raise  temperatures  inside  a  tumor  to  102 
degrees  to  105  degrees  Fahrenheit  to  kill  or  injure  cancer  cells.  A  technique  called  Mohs 
Micrographic  Surgery  allows  the  removal  of  skin  cancer  with  minimal  damage  to  nor- 
mal skin. 

These  and  other  advances  in  patient  care  attract  patients  from  across  the  country 
and  around  the  world.  Last  year  the  22,100  persons  admitted  to  Baptist  Hospital  came 
from  almost  every  country  in  North  Carolina,  from  35  states,  and  from  eight  foreign 
countries. 
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The  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  continues  its  ministries  to:  the  patient  in  the  hospital; 
the  family  and  friends  of  patients;  the  medical  staff  who  minister  to  the  patient;  the 
person  requesting  counseling  in  our  centers  in  Winston-Salem,  Fayetteville,  Morgan- 
ton,  Charlotte,  Rockingham;  the  ministers  who  seek  our  courses  in  clinical  instruction, 
equipping  them  for  specialized  and  pastoral  ministries. 

Baptist  Hospital  continues  to  feel  the  effect  of  the  health  care  personnel  shortage 
especially  as  it  attempts  to  open  new  facilities.  However  we  do  not  have  any  beds 
closed  due  to  shortages.  The  Code  Blue  Program  in  high  schools  of  northwestern  North 
Carolina  and  the  appeal  to  Baptist  youth  through  Acteens  is  also  creating  interest  in 
health  care  careers. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  Baptist  Hospital  received  $668,937.39  through  the 
Cooperative  Program  and  $303,133.07  through  the  Homes  and  Hospital  Offerings, 
including  church  gifts  directly  to  the  hospital.  The  hospital  staff  and  patients  are  grateful 
for  the  services  made  possible  by  these  gifts.

This  marks  the  38th  year  of  ministry  by  the  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  to  the  Baptist 
Older  Adults  of  this  State. 

Charged  in  1951  with  the  mission  of  providing  residential  care  for  "Aged  Saints," 
the  Homes  provide  care  for  Older  Adults  in  five  locations  across  the  state  (Albemarle, 
Asheville,  Hamilton,  Winston-Salem,  and  Yanceyville). 

A  new  continuing  care  retirement  community,  Brookridge,  which  is  located  in 
Winston-Salem  will  open  for  operation  in  the  fall  of  1989. 

Recognizing  the  growing  need  for  quality  residential  care  for  Older  Adults,  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Retirement  Homes  has  formulated  a  three-pronged,  long-range  plan 
to  meet  this  need: 

*  To  work  with  churches  and  associations  in  the  development  of  regional 
continuing-care  retirement  communities  in  the  West,  the  Piedmont,  and  the 
East. 

To  work  with  churches  and  associations  in  the  development  of  "free-standing" 
residential  housing  (independent-living  units,  assisted-living  units,  and  nursing- 
care  units). 

To  work  with  churches  and  associations  in  the  development  of  alternative  forms 

of  residential  care  for  Older  Adults  (Respite  Care,  Adult  Day  Care,  and  Home 

Health  Care). 

One  of  the  greatest  challenges  North  Carolina  Baptists  face  as  they  move  into  the 

21st  century  is  the  question  of  how  residential-living  situations  for  Baptist  Older  Adults 

are  to  be  provided. 

With  the  support  of  North  Carolina  Baptists,  the  Retirement  Homes  sees  this  challenge 
as  a  wonderful  opportunity  for  ministry.

1988-89  Brotherhood  Commission  Report 

The  Brotherhood  Commission  continues  to  feel  the  effects  of  its  1987  program 
changes  aimed  at  helping  churches  involve  men  and  boys  in  missions. 

In  October  1988,  James  H.  Smith,  Brotherhood  Commission  president,  presented 
a  plan  of  financial  austerity  following  the  production  of  31  new  books  in  1987  and 
1988.  The  production  cost  had  drained  the  agency's  reserves.  Smith  set  a  goal  of 
earning  $240,000  over  expenses  in  1988-89.  At  the  April  trustees'  meeting,  Smith 
reported  that  income  was  already  $177,000  ahead  of  expenses. 

Located  in  Memphis,  Tenn.,  the  Brotherhood  Commission  is  pioneering  several  new 
aspects  of  mission  education.  In  May,  the  first  RA  University,  an  in-depth  national 
training  event  for  Royal  Ambassador  counselors,  directors,  and  committeemen,  was 
held  at  Rhodes  College  in  Memphis.  More  than  300  people  from  across  the  country 
attended. 

The  National  Fellowship  of  Baptist  Men,  a  ministry  of  the  Brotherhood  Commis- 
sion's adult  division,  continued  its  expansion  of  volunteer  missions  enlistment.  In  April, 
NFBM  announced  the  expansion  of  its  concert  series,  which  will  endorse  up  to  200 
concert  artists  to  present  the  story  of  Southern  Baptist  missions  and  recruit  volunteers. 

The  second  annual  High  School  Baptist  Men's  Rallies  were  held  in  Gatlinburg,  Tenn. 
and  Arlington,  Texas,  with  500  attending.  High  School  Baptist  Young  Men  were  also 
represented  on  the  second  National  Baptist  Young  Men's  Overseas  Work  Project  in 
Chile  during  Christmas  break.  Seven  Baptist  Young  Men  from  the  United  States  and 
Canada  participated. 

Baptist  Men  served  more  than  95,000  meals  on  Mexico  following  Hurricane  Gilbert's 
destruction.  In  Jamaica,  Baptist  men  worked  jointly  with  Foreign  Mission  Board  to 
rebuild  churches.  More  than  700  volunteers  participated  in  this  nine-month  project. 

World  Mission  Conferences  were  attended  by  1.15  million  people;  374  volunteered 
for  missions  service  and  395  made  professions  of  faith.  WMCs  are  administered  by 
the  Brotherhood  Commission  and  sponsored  by  the  Home  and  Foreign  Boards, 
Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  Brotherhood  Commission. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  effect  of  the  Brotherhood  Commission  felt  by  the  churches  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  again  been  the  regular  activities  of  Baptist  Men 
and  Royal  Ambassadors.  Through  church  and  associational  Brotherhoods  men  and 
boys  have  been  involved  in  missions  by  actually  doing  missions  activities,  learning  about 
missions,  praying  and  giving  to  missions,  and  developing  their  own  personal  ministries. 
These  actions  have  helped  churches  maintain  integrity  as  God's  people  for  God's  world 
and  have  helped  believing  men  grow  in  relationship  to  Christ. 

The  Baptist  Men  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association  are  involved  in  Jail  Ministries  and 
in  the  Nursing  Home  Ministries.  We  have  Baptist  Men's  groups  in  nine  of  the  chur- 
ches. We  also  have  RAs  in  some  of  the  churches.

Christian  Action  League  of  North  Carolina,  Inc.  Report 

When  the  1989  session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  convened  on 
January  11th,  the  first  bills  to  be  introduced  were  three  lottery  proposals:  one  in  the 
Senate  and  two  in  the  House. 

Such  gambling  legislation  has  become  an  annual  event  for  the  last  six  years.  However, 
the  pressure  for  establishing  a  state-wide  lottery  was  stronger  this  time  around  due  to 
two  factors:  1)  Virginia  has  started  a  lottery,  and  2)  Revenues  were  very  tight,  and 
some  legislators  were  looking  for  some  ''easy"  money  to  grant  state  employees  and 
school  teachers  a  pay  raise. 

The  pro-gambling  lobbyists  and  their  favorite  legislator.  Senator  Kenneth  Royall  (D- 
Durham),  were  successful  in  securing  passage  of  lottery  legislation  in  the  Senate. 

Senator  Royall,  one  of  the  most  powerful  members  of  the  Senate,  used  his  political 
''clout"  to  keep  the  bill  in  committee  until  the  closing  days  of  the  session. 

He  admitted  to  the  media  that  he  did  not  want  the  lottery  to  get  tied  in  with  the 
budget  proposals.  After  the  money  bills  had  passed  and  the  legislature  was  ready  to 
go  home;  then,  he  made  his  move  to  put  the  lottery  bill  on  a  "fast  track." 

No  time  was  left  to  call  for  a  public  hearing  to  give  rank-and-file  voters  the  oppor- 
tunity for  their  input. 

After  the  Senate  passage,  the  gambling  proposal  hit  a  "snag"  when  House  Speaker 
Joe  Mavretic  let  it  be  known  that  the  House  would  not  delay  the  1989  adjournment 
to  take  up  the  proposal. 

The  issue  cannot  be  considered  until  the  legislature  convenes  for  its  1990  session 
on  May  22,  1990. 

This  gives  six  months  to  solicit  opposition  to  the  measure  from  the  membership  of 
the  N.C.  House. 

Contact  your  N.C.  House  member  and  secure  his  or  her  opposition  to  Senate  Bill 
4,  the  Lottery  Act. 

A  lot  of  prayer,  time,  and  energy  has  been  exerted  in  the  current  legislative  session 
to  defeat  any  gambling  legislation;  to  prevent  any  erosion  of  our  liquor  laws;  and  to 
support  efforts  to  strengthen  our  drunk  driving  statutes. 

A  Legislative  Study  Committee  and  the  Governor's  Highway  Safety  Committee  held 
hearings  throughout  the  state  during  the  past  year  to  get  citizen  input  on  ways  to  make 
our  highways  safer.  As  a  result  of  these  sessions,  a  Safe  Roads  Study  proposal  Vv'as 
introduced  that  consisted  of  the  following  features:  1)  lower  the  breathalyzer  threshold 
from  .10  to  .08  for  drivers  of  motor  vehicles;  2)  ban  open  containers  of  alcoholic 
beverages  in  motor  vehicles;  3)  increase  fines  for  drunk  driving;  and  4)  establish  a  .04 
standard  for  operators  of  commercial  vehicles  (bus  and  truck  drivers) .  The  House  passed 
the  bill,  but  the  Senate  Conference  Committee  members  refused  to  accept  the  pro- 
posals. The  bill  can  be  considered  in  the  May,  1990  session. 

Even  with  such  a  busy  legislative  agenda  the  League  has  assisted  in  numerous 
liquor  elections  across  the  state. 

We  are  hearing  a  lot  of  voices  talking  about  declaring  WAR  ON  DRUGS.  U.S. 
Surgeon  General  C.  Everett  Koop  has  given  our  nation  some  words  of  wisdom:  "It 
isn't  ginger  ale  we're  talking  about.  It's  alcohol,  the  most  widely  abused  drug.  In  the 
alleged  war  on  drugs,  alcohol  enjoys  a  battlefield  exemption.  The  United  States  will 
one  day  have  to  choose  between  alcohol  and  heakh  ....  because  we  can't  have  them 
together." 
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Amazingly,  the  pulpits  of  America  have  become  silent  in  so  many  of  our  churches 
concerning  this  NUMBER  ONE  ADDICTIVE  DRUG.  May  this  condemnation  not  be 
laid  on  the  steps  of  the  churches  of  your  association. 

The  Christian  Action  League  is  ready  to  stand  with  you  in  the  ministry  of  Applied 
Christianity  as  we  confront  the  moral  and  social  evils  of  today's  world.

Baptists  and  their  colleges  have  been  doing  Christian  education  together  for  a  long, 
long  time.  Look  at  those  dates  listed  with  each  college  above.  When  they  are  totaled, 
the  cumulative  number  of  service  years  for  our  seven  colleges  is  807!  North  Carolina 
Baptists  have  grown  up  with  their  colleges,  so  much  that  it  is  difficult  to  imagine  our 
total  mission  program  without  them.  During  the  1988-89  school  year  there  were  18,534 
students  and  2,249  faculty  and  staff  engaged  in  the  programs  of  Baptist  colleges. 

If  you  should  ask  our  college  leaders  what  is  uppermost  on  their  minds  these  days, 
you  would  get  an  answer  such  as  this:  "Christian  education.  Baptist  students  and 
Cooperative  Program  support."  A  sentence  or  two  about  each  of  these  will  complete 
this  report. 

Christian  Education.  There  are  large  and  important  differences  that  belong  to  Bap- 
tist Colleges.  They  are  smaller,  friendlier  campuses  where  Christian  community  is  pre- 
sent and  encouraged  and  where  education  and  the  Christian  faith  are  compatible. 

Baptist  Students.  Young  people  from  our  churches  are  encouraged  to  apply  to 
Baptist  colleges.  Pastors  and  parents  can  help  students  with  their  life  plans  when  they 
guide  them  toward  Baptist  schools.  Generous  student  aid  and  work  study  programs 
make  it  possible  for  any  qualified  student  to  attend  a  Baptist  college. 

Cooperative  Program.  Your  North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges  say  'Thank  you"  for 
the  generous  dollar  support  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  Baptist  dollars  buy  quality 
Christian  education  and  make  healthy  institutions  possible.

This  will  be  a 
simultaneous  effort  on  behalf  of  all  the  churches.  The  date  for  this  is  April  22-29,  1990. 
This  will  be  one  way  to  turn  around  the  decline  in  baptisms  in  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention. 

Much  time  has  been  spent  this  year  with  the  Associational  Task  Force  as  they  have 
worked  to  form  a  new  constitution  for  the  Association.  Many,  many  hours  have  been 
spent  in  coming  to  the  correct  decision.  Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw  has  served  as  chairman 
of  the  Task  Force.  All  the  pastors,  all  the  Executive  Committee  members,  and  all  the 
messengers  have  been  given  a  copy  of  the  proposed  constitution. 

It  has  been  a  good  year  for  Polk  Baptist  Association.  The  financial  base  has 
improved.  Many  thanks  for  each  church's  contribution.  Sixteen  churches  increased  their 
giving  this  year  over  last  year.  Some  churches  have  already  stated  that  next  year  their 
gifts  will  be  increased. 

The  office  keeps  on  being  a  busy  place.  There  have  been  about  425  visitors  to  the 
associational  office  this -year.  This  does  not  count  confereces  and  special  meetings.  The 
Ladies'  prayer  group  meets  the  2nd  and  4th  Mondays  at  the  office.  A  newsletter 
has  been  published  every  month.  We  have  attended  115  church  services  within  the 
association,  plus  others  outside  of  the  association.  I  have  spoken  38  times  in  the  chur- 
ches. I  have  had,  or  attended,  more  than  90  conferences  in  the  association  and  out- 
side of  the  association.

Foreign  Mission  Board  Report 

As  Southern  Baptists,  you  have  had  a  good  year  in  foreign  missions  in  1988.  Let's 
take  a  look  at  the  highlights.  Your  prayers,  your  gifts  and  missionaries  helped  to  make 
possible  these  advances. 

Baptisms  -  197,863  people  baptized,  almost  541  a  day. 
Churches  -  about  four  new  new  churches  started  per  day,  a  total  of 
1,430. 
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Missionaries  -  3,867  missionaries  worked  in  113  countries. 
Volunteers  -    10,800  Southern   Baptist  volunteers  worked   in   74 

countries. 
Overseas  Relief  and  World  Hunger  -  a  record  of  $10,900,000  was 

spent  for  meeting  human  needs. 
New  Work  -  110  new  cities  entered  in  41  countries. 
Contributions  -  Members  of  churches  overseas  gave  the  equivalent 

of  $99,800,987  through  their  churches. 
Discipleship  -  18,644  people  enrolled  in  discipleship  training,  more 

than  double  1987. 
Theological  Education  -  26,952  overseas  Baptists  enrolled  in  formal 
ministerial  training,  up  21  percent  over  1987. 
The  above  statistics  represent  lives  changed  by  the  gospel  and  give  a  good  summary 
of  what  Southern  Baptists  are  accomplishing  abroad.  We  need  to  continue  to  respond 
to  the  urgent  call  for  specific  prayer  needs.  A  total  of  140,555  calls  came  into  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board's  Prayer  Line  (1-800-All-Seek)  for  prayer  needs  in  1988.  Southern  Bap- 
tists are  a  missions  people.  The  more  we  know  about  our  cooperative  missions  effort, 
the  more  praying,  giving  and  going  we  will  do.

General  Board  Report 

The  first  meeting  convened  at  Caraway,  January  24,  1989.  Dr.  James  Dunn, 
Executive  Director  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Public  Affairs,  Washington,  DC,  gave 
the  devotion  using  1  Timothy  2:5,  emphasizing  that  work  needs  to  be  done  in  the  Spirit 
of  God's  presence  because  it  is  to  Him  that  we  come  and  offer  everything. 

New  General  Board  Members  were  introduced.  General  Board  officers  were  elected; 
Glen  Holt,  Pastor  of  First  Baptist  Church,  Fayetteville,  was  elected  President,  Harvey 
Reynor,  Belhaven  Missionary  Baptist  Church,  Vice  President. 

Various  committees  gave  their  report  of  information  with  a  lengthy  discussion  on 
the  subject  of  changing  the  name  of  Wingate  College.  The  college  Trustees  had  given 
approval  of  changing  the  name  of  Wingate  College  to  "Charles  Cannon  University". 
A  motion  was  made  to  request  more  study  on  the  subject  and  be  brought  back  to  the 
General  Board  at  the  next  meeting. 

The  General  Board  met  at  Meredith  College  on  May  23,  1989,  and  Dr.  John  E. 
Weems,  College  President,  welcomed  the  Members  to  the  Meredith  Campus.  Rev. 
Crate  Jones  gave  the  invocation,  using  Psalms  24  on  the  subject  of  "A  Hand  Full  of 
Memories." 

The  Social  Services  committee  recommended  Baptist  Children's  Homes,  Baptist 
Retirement  Homes  and  the  Baptist  Hospital  return  to  receiving  separate  special  offer- 
ings beginning  in  1992  with  preference  given  to  the  former  dates  identified  for  these 
offerings.  The  vote  was  45  in  favor  and  20  in  opposition.  The  motion  carried. 

The  committee  on  Christian  Higher  Education  recommended  in  the  Annual  Session 
in  November  1989  that  the  General  Board  will  bring  to  the  convention  without  pre- 
judice a  proposal  changing  the  name  of  Wingate  College  to  Cannon-Wingate  Univer- 
sity. The  motion  passed. 
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Dr.  Roy  Smith  discussed  in  great  length  a  partnership  with  North  Carolina  Baptists 
and  Baptist  People  of  Poland.  He  said  the  Polish  people  believe  things  are  really 
happening  in  Poland  for  the  first  time  in  67  years.  He  asked  "believers"  to  pray  that 
the  openness  that  is  there  now  will  continue. 

The  General  Board  convened  for  the  third  and  final  meeting  of  the  year,  September 
26-27  at  North  Carolina  Baptist  Assembly,  Caswell.  Mr.  Richard  Smith  presented  the 
financial  report  with  comment  of  a  sound  financial  condition  with  an  increase  of 
Cooperative  funds  above  last  year.  The  proposed  1990  budget  with  a  base  budget  of 
$27,250,000,  $1,050,000  for  expanded  Church  Annunity  Plan,  and  an  extra  challenge 
budget  of  $1,000,000.  This  proposal  must  be  adopted  by  the  Convention  in  November. 
All  committee  reports  were  presented. 

Fruitland's  Board  of  Directors  nominated  Mack  Roberts,  pastor  of  Village  Drive  Baptist 
Church,  Fayetteville,  to  succeed  Alex  L.  Booth,  Jr.  as  President  of  Fruitland  Baptist 
Institute.  He  came  highly  recommended.  A  service  was  held  honoring  Alex  L.  Booth, 
Jr.  for  his  many  years  of  dedicated  service  as  President  of  Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  In- 
stitute. Luther  Osment  was  the  keynote  speaker. 

A  dedication  service  was  held  in  the  new  Conference  Center  naming  the  building 
The  Fred  and  Eduelle  Smith  Conference  Center  in  honoring  them  for  their  untiring 
service  for  20  years  as  General  Manager  of  the  Assembly. 

I  have  enjoyed  serving  on  the  General  Board  as  a  representative  of  Polk  Associa- 
tion. Pray  for  Rev.  Carroll  Page  as  he  serves  for  the  next  four  years  as  your  new  General 
Board  Representative.

Home  Missions  Board  Report 

For  15  years  the  Home  Missions  Board  has  been  committed  to  meeting  goals  in  three 
areas  of  Bold  Mission  Thrust.  These  areas  are  church  starting  and  growth,  evangelism 
and  ministry.  Reorganization  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  became  effective  January 
1,  1989,  and  a  renewed  commitment  to  the  Bold  Mission  Thrust  goals  was  made. 

Larry  Lewis,  president  of  the  HMB,  said,  "More  than  ever  I  am  convinced  that  the 
way  to  win  our  world  to  Christ  is  through  starting  and  growing  Bible  believing,  soul 
winning,  ministering  churches."  The  goal  is  to  have  50,000  Southern  Baptist  Chur- 
ches and  Missions  by  A.D.  2000.  As  of  December  1988,  there  were  42,218  churches 
and  missions. 

All  across  the  United  States,  Southern  Baptists  are  catching  the  spirit  of  the  Year 
of  the  Laity  in  evangelism  and  discipleship.  If  we  are  going  to  win  the  world  to  Christ, 
it  is  going  to  be  up  to  the  layperson,  getting  into  the  marketplace,  touching  the  lives 
of  those  they  see  everyday.  The  evangelism  goal  is  to  have  500,000  baptisms  per  year 
by  A.D.  2000.  In  1988  there  were  348,000  baptisms. 

As  of  December  1988,  there  was  a  total  of  3,827  home  missionaries,  including  733 
newly  appointed  ones. 

By  A.D.  2000,  the  Home  Mission  Board  has  as  its  goal: 
5,000  missionaries 
3,000  chaplains 
75,000  short  term  volunteer  missionaries 
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2,000  long  term  volunteer  missionaries 
The  Home  Mission  Board  is  grateful  for  your  consistent  and  faithful  service  in  the 
total  mission  effort.

State  Missions  Report 

In  our  State  Missions  material,  Roy  J.  Smith,  Executive  Director/Treasurer,  reminds 
us  that  North  Carolina  is  a  mission  field.  We  can  no  longer  assume  that  we  have  enough 
churches,  enough  ministries,  enough  missionaries,  enough  money.  More  than  three 
million  of  our  state's  six  million  residents  claim  no  membership  in  a  church.  There  are 
1.1  million  members  in  our  Baptist  churches,  but  less  than  a  third  of  these  attend  wor- 
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ship  services  and  Bible  study  on  Sunday.  There  were  nnore  enrolled  in  Sunday  School 
20  years  ago  than  today.  We  do  have  room  for  growth. 

There  is  also  a  growing  challenge  in  our  direct  mission  ministries  programs.  Foreign 
nations  have  literally  come  to  live  on  our  doorstep  with  hundreds  and  thousands  of 
people  of  different  lands  calling  North  Carolina  home. 

There  is  hope.  Our  churches,  associations,  state  conventions,  institutions,  and  agen- 
cies still  stand  ready  to  minister  in  Christ's  name  to  all  people.  We  must  always  reach 
out,  minister,  touch  people  wherever  and  by  whatever  means  necessary. 

This  is  State  Missions.  Our  churches,  associations,  state  convention  coming  together 
to  reach  these  seemingly  unreachables. 

State  Missions  is  our  way  of  responding  to  the  Great  Commission  in  our  part  of  the 
world. 

Our  churches  in  the  Polk  Baptist  Association  gave  $5,098  to  State  Missions.  This 
averages  out  about  $243  per  church.  If  the  3,500  churches  had  given  as  we  did,  this 
would  have  only  been  $850,500.  The  State  Mission  goal  was  $1,800,000.  We  will 
try  to  do  better  next  year.  Go  back  to  your  State  Mission  material  and  read  all  the  good 
this  money  is  spent  for. 

Ten  churches  increased  their  State  Missions  gift.  Two  churches  gave  this  year  who 
did  not  give  last  year.  Thank  you  for  all  that  you  are  doing  for  missions  here  in  our  state.

Radio  and  Television  Commission  Report 

The  Radio  and  Television  Commission  has  been  leading  Southern  Baptists  in  the 
use  of  radio  and  television  for  50  years.  In  this  golden  anniversary  year,  our  conven- 
tion is  standing  at  the  threshold  of  its  greatest  opportunity  for  reaching  America  with 
the  gospel. 

If  the  objective  of  Bold  Mission  Thrust  to  reach  every  person  on  earth  with  the  message 
of  Christ  is  to  be  realized,  the  powerful  tools  of  radio  and  television  must  be  utilized. 
The  Radio  and  Television  Commission  is  increasing  its  ability  to  help  Southern  Baptist 
churches  use  broadcast  media  effectively. 

The  ACTS  Satellite  Network  is  the  fastest  growing  Christian  television  network  in 
the  nation  according  to  the  February  1,  1988,  issue  of  Cablevision.  This  national 
magazine  for  the  cable  television  industry  reported  that  ACTS  experienced  a  28.6  per- 
cent growth  in  the  total  number  of  cable  television  households  in  America  in  1987. 
The  second  place  network  had  a  growth  of  16.4  percent. 

The  more  than  350  cable  systems  contracted  to  carry  ACTS  programs  have  6.3 
million  subscribing  homes.  Faith  and  family  programs  produced  by  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist and  other  mainline  denominations  may  be  seen  by  as  many  as  21.5  million 
individuals. 

A  new  series  of  preaching  programs  has  been  added  to  the  impact  of  ACTS,  and 
churches  are  reporting  a  growing  response  from  individuals  seeking  spiritual  counsel 
and  desiring  to  receive  Christ  as  Savior. 

The  Radio  and  Television  Commission  is  a  partner  with  all  Southern  Baptist  chur- 
ches in  the  task  of  reaching  our  nation  and  the  world  with  the  gospel.  Working  together. 
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we  will  accomplish  the  objectives  of  Bold  Mission  Thrust.

South  Mountain  Baptist  Camp  Report 

This  has  truly  been  a  year  of  activity  at  South  Mountain.  As  we  conclude  32  years 
of  ministry  here  at  ''the  camp,"  we  must  pause  to  breathe  a  heartfelt  "thank  you"  to 
our  blessed  Savior  Jesus  Christ,  and  also  to  the  many  friends  of  the  ministry  of  South 
Mountain  Baptist  Camp  and  Retreat  Center. 

During  the  Winter  and  Spring  the  Faith,  Fellowship,  Oak  Grove,  and  Turentine  Chur- 
ches of  Statesville  along  with  the  Sweetwater  Church  of  Hickory,  and  the  Lincoln 
Avenue  and  Antioch  Churches  of  Lincolnton  gave  of  their  time  and  funds  to  help  restore 
and  renovate  some  of  the  cottages.  Other  individuals  gave  their  time  during  work  days 
in  preparation  for  the  1989  camp  season. 

The  summer  camp  season  consisting  of  eight  weeks  was  attended  by  a  total  of  1,161 
girls  and  boys.  Of  this  number,  166  rededicated  their  lives  to  Christ,  78  came  accepting 
Jesus  as  Savior  and  another  25  came  feeling  God  was  leading  them  into  full-time  Chris- 
tian service.  During  the  week  of  June  18-24.  the  camp  was  leased  to  the  N.C.  West 
District  of  the  Wesleyan  Methodist  Church.  They  reported  another  150  decisions.

As  with  any  theme,  SHARE  HOPE.  .  .REACH  10  is  only  the  starting  point,  the 
rallying  cry.  Leaders,  Sunday  School  general  officers  must  move  out  to  transform  slogans 
into  solutions.

.  .  .REACH  10  or  as  many  persons  as  you  can  for  Christ  in  1989-90.

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History  of  Bculah  Baptist  Church 

Beulah  Baptist  Church  was  founded  in  1889.  Since  all  written  records  of  the  church 
before  1901  have  been  destroyed  or  misplaced,  we  do  not  know  how  many  charter 
members  there  were,  nor  do  we  know  any  of  their  names. 

Rev.  Elbert  Jackson,  the  first  recorded  pastor  to  serve  the  church,  was  elected 
December  7,  1901.  Since  that  time  fifteen  pastors  have  served  the  church.  The  present 
pastor,  Rev.Dillard  Davidson,  has  been  at  the  church  since  October  25,  1959. 

In  May  of  1940  Beulah  Baptist  Church  voted  to  have  their  first  homecoming,  and  each 
year  homecoming  is  observed  the  first  Sunday  in  May. 

Beulah  Church  building,  before  the  present  one,  was  once  a  one-room  structure. 'As 
the  years  passed,  two  additions  were  added.  Then  on  August  29,  1976,  the  church  voted 
to  build  a  new  sanctuary  near  the  old  building. 

September  19,  1976  was  a  special  day  for  the  church,  at  twelve  o'clock  noon  on  the 
date  the  first  shovel  of  dirt  was  turned  in  ground  breaking  ceremonies  for  the  new  church 
building.  Rev.  Zeb  D.  Baker,  former  Superintendent  of  Missions  of  the  Polk  Association, 

brought  the  message  that  day.  ,     ,  ,        -r.  t        o^ 

The  members  eagerly  watched  the  construction  of  the  new  building.  Then  on  June  Zb, 

1977  the  first  service  was  held  in  the  new  church  building.  A  church  bell  that  was  bought  in 

1931,  and  used  in  the  old  building,  is  now  in  use  in  the  steeple  of  the  new  church. 
The  desire  of  Beulah  Baptist  Church  is  "to  see  the  salvation  of  the  lost  and  the  edifying 

of  the  Saints  in  a  fellowship  of  unity.  Please  pray  for  us  that  we  may  go  forward  in  our 

Christian  work  for  the  Lord." 

The  present  pastor  is  Rev.  Bruce  Johnson,  who  became  pastor  in  1986. 
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History  of  Faith  Baptist  Church 

Faith  Baptist  Churcli  was  organized  March  30,  1967  with  78  members  from  Mill  Spring 
Baptist  Church  and  one  member  from  Victory  Baptist  Church.  Services  were  held  in  the 
old  Egerton  store  building  before  the  church  building  was  constructed. 

At  the  annual  session  of  the  Green  River  Association,  which  was  held  at  Silver  Creek 
Baptist  Church  on  October  19,  1967,  Faith  Baptist  Church  was  received  as  a  full  member 
of  the  association .  A  few  years  later  when  the  Polk  Baptist  Association  was  organized  Faith 
became  a  charter  member. 

The  church  building  was  to  be  located  on  a  6.5  acre  site  facing  Highway  9  in  Mill 
Spring,  North  Carolina.  This  land  was  donated  by  Mr.  Frank  Jackson  and  ground  break- 
ing services  were  held  October  12,  1967.  Six  months  later,  April  28,  1968,  the  first  service 
was  held  in  the  new  building  with  100  people  present. 

Rev.  Robert  Rownd  was  the  first  pastor  and  he  served  for  two  years.  The  church  called 
Rev.  P.  Thomas  Cannady  as  its  second  pastor.  He  served  from  September  7,  1969  to 
October  15,  1972.  He  and  his  family  are  now  missionaries  in  Honduras. 

Rev.  George  McGill  was  pastor  from  July  1,  1973  until  August  10,  1975.  Rev.  Ronald 
Gilbert  served  as  pastor  from  December  31,  1975  until  April  13,  1980.  Rev.  John  Rogers 
was  pastor  from  February  1,  1981  until  October  12,  1986.  Rev.  William  Kanupp  is  the 
present  pastor  and  has  been  since  March  8,  1987. 

In  the  Spring  of  1981  a  pastorium  was  completed  on  land  given  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John 
Lynch . 

Faith  Baptist  Church  has  licensed  two  men  to  preach.  Phillip  McCall  was  licensed  in 
April  of  1973  and  James  Owens  in  April  of  1977.  Phillip  McCall  was  ordained  on 
September  2,  1979  and  he  is  now  serving  a  church  as  its  full-time  pastor. 

God  has  blessed  Faith  Baptist  Church  and  we  rejoice  in  His  many  blessings.         '

There  were  91  in  attendance  from  18  of  the  21 
churches.  Mr.  James  Rogers,  Green  Creek  First  Baptist  Church,  led  the  music  for  the 
meeting.  The  congregation  was  led  in  singing  "Set  My  Soul  Afire."  Rev.  Ron  Gilbert, 
pastor  at  Sandy  Springs,  read  the  scripture  and  had  prayer.  He  read:  Romans  15:4, 
Romans  8:24,  Ephesians  2:12  and  Colossians  1:27.  Rev.  Bruce  Johnson,  pastor  at 
Beulah,  made  everyone  welcome  and  gave  his  concern  for  all  the  revivals. 

Rev.  Dewey  Price,  moderator,  declared  the  first  Spring  Bi-annual  Meeting  in  ses- 
sion. Rev.  Carroll  Page,  chairman  of  the  Meetings  Committee,  made  a  motion  that 
the  program  be  adopted.  Rev.  Lee  Gregory,  DOM  introduced  the  new 
personnel:  Rev.  Tim  Evans  -  Paceolet  Hills  Baptist,  Rev.  Ron  Gilbert  -  Sandy 
Springs  and  Rev.  Terry  Pleasant  -  Music  Director  at  Sandy  Springs.  He  thanked  the 
people  for  attending  and  suggested  future  messengers  serve  for  the  Fall  and  Spring 
meetings. 

The  moderator  called  for  the  business  session.  Rev.  Chris  Osborn,  Discipleship 
Training  Director,  announced  Bible  Drills  for  the  association  at  Midway  Baptist 
Church.  He  said  that  Rev.  Maurice  Cooper,  Discipleship  Training  Director  for  N.C. 
would  be  our  "M"  Night  speaker  on  November  26.  He  insisted  on  VBS  workers  being 
at  the  VBS  Clinic  on  May  8  from  7:00  -  9:00  p.m.  Mrs.  Carolyn  Mills,  WMU  Director, 
announced  an  Acteen  "Lock-In"  at  Midway  Baptist  Church  on  May  18,  Friday,  7:30 
until  Saturday  8:30  a.m.  Mrs.  Melba  Gregory,  clerk,  gave  the  Executive  Committee 
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Report.  The  Financial  Report  was  given  by  the  DOM  in  the  absence  of  the  treasurer, 
Mrs.  Linda  Byers.  The  Nominating  Committee  Report  was  given  by  Rev.  William 
Kanupp,  chairman.  The  following  directors  were  nominated:  Pastorial  Ministries 
-Rev.  William  Kanupp,  Sunday  School  -  Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw,  Discipleship  Training 
-Rev.  Ron  Gilbert,  WMU  -  Mrs.  Carolyn  Mills,  Brotherhood  -  Mr.  Russell  Randolph, 
Evengelism  -  Rev.  Chris  Osborn,  Stewardship  -  Mr.  Leroy  McCraw,  Mission  Develop- 
ment -  Rev.  Victor  Hinson,  Recreation  -  Mrs.  Peggy  Hinson  and  Family  Ministries 
-Rev.  Derrick  Yelton.  Rev.  Kanupp  made  a  motion  that  these  persons  be  approved  to 
begin  serving  in  the  fall  with  the  exception  of  Mr.  Randolph,  the  Brotherhood  Director 
who  is  to  begin  serving  immediately.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  all  voted  in  favor. 
Rev.  Carroll  Page,  Representative  to  the  General  Board  of  N.C.  Bap.  St.  Convention 
gave  his  report.  Rev.  Page  met  first  time  with  the  board  on  January  30-31  at  Caraway 
Conference  Center.  He  will  serve  on  the  Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs  Council. 
One  of  the  issues  he  said  they  discussed  was  the  Child  Care  Program  which  would  in- 
volve our  churches  who  have  Child  Care  Programs.  Funding  Baptist  Colleges  was 
another  issue  discussed,  some  wanting  funds  given  according  to  size  of  the  student 
body.  He  also  reported  on  sales  taxes  which  churches  should  pay. 

Mrs.  Jan  Bartok,  Assistant  Director  of  Steps  to  Hope,  spoke  about  the  work  the 
home  is  doing  for  abused  women  and  abused  children.  In  1986  a  home  was  rented 
from  Polk  County  for  $1  a  year  behind  the  Sheriff's  Department,  feeling  that  this  was 
an  ideal  place  where  the  women  and  children  could  be  safe  from  their  abusers.  She 
said  that  they  appreciated  any  help  the  churches  can  give.  One  of  her  closing 
statements  was  "service  to  our  Lord  begins  outside  our  church  walls." 

At  this  time  Mr.  Rogers  led  the  congregation  in  singing,  "Lord,  Send  a  Revival." 
Rev.  John  Edwards,  Evangelism  Chairman,  spoke  on  the  "Here's  Hope  Revivals" 
and  how  important  preparation  was  to  the  success  of  the  revivals.  Rev.  Derrick  Yelton 
and  Rev.  Hubert  Street  told  of  the  preparation  that  had  been  made  in  their  churches. 

Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw,  Chairman  of  the  Youth  Fund  Committee,  reported  on  his 
committee's  meeting.  Mrs.  Peggy  Hinson  and  Rev.  Derrick  Yelton  serve  on  the  com- 
mittee. He  said  they  had  discussed  several  options  about  how  to  spend  this  money, 
$6, 152.87,  which  was  given  by  Mr.  Harry  Gibson  to  be  used  for  the  Youth  of  the  Polk 
Baptist  Association.  He  said,  "We  recommend  that  we  have  more  time  to  do  research 
and/to  find  something  suitable  for  our  youth  and  our  associaton.  He  also  said  "we 
want  to  check  out  all  possibilities  and  are  open  to  suggestions." 

The  moderator  asked  for  other  business.  Rev.  Boyce  Bradshaw  announced  a  Sun- 
day School  Rally  for  October  2.  The  DOM  announced  Executive  Committee  Meeting 
on  July  10. 

The  moderator  asked  Rev.  Carroll  Page  to  introduce  the  speaker.  He  introduced 
Rev.  Tom  Dyar  as  a  man  with  a  gift  of  evangelism  and  with  a  burden  for  the  lost.  Mr. 
James  Rogers  sang  a  solo,  "The  Greatest  of  All  Miracles."  Rev.  Dyar  of  Greenville, 
S.C.  spoke  on  "What  Is  Needed  In  Our  Churches  To  Have  A  Revival."  He  read

1.  Jesus  announced  "I  will  build  my  church" 

2.  Catch  the  People,  The  Holy  Spirit  in  the  lives  of  the  people  is  the  best  advertise- 
ment for  the  church.

4.  Pastor  -  Shepherd  the  disciples  being  saved. 
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5.  Church  needs  the  needle  of  faith  and  the  thread  of  love  to  sew  up  the  holes  the 
devil  has  made  in  the  church. 

6.  Ministry  of  encouragement  is  needed  in  the  churches.

God  Be  The  Glory."  Rev.  Hubert  Street,  pastor  at  Coopers  Gap  Baptist  Church  read 
Psalm  46:1-3  and  led  in  prayer. 

Rev.  William  Kanupp,  pastor  of  the  host  church,  gave  a  warm  welcome  to  the 
association^  messengers  and  visitors.  Rev.  Donald  Waldrop  declared  the  meeting  to 
be  in  session.  Rev.  Carroll  Page,  Chairman  of  the  Associational  Meetings  Committee, 
presented  the  program  and  moved  for  its  adoption.  The  motion  was  seconded. 

Rev.  Lee  Gregory,  Director  of  Missions,  introduced  the  new  personnel  -  Mr.  Dave 
Garner,  Youth  Director  at  Green  Creek  First  Baptist,  Dr.  Robert  Lamb,  Interim  Pastor 
at  Columbus  Baptist,  Mr.  Danny  Black,  Interim  Pastor  at  Big  Level  Baptist  and  Mr. 
Michael  Wilson,  Associational  Music  Director. 

Rev.  Lee  Gregory  presented  the  Book  of  Reports  as  information.  Mrs.  Melba 
Gregory,  Associational  Clerk,  gave  the  Executive  Committee  report  and  moved  for  its 
adoption.  This  was  seconded. 

Mrs.  Wilma  Jolley  presented  the  Financial  Report  in  Mrs.  Linda  Byers,  Associa- 
tional Treasurer's  absence.  Mrs.  Jolley,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  also 
presented  the  1990-91  budget  and  moved  for  its  adoption.  This  was  seconded. 

Rev.  William  Kanupp,  Chairman  of  the  Nominating  Committee,  gave  his  report 
and  moved  for  its  adoption.  This  was  seconded. 

Rev.  Joyce  Bradshaw,  a  member  of  the  Missions  Performance  Council,  presented  a 
recommendation  for  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws.  This  change  was 
published  in  the  two  newsletters  preceeding  the  annual  meeting  and  reads 
thus:  CONSTITUTIONAL  CHANGE  The  Mission  Performance  Councils  recom- 
mends an  ammendm.ent  to  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws.  When  the  new  Constitution 
and  Bylaws  was  presented  and  adopted  last  year,  we  failed  to  include  a  committee  to 
review  and  update  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws  as  needed.  We  recommend  the 
following  committee  and  their  duties. 

"Article  V  Section  7.  .  .The  Constitution  and  Bylaws  committee.  .  .This  committee 
shall  be  responsible  for  reviewing  and  updating  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws.  It's  duties 
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shall  be:  (a)  study  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws,  (b)  announce  any  suggested  or 
needed  changes  to  the  churches  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws,  (c) 
present  needed  changes  to  the  associational  fall  meeting.  This  committee  shall  consist 
of  three  members,  each  elected  for  a  three  year  term  with  terms  rotating  so  that  only 
one  new  member  will  be  elected  each  year." 

This  was  moved  for  adoption  and  seconded. 

Rev.  Carroll  Page,  representative  of  the  General  Board  of  the  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tist   State    Convention    gave    his   report.    Some    of   the    things    he    reported    were: 

Churches  are  exempt  from  paying  taxes  on  meals  at  church.  Other  monies  made 
from  selling  in  the  churches  are  not  exempt.  He  also  reported  tension  pertaining  to  the- 
budget  to  be  voted  on  at  the  N.C.  Baptist  State  Convention  in  November.  He  en- 
couraged the  people  to  be  in  prayer  for  this  convention.  He  said  we  can  be  unified.  He 
also  gave  the  report  on  Time,  Place  and  Preacher.  The  Bi- Annual  meeting  will  be  on 
April  25,  1991  at  Silver  Creek  Baptist  Church  and  the  Annual  Meeting  will  be  at  San- 
dy Springs  Baptist  on  October  24,  1991.  Rev.  William  Kanupp  will  preach  the  annual 
sermon  and  Rev.  Derrick  Yelton  will  be  the  alternate.  Voted  and  approved. 

Miss  Suthell  Walker,  N.C.  Baptist  State  Convention  representative,  gave  a 
challenge  to  the  churches  about  Sunday  School,  Discipleship  Training,  Baptist 
Women  and  Brotherhood. 

Dr.  Kay  Huggins,  N.C.  Baptist  State  Convention  "CARE"  (Convention /Associa- 
tion Relationship  Enhancement)  representative  spoke  about  the  need  for  strong  chur- 
ches and  offered  his  help  to  the  churches. 

North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  representative,  Rev.  Calvin  Knight,  talked  about 
the  hospital's  aim  to  bring  healing  under  the  help  of  the  Great  Healer.  The  hospital 
was  founded  in  1923.  In  the  complex  of  buildings,  there  are  800  beds.  He  also  spoke 
of  the  many  new  types  of  new  surgery  that  is  performed  there  because  of  the  medical 
research  that  is  done  at  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine  such  as:  bone  marrow 
transplant,  lung  transplant,  eye  surgery  and  etc. 

Baptist  Children's  Homes  representative.  Rev.  Aubrey  Folk,  brought  greetings  from 
Dr.  Blackwell,  Director,  and  thanked  the  people  for  their  support.

Mrs.  Eloise  McManus,  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  representative  brought  greetings 
from  Dr.  Stillerman,  Director.  She  told  about  the  new  home,  Brookridge  in  Winston- 
Salem.  She  said  there  was  a  waiting  list  for  applicants  in  all  areas  of  this  home  except 
the  Garden  Homes.  She  reported  that  67%  were  dependent  on  N.C.  Baptist's  financial 
support.  The  offerings  for  the  Retirement  Homes  is  February  3-10. 

Mr.  Michael  Wilson  led  the  congregation  in  singing  "There  Is  Power  In  The  Blood." 
Rev.  Bruce  Johnson,  pastor  at  Beulah  Baptist,  preached  the  annual  sermon.  His  text 
was  Hebrews  10:14-25.

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Constitution 


of  the 
Polk  Baptist  Association  <- 

Article  I  -  NAME 
This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  POLK  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION. 

Article  II  -  PURPOSE 

It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association  to  promote  spiritual  growth 
through  its  programs,  training,  and  resources.  To  enable  churches  to  be  in  fellowship 
and  to  be  on  mission  individually  and  together,  as  fostered  by  the  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tist State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  implementing  the  Great 
Commission  in  the  County,  the  State,  and  around  the  world. 

Article  III  -  MEETINGS 

The  Association  shall  convene  bi-annually  on  the  fourth  Thursday  evenings  in  April 
and  October. 

Article  IV  -  MEMBERSHIP 

The  Association  shall  consist  of  messengers  who  are  members  of  the  affiliated  chur- 
ches, as  follows: 

(1)  Three  messengers  from  each  affiliated  church;  an  additional  messenger  for 
every  50  members  or  major  fraction  thereof,  over  the  first  50  members;  (No 
church  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  10  messengers) 

(2)  The  Pastors  of  all  affiliated  churches; 

(3)  The  Director  of  Missions  and  the  elected  officers  of  the  Association; 

(4)  The  Associational  Council  Members. 

The  Association  shall  have  no  power  over  the  churches,  nor  the  privilege  to  infringe 
upon  their  internal  rights. 

Article  V  -  AFFILIATED  CHURCHES 

SECTION  1.  Reception  of  Churches  -  The  association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  her 
membership,  and  may  receive  or  reject  churches  applying  for  membership  therein,  at 
her  pleasure. 

(A)  New  Churches  -  A  newly  established  Southern  Baptist  church  or  churches  so 
received  shall  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association  for  a  period  of  one 
year  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Mission  Development  Council,  pro- 
vided such  request  comes  at  least  30  days  prior  to  an  association  meeting. 
During  this  period  of  proving  such  church  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  association  except  that  of  voting.  They  must  be  voted  on  by 
two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting. 

(B)  An  established  Southern  Baptist  church  in  doctrinal  agreement  with  the  Polk 
Baptist  Association  would  be  received  immediately  into  full  membership  of  the 
association,  upon  being  voted  on  by  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  messengers  pre- 
sent and  voting  at  an  associational  meeting  providing  request  is  made  30  days 
prior  to  this  meeting  and  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Missions  Develop- 
ment Council. 
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SECTION  2.  Dismissal  of  Churches  -  The  association  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to 
withdraw  fellowship  from  any  and  every  church  which: 

(A)  Proves  to  be  heretical  in  doctrine  and/or  immoral  in  practice; 

(B)  Over  a  period  of  time  fails  to  cooperate  with  the  association; 

(C)  Fails  to  send  a  Church  Informational  Letter  (yearly)  to  the  association. 
The  Associational  Missions  Development  Council  shall  seek  to  make  the  church  fully 

aware  of  this  impending  action.  This  action  shall  require  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the 
messengers  present  and  voting  at  an  associational  meeting. 

Article  VI  -  ORGANIZATION 

INTRODUCTION:   The  association  shall  be  organized  into  five  levels  of  operation: 
Governing,  Personnel,  Administrative  Services,  Mission  Performance  Programs  and 
Fellowship  Groups.

SECTION  5.  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL:  The  Associational  Council  shall  con- 
sist of  the  general  officers  of  the  association,  the  directors  of  the  mission  performance 
programs,  and  the  director  of  missions.  The  chairperson  of  each  fellowship  group  will- 
be  an  ex  officio  member  of  the  Associational  Council.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall 
serve  as  chairman.  This  council  shall  plan  the  annual  associational  calendar  and 
coordinate  all  program  ministries  during  the  year. 

SECTION  6.  FELLOWSHIP  GROUPS:  The  purpose  of  the  Fellowship  Groups 
would  be  to  provide  a  setting  for  particular  groups  to  meet  together  for  fellowship, 
dialogue,  encouragement  and  mutual  care.  Hopefully,  as  the  individual  groups  meet 
together  the  fellowship  of  the  whole  Association  would  be  strengthened.  The  leader 
of  each  fellowship  group  would  be  an  ex  officio  member  of  the  Associational  Council.

Article  VII  -  PROCEDURE 

The  business  of  the  association  shall  be  conducted  according  to  Robert's  Rules  of 
Order.  These  rules  shall  govern  the  working  procedures  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association. 

Article  VIII  -  AMENDMENT 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended,  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  messengers  present 
and  voting.  One  month  prior  to  an  associational  meeting,  any  recommended  change 
shall  be  presented  in  writing  to  the  churches  and  acted  upon  at  the  fall  meeting. 

Article  IX  -  ADOPTION 

Upon  adoption  by  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  messengers  present  and  voting  this  Con- 
stitution shall  become  effective  at  the  close  of  this  session  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Associa- 
tion, and  shall  effect  a  repeal  of  all  previously  adopted  rules.  Adopted  this  nineteenth 
day  of  October,  1989  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ. 
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Bylaws 

of  the 
Polk  Baptist  Association 

Article  I  -  ASSOCIATIONAL  MEETINGS 

SECTION  1.  Quorum  -  Representatives  from  one-third  (Vs)  of  the  affiliated  chur- 
ches shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

SECTION  2.  Order  of  Business  -  An  Order  of  Business  shall  be  adopted  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  first  session  of  the  meeting.  A  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  shall  be  required  to 
execute  any  change. 

SECTION  3.  Visitors  may  be  invited  to  participate  in  the  deliberations  of  the  Associa- 
tion without  privilege  to  vote. 

SECTION  4.  Special  Session  -  A  special  session  of  the  Association  may  be  called 
by  the  Executive  Committee  or  Moderator. 

SECTION  5.  Authority  for  any  necessary  changes  in  this  meeting  schedule  is  given 
to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Article  II  -  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

SECTION  1.  Membership  -  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the 
Association,  the  directors  of  Mission  Performance  Programs,  a  pastor  from  each  church 
in  the  Association,  and  two  lay  members  from  each  church.  The  Director  of  Missions 
shall  be  an  ex  officio  member  of  this  committee. 

SECTION  2.  Function  -  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  act  for 
the  Association  in  the  interim  between  bi-annual  sessions  of  the  Association,  except 
as  specifically  limited  by  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws,  prior  action  of  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Association  and  the  current  approved  budget  of  the  Association. 
SECTION  3.  Duties  - 

SUB.  SECTION  1.  -  The  Executive  Committee  is  charged  with  the  respon- 
sibility of  deciding  any  need  related  to  administrative  programming,  mission 
ministry  projects,  and  Associational  Staff. 

SUB.  SECTION  2.  -  A  full  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be 
presented  at  each  bi-annual  session  of  the  Association,  together  with  plans 
and  recommendations  for  the  promotion  and  extension  of  the  work  of  the 
Association. 

SUB.  SECTION  3.  -  Any  vacancy  occurring  between  sessions  of  the  Associa- 
tion shall  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  by  the  recommendation  of 
the  Nominating  Committee  and  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
SECTION  4.  Meetings  -  This  committee  shall  meet  the  second  Tuesday  night  of 
January  and  July.  The  annual  meeting  will  take  the  place  of  the  Executive  Committee 
in  April  and  October.  The  Moderator  may  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee upon  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Missions. 

SECTION  5.  QuDrum  -  Members  present  at  any  meeting  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee shall  compose  a  quorum. 

SECTION  6.  Officers  -  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  serve  as  officers  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 
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Article  III  -  PERSONNEL 

SECTION  1.  Director  of  Missions  -  The  Director  of  Missions  is  the  general  leader 
of  the  Association,  serving  as  the  director  of  directors  of  all  programs,  ministries,  and 
services  of  the  Association,  and  shall  be  an  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees,  coun- 
cils, and  groups  of  the  Association.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  lead  the  Association 
to  explore  new  mission  frontiers  and  shall  be  a  minister  to  the  churches  and  church 
leaders. 

Election  to  this  office  shall  be  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Search  Committee 
and  by  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting  at  an  AssociationaJ_ 
meeting.  The  time  of  service  shall  continue  until  terminated  at  the  request  of  the  Direc- 
tor of  Missions  to  the  Personnel  Committee,  or  at  the  request  of  the  Personnel  Com- 
mittee to  the  Association,  which  shall  require  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  vote  of 
messengers  present  and  voting  at  an  Associational  meeting.  Proper  notice  and  explana- 
tion of  termination  shall  be  provided  to  or  by  the  Director  of  Missions  and/or  the  Per- 
sonnel Committee.  Each  party  must  give  a  30  days  written  notice. 

SECTION  2.  Administrative  Assistant  -  This  individual  assists  the  Director  of  Mis- 
sions with  the  daily  administrative  matters  of  the  Association  by  answering  the  telephone, 
greeting  visitors  to  the  Association  office  and  helping  to  meet  their  needs.  The 
Administrative  Assistant  shall  supervise  the  work  of  office  help  and  enlist  and  super- 
vise volunteers  along  with  the  Director  of  Missions. 

SECTION  3.  Other  Staff  -  Other  staff  may  be  employed  as  needed  by  the  Associa- 
tion upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Personnel  Committee. 

SECTION  4.  Volunteers  -  To  assist  at  the  associational  office. 

Article  IV  -  OFFICERS  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION 

SECTION  1.  Moderator  -  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually.  He  shall  preside 
at  the  annual  meeting(s)  of  the  Association,  and  at  the  Executive  Committee  meetings. 
His  term  of  office  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in  succession.  The  Moderator  shall  be 
an  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees,  councils,  and  groups  of  the  Association. 

SECTION  2.  Vice  Moderator  -  The  Vice  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually  and 
in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Moderator,  shall  automatically  become 
Moderator,  and  the  Nominating  Committee  shall  fill  the  vacancy  of  Vice  Moderator 
at  the  next  Executive  Committee  or  an  associational  meeting.  His  duties  shall  be  to 
serve  when  called  upon  by  the  Moderator  or  in  the  absence  of  the  Moderator.  His  term 
of  office  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in  succession. 

SECTION  3.  Clerk  -  The  Clerk  shall  record  and  keep  in  permanent  form  all  transac- 
tions of  the  Association  and  make  this  information  available  upon  request.  The  Clerk's 
duties  shall  be  to:  (a)  serve  as  recorder  during  the  meetings  of  the  Association;  (b) 
secure  from  the  churches  the  annual  Uniform  Church  Letter  and  process  it  according 
to  recommended  procedures;  (c)  edit  the  associational  annual;  (d)  work  with  the 
Historian  to  preserve  the  official  records  of  the  Association;  (e)  train  and  assist  church 
clerks.  The  Administrative  Assistant  shall  serve  as  the  .Clerk  of  the  Association. 

SECTION  4.  Treasurer  -  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  of  the  funds  contributed  to 
the  Association  and  disburse  them  in  accordance  with  the  budget  of  the  Association 
or  for  which  the  funds  were  contributed.  The  Treasurer's  duties  shall  be  to:  (a)  serve 
as  an  ex  officio  member  of  the  Association's  Finance  Committee;  (b)  work  with  the 
Finance  Committee  to  recommend  and  establish  fiscal  policies;  (c)  maintain  proper 
records  of  all  monies  received  and  disbursed;  (d)  provide  printed  quarterly  and  a'nnual 
reports  to  the  Association  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements.  The  Treasurer  shall  be 
elected  annually. 


Article  V  -  ADMINISTRATIVE  COMMITTEES 

SECTION  1.  Associational  Meetings  Committee  -  This  committee  sliall  be  responsi- 
ble for  planning  and  conducting  the  regular  and  called  meetings  of  the  Association. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be:  (a)  propose  an  order  of  business  for  each 
meeting  of  the  Association;  (b)  enlist  all  program  personnel  for  the  Associational 
meetings;  (c)  publicize  the  order  of  business  to  the  churches  in  advance  of  the  meetings; 
(d)  be  responsible  for  memorials  and  resolutions  at  the  meetings;  (e)  arrange  for  the 
facilities  needed  for  each  meeting;  (f)  arrange  for  and  conduct  proper  registration  of 
messengers  and  visitors  at  each  meeting,  and  report  registration  as  requested;  and  (g) 
recommend  the  place  and  preacher  to  the  messengers  one  year  in  advance  of  each 
meeting. 

This  committee  shall  consist  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  three  year  term,  with 
the  terms  rotating,  with  two  members  being  elected  each  year. 

SECTION  2.  Nominating  Committee  -  This  committee  leads  in  coordinating  the  selec- 
tion of  all  Association-elected  leaders,  except  paid  personnel. 

Its  duties  are  to:  (a)  select,  interview,  enlist,  and  recommend  general  associational 
officers,  mission  performance  program  directors,  and  committee  chairpersons;  (b)  coor- 
dinate the  selection  of  workers  for  all  the  association's  committees;  (c)  assist  associa- 
tional program  directors  in  discovering  and  enlisting  qualified  persons  to  fill  positions 
in  their  respective  organizations;  (d)  present  nominees  for  general  officers  and  program 
directors  to  the  Association  in  the  April  associational  meeting,  all  others  nominees  shall 
be  presented  in  the  October  associational  meeting;  (e)  nominate  special  committees 
as  assigned  by  the  Association. 

This  committee  shall  consist  of  six  members,  each  appointed  for  a  three  year  term, 
with  the  terms  rotating.  Two  members  shall  be  appointed  each  year  by  the  Moderator. 

SECTION  3.  Finance  Committee  -  This  committee  shall  assist  the  Association  in  secur- 
ing, administering,  and  reporting  its  finances. 

Its  duties  are  to:  (a)  develop  and  recommend  an  overall  financial  development  plan; 
(b)  develop  and  recommend  an  associational  budget  based  on  the  plans  of  the  associa- 
tion's various  programs  and  ministries;  (c)  plan  and  direct  the  effort  to  seek  giving  com- 
mitments from  the  churches;  (d)  conduct  studies  and  make  recommendations  con- 
cerning proposed  expenditures  not  included  in  the  budget;  (e)  review  expenditures 
in  terms  of  budget  allocations,  present  quarterly  financial  reports  to  the  association, 
and  recommend  budget  adjustments  if  needed;  (f)  develop  and  recommend  financial 
policies  and  procedures;  and  (g)  be  responsible  for  an  annual  audit  with  the  report 
presented  to  the  Association  in  the  April  meeting 

The  budget  shall  be  prepared  and  presented  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Association  by  the  second  Tuesday  of  July  each  year.  The  messengers  shall  vote  on 
the  proposed  budget  during  the  fall  meeting  of  the  Association.  The  fiscal  year  of  the 
Association  shall  be  from  October  1  through  September  30. 

This  committee  shall  consist  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  three  year  term,  with 
terms  rotating,  with  two  members  being  elected  each  year. 

SECTION  4.  The  Properties  Committee  -  This  committee  shall  assist  the  Associa- 
tion in  the  administration  of  all  properties. 

Its  duties  shall  be  to:  (a)  inspect  and  keep  inventory  of  all  associational  properties; 
(b)  make  recommendations  to  the  Personnel  Committee  regarding  the  employment, 
training,  and  supervision  of  maintenance  personnel;  (c)  develop  and  initiate  scheduled 
cleaning  procedures;  (d)  develop  and  recommend  policies  and  procedures  for  using 
facilities  and  equipment;  (f)  request  and  administer  maintenance,  furniture,  and  equip- 
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ment  budget;  (g)  develop  and  recommend  an  adequate  insurance  plan  for  the  proper- 
ties; (h)  make  recommendations  for  improvements  and  expansions;  (i)  shall  act  as 
trustees  of  the  Association. 

This  committee  shall  consist  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  three  year  term,  with 
the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two  members  are  elected  ea^h  year. 

SECTION  5.  The  Personnel  Committee  -  This  committee  shall  be  responsible  for 
all  paid  employees  of  the  Association.  Its  duties  shall  be  to:  (a)  recommend  policies 
and  procedures  for  the  selection,  supervision,  and  termination  of  associational  person- 
nel; (b)  prepare  and  maintain  a  job  description  manual  relating  to  the  association's  per- 
sonnel; (c)  recruit,  interview,  and  recommend  to  the  Association  new  personnel, 
excluding  the  Director  of  Missions,  in  full  cooperation  with  the  appropriate  supervisor; 
(d)  develop  and  recommend  salaries  and  benefits  for  employed  personnel;  (e)  develop 
and  recommend  to  the  Association,  policies  and  procedures  regarding  continuing  educa- 
tion and  development  for  the  Director  of  Missions  and  other  paid  personnel. 

This  committee  shall  consist  of  three  members,  each  elected  for  a  three  year  term, 
with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  one  member  is  elected  each  year. 

SECTION  6.  The  Promotions  Committee  -  This  committee  shall  be  responsible  for 
promoting  the  programs,  ministries,  and  services  of  the  Association  to  the  churches 
and  to  the  general  public.  Its  duties  shall  be  to:  (a)  develop  and  implement  an  annual 
Associational  Emphasis  Week;  (b)  assist,  as  needed,  with  office-produced  communica- 
tions; (c)  promote  resolutions  or  public  statements  passed  by  the  association;  (d)  develop 
promotional  brochures  or  other  literature  that  identifies  the  work  of  the  Association; 
and  (e)  assist,  as  requested  by  the  Association  or  associational  leaders  in  promoting 
or  reporting  the  work  and  actions  of  the  Association  through  the  secular  media. 

This  committee  shall  consist  of  three  members,  each  elected  for  a  three  year  term, 
with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  one  member  is  elected  each  year. 

SECTION  7.  The  Constitution  and  Bylaws  Committee  -  This  Committee  shall  be 
responsible  for  reviewing  and  updating  the  Constitution  and  Byalws.  It's  duty  shall 
be:  (a)  study  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws,  (b)  announce  any  suggested  or  needed 
changes  to  the  churches  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws,  (c)  present 
needed  changes  to  the  associational  fall  meeting.  This  committee  shall  consist  of  three 
members,  each  elected  for  a  three  year  term  with  terms  rotating  so  that  only  one  new 
member  will  be  elected  each  year. 

Article  VI  -  SPECIAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  SERVICES 

SECTION  1.  The  Historian  -  The  Historian  shall  gather,  preserve,  and  interpret 
historical  records  of  the  Association's  life  and  work.  Duties  shall  be:  (a)  work  with  the 
associational  clerk  in  gathering  and  preserving  past  associational  records;  (b)  assist  in 
the  recording  of  present  day  activities;  (c)  communicate  and  interpret  the  heritage  of 
the  Association  to  associational  leaders  and  member  churches;  (d)  use  historical  facts 
and  documents  to  challenge  the  Association  to  accomplish  its  mission;  (e)  to  prepare 
and  present  a  history  of  the  churches  where  the  annual  meeting  is  held,  and  to  preserve 
continuing  records  of  these  meetings,  which  are  to  be  passed  on  to  the  succeeding 
historian. 

The  Historian  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  and  approved  by 
the  Association. 

SECTION  2.  The  Parliamentarian  -  The  Parliamentarian  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Moderator. 
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Article  VII  -  MISSION  PERFORMANCE  PROGRAMS  (COUNCILS) 

The  Program  Councils  shall  undergird  and  give  support  to  the  work  of  program  related 
ministries  of  the  Association.  Training  leadership  shall  be  a  primary  responsibility.  These 
Councils  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  work  in 
cooperation  with  the  Associational  Council. 

The  directors  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  and  approved  by 
the  Association,  and  each  director  shall  be  responsible  for  securing  his  council  members 
in  consultation  with  the  Nominating  Committee  and  the  Director  of  Missions. 

Each  council  shall  present  a  proposed  budget  submitted  to  the  Finance  Committee 
by  June  10  and  a  calendar  of  events  to  the  Associational  Council  by  August  1. 

SECTION  1.  The  Pastoral  Ministries  Council  -  This  council  shall  assist  the  churches 
in  the  development  of  pastoral  ministries,  deacon  ministry,  vocational  guidance  and 
church  administrative  services.  In  addition,  the  council  shall  minister  to  the  distinctive 
needs  of  pastors,  deacons,  church  staff  persons,  church  councils,  church  officers  and 
committee  members  and  church  vocation  volunteers.  The  council  shall  be  available 
to  assist  churches  in  the  ordination  of  new  ministers  and  shall  secure  an  ordination  com- 
mittee. The  Pastoral  Ministries  Council  shall  consist  of  a  director  and  other  leaders  as 
needed  to  conduct  the  program. 

SECTION  2.  The  Sunday  School  Council  -  This  council  shall  assist  and  challenge 
churches  to  improve  and  enlarge  all  areas  of  their  Sunday  School  through  planning, 
training,  administration  activities,  consultation,  program  interpretation,  and  cooperative 
projects.  The  council  shall  include  the  Sunday  School  Director  and  the  other  members 
of  the  ASSISTeam. 

SECTION  3.  The  Discipleship  Training  Council  -  This  council  shall  assist  the  chur- 
ches in  starting  and  expanding  Christian  discipleship  through  their  Discipleship  Train- 
ing programs.  This  council  shall  consist  of  a  Discipleship  Training  Director  and  ACTeam 
members. 

SECTION  4.  The  Music  Ministry  Council  -  This  council  shall  assist  the  churches 
through  establishing,  conducting,  enlarging  and  improving  their  music  ministries.  Music 
Ministry  Council  shall  be  responsible  for  all  age  group  choirs  on  the  associational  level. 
The  council  shall  consist  of  a  Music  Ministry  Director  and  other  leaders  as  needed  to 
conduct  the  program.   , 

SECTION  5.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Council  -  This  council  shall  assist  chur- 
ches in  promoting  missions  and  in  establishing,  enlarging,  and  strengthening  W.M.U. 
work.  The  council  shall  consist  of  a  W.M.U.  Director  and  other  leaders  as  needed  to 
conduct  the  program.  The  Associational  W.M.U.  shall  elect  their  own  director. 

SECTION  6.  The  Brotherhood/Baptist  Men  Council  -  This  council  shall  assist  the 
churches  in  educating  and  involving  men  and  boys  in  missions.  The  council  shall  con- 
sist of  a  Brotherhood/Baptist  Men  Director  and  other  leaders  as  needed  to  conduct 
the  program. 

SECTION  7.  The  Evangelism  Council  -  This  council  shall  assist  the  churches  in 
reaching  people  for  Christ  through  evangelistic  training  and  by  bringing  the  churches 
together  in  corporate  efforts  of  evangelism.  The  council  shall  consist  of  an  Evangelism 
Director  and  other  leaders  as  needed  to  conduct  the  program. 

SECTION  8.  The  Stewardship  Council  -  This  council  shall  assist  the  churches  in  the 
development  of  individual  and  corporate  stewardship.  The  council  shall  consist  of  a 
Stewardship  Director  and  other  leaders  as  needed  to  conduct  the  program. 

SECTION  9.  The  Missions  Development  Council  -  This  council  shall  lead  the  chur- 
ches to  discover  opportunities  for  missions  and  to  assist  the  churches  in  doing  mission 
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projects  individually  and  corporately.  The  council  shall  consist  of  a  Missions  Develop- 
ment Director  and  other  leaders  as  needed  to  conduct  the  program. 

SECTION  10.  The  Recreation  Council  -  This  council  shall  assist  the  churches  in  pro- 
viding recreation  methods,  materials,  services,  and  experiences,  and  shall  assist  other 
associational  organizations  wishing  to  use  recreation  in  accomplishing  their  particular 
tasks.  The  council  shall  consist  of  a  Recreational  Director  and  other  leaders  as  needed 
to  conduct  the  program. 

SECTION  11.  The  Family  Ministry  Council  -  This  council  shall  assist  the  churches 
in  developing  family  ministry  programs,  in  the  following  areas:  Preschool,  Children, 
Youth,  Adult,  Single  Adult,  Senior  Adult,  and  Student  Ministries.  This  council  shall 
seek  to  strengthen  the  family  unit.  The  council  shall  consist  of  a  Family  Ministry  Direc- 
tor and  other  leaders  as  needed  to  conduct  the  program. 

Article  VIII  -  ADDITIONAL  PROGRAM  COUNCILS /ADMINISTRATIVE 

COMMITTEES 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  appoint  any  Program  Council  or  Administrative  Com- 
mittee as  needed  as  the  work  of  the  Association  expands,  subject  to  approval  of  the 
Association  at  its  meetings,  as  an  amendment  to  the  Bylaws.  These  Councils/Commit- 
tees shall  be  granted  temporary  status  until  final  approval. 

Article  IX  -  VACANCIES 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  elect  persons  needed  to  fill  any  vacancies  which 
occur  in  the  Association  between  the  meetings  of  the  Association  upon  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Nominating  Committee. 

Article  X  -  OPERATIONAL  MANUAL 

An  operations  manual  shall  be  developed  for  associational  work.  This  includes  job 
descriptions,  goals,  and  directions  for  improvement. 

Article  XI  -  AMENDMENT 

These  Bylaws  may  be  amended,  by  a  majority  vote  of  messengers  present  and  voting. 
One  month  prior  to  an  associational  meeting,  any  recommended  change  shall  be 
presented  in  writing  to  the  churches  and  acted  upon  at  the  fall  meeting. 

Article  XII  -  ADOPTION 

Upon  adoption  by  two-thirds  vote  of  messengers  present  and  voting,  these  Bylaws 
shall  become  effective  at  the  close  of  this  session  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association,  and 
shall  affect  a  repeal  of  all  previously  adopted  rules.  Adopted  this  nineteenth  day  of 
October,  1989  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus'Christ.

Polk  Baptist  Association 
January  9,  1990 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association  met  on  Tuesday  Evening, 
January  9,  1990  at  the  Associational  Building.  The  meeting  was  opened  by  singing

Just  minutes  before  I  was  elected  president,  1  was  ques- 
tioned about  my  role  in  the  controversies  that  characterize  the  Convention.  I  said  to  the 
trustees:  "Do  I  have  a  postion?  Yes.  Anybody,  unless  he  is  mindless  or  spineless,  has  a 
postion.  But  this  Board  is  'above  politics.  It  is  neutral.  It  serves  both  factions  -  all  factions.  I 
pledge  that  of  myself,  and  I  expect  it  from  each  of  you.  We'll  take  care  of  our  people,  no 
matter  who  they  are."  After  our  very  open  and  frank  discussion,  the  trustees  voted 
unanimously  for  me  as  president. 

Our  Church  Annuity  Plan  provides  fully  vested  and  non -forfeitable  benefits.  That 
means  the  money  belongs  to  you.  Our  operation  is  strictly  regulated  by  federal  law,  and 
we  perform  our  duties  to  you  with  the  highest  of  fiduciary  principles.  By  law,  we  must 
manage  your  funds  solely  in  your  best  interest. 

Nobody  will  get  your  benefit  except  you  and/or  your  beneficiary.  If  you  die  before 
retirement,  every  cent  of  accumulation  can  go  promptly  to  your  beneficiary  or  be  left  to 
grow  for  the  beneficiary's  future  benefit. 

If  your're  old  enough  to  be  in  Plan  A,  we've  already  accumulated  earnings  that  will 
make  your  eventual  benefit  almost  twice  what  we  originally  projected  for  this  plan. 

Your  quarterly  accounting  statements  for  the  Church  Annuity  Plan  are  designed  to 
show  what  you  contributed,  how  much  it  earned  in  the  previous  three  months  and  your 
total  accumulation.  The  annual  Member  Benefit  Statement  gives  an  estimate  of  future 
benefits.  The  more  you  put  in,  the  longer  it  stays  here,  and  the  more  it  earns,  the  greater 
your  benefit  in  retirement.  In  the  Church  Annuity  Plan,  you  decide  how  your  money  is 
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invested  when  you  select  the  Funds  to  which  you  direct  your  contribution  and  accumula- 
tions. 

Annuity  Board  funds  are  invested  by  some  two  dozen  independent,  outside  managers 
who  are  retained  because  of  their  professional  expertise  and  performance.  We  are  ade- 
quately diversified.  They  don't  buy  junk  bonds.  They  don't  buy  high  risk  stocks.  They 
don't  loan  money  to  any  other  church  agency  or  institution. 

CHURCH  COMPREHENSIVE  MEDICAL  PLAN 

Every  comprehensive  medical  plan  is  expensive  if  it  is  worth  anything.  If  someone  offers 
you  cheap  insurance,  it  means  you  are  very  unlikely  to  collect  meaningful  benefits. 

My  greatest  frustration  in  the  first  year  of  my  presidency  was  inability  to  offer  options  in 
medical  plans.  It  boiled  down  to  this:  options  couldn't  be  offered  at  this  time  without 
vastly  increasing  the  cost  of  the  comprehensive  plan.  We  will  continue  to  study  this. 

The  staggering  increase  in  our  medical  plan  is  part  of  a  nationwide  crisis.  If  you  hear 
about  someone  paying  less  for  better  benefits,  you  can  rest  assured  someone  is  subsidizing 
the  cost  ^  it  is  a  young  plan  without  much  claims  experience.  Be  very  careful  about 
changing  to  a  plan  that  seems  too  good  to  be  true.  It  probably  is.  You  can  find  yourself  with 
cancelled  coverage,  skyrocketing  premiums  after  you  file  a  claim  or  even  unpaid  claims 
after  the  company  goes  bankrupt.  Believe  me,  we've  heard  the  horror  stores! 

We  have  never  cancelled  a  participant  for  high  or  frequent  claims. 
Why  are  the  Annuity  Board  charges  so  high?  Because  that's  what  it  costs  us  to  maintain 
the  program.  We  are  basically  self-insured.  We  pay  back  to  our  people  ninety-four  cents  in 
claims  for  every  dollar  you  send  us.  Most  insurance  companies  only  pay  back  65-75  cents 
per  dollar.  The  rest  is  commissions,  expenses  and  profit  to  them.  The  Annuity  Board  does 
not  take  one  cent  for  itself.  Even  the  administrative  costs  are  paid  from  earnings  on 
reserves  -  funds  we  are  required  by  law  to  hold  in  savings  to  pay  claims  in  case  the  pro- 
gram should  ever  have  to  be  closed.  Our  plan  pays  Prudential  six  cents  out  of  each  dollar 
to  service  and  secure  our  program. 

With  all  the  money  the  Annuity  Board  has,  why  can't  we  help  with  medical  cost?  The 
Annuity  board  has  no  funds  of  its  own  and  recieves  no  funds  from  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram for  operations.  The  only  funds  we  receive  are  for  the  relief  of  poor  ministers  and  their 
widows,  and  to  assist  the  state  conventions'  educational  efforts  on  behalf  of  Annuity  Board 
programs.  The  size  of  the  medical  need  far  exceeds  the  possiblity  of  a  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram "cure."  Medcical  claims  paid  this  year  will  total  about  two-thirds  as  much  as  the  entire 
cooperative  world  missions  program  of  Southern  Baptists.  The  only  money  we  have  is  the 
money  you  entrust  to  us  to  manage  for  your  retirement.  That  can't  be  diverted  to  any 
other  purpose. 

Why  can't  we  have  a  group  plan  for  our  small  churches?  Group  plans,  by  their  nature, 
presume  compulsory  participation  to  guarantee  well  people  will  be  in  the  plan  to  pay  for 
the  sick  ones.  We  can't  order  Southern  Baptist  churches  or  ministers  to  enroll.  However, 
I  have  appointed  a  national  committee  to  study  the  feasibility  of  some  sort  of  group  plan 
for  small  churches  (1  to  9  employees) .  The  committee  of  12  includes  a  former  and  a  cur- 
rent state  executive  director,  two  directors  of  missions,  two  laymen  who  are  insurance 
agents  and  six  pastors  of  small  churches.  The  committee  will  report  to  our  trustees  in 
February  1991. 

There  is  no  quick  fix  for  either  the  national  or  Southern  Baptist  health  care  cost.  Every 
insurance  company  we  talked  to,  except  Prudential,  advised  us  to  reunderwrite  the 
Church  Comprehensive  Medical  Plan.  That  would  have  put  all  the  sick  people  in  a 
separate  risk  pool  where  their  rates  would  soon  be  impossible.  The  Prudential  said  they 
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believed  in  Southern  Baptists'  loyalty  to  each  other.  They  believed  the  healthy  would  stay 
in  our  plan  if  we  got  our  local  charges  in  line  with  local  costs  for  medical  care.  For  two 
years  we've  been  phasing  in  this  zip  code  based  rating.  As  we  near  the  end  of  the  process, 
rates  are  becoming  more  stable.  Thirteen  percent  of  our  participants  have  no  rate  increase 
January  1,  1991.  Thirty-rix  percent  had  increases  of  0-5  percent,  and  another  38  percent 
had  increases  that  did  not  exceed  10  percent. 

I'm  on  your  side.  My  standing  order  to  staff  is,  "If  it  won't  break  the  law  or  break  the 
Board,  do  it."  Stay  with  us.  We'll  do  you  good!

1990  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  Inc.  Report 

For  105  years  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina  has  been  giving  children  a 
chance  at  life.  This  year  we  formalized  that  phase  into  our  first  state- wide-fund-raising 
campaign. 

The  "Give  a  child  a  chance!"  Campaign  seeks  to  raise  $11  million  over  three  years  to 
expand  Cameron  Boys  Camp,  boost  general  operating  income  and  increase  endowment. 
We  will  also  be  able  to  begin  a  before  and  after  school  care  program  in  Davidson  County, 
to  give  security  to  children  of  working  couples,  who  won't  have  to  go  home  to  empty 
houses  anymore.  Some  of  the  endowment  earnings  will  increase  training  to  help  staff  deal 
with  ever  changing  needs  among  the  1,000  children  and  families  they  serve  each  year. 

Baptist  men  of  North  Carolina  have  agreed  to  build  the  new  Tommy  and  Jeanie  Eller 
Chuckwagon  at  Cameron,  saving  approximately  $75,000  in  construction  costs. 
Children's  hopes  were  also  bolstered  by  the  return  of  the  Thanksgiving  Offering  voted  by 
messengers  to  the  1989  state  convention.  While  suffering  through  its  12  year  absence, 
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BCH  lost  more  than  $1  million  in  revenue.  In  a  change  from  a  Homes  and  Hospital  Offer- 
ing to  the  Thanksgiving  Offering,  BCH  will  go  18  months  without  a  special  collection,  a 
period  that  encompasses  more  than  an  entire  fiscal  year.  For  the  past  five  years  that  special 
collection  has  meant  $400,000  to  the  ministry,  a  sum  that  will  be  difficult  to  make  up  in  the 
1990-91  budget.  Some  churches  aware  of  the  difficulty,  have  promised  to  begin  receiving 
the  Thanksgiving  Offering  in  1990. 

The  Cooperative  Program  continues  to  anchor  our  budget  planning  from  the  churches. 
We  urge  renewed  commitment  to  cooperative  giving  among  our  North  Carolina 
churches.  It  is  essential,  not  only  for  us,  but  for  the  entire  missions  enterprise  built  painstak- 
ingly for  a  century  and  a  half.  Baptist  Children's  Homes  receives  $1.5  million  from 
Cooperative  Program  receipts  each  year.  That  is  the  stackpole  around  which  we  build  our 
other  income  planning.  A  decrease  in  Cooperative  Program  dollars  to  Baptist  Children's 
Homes  would  seriously  jeopardize  our  ability  to  care  for  children. 

Baptist  Children's  Homes  has  a  105  year  history.  But  its  history  is  just  the  knot  that  ties  it 
to  a  boundless,  unbroken  ribbon  of  promise  that  stretches  beyond  the  future  to  wrap 
children  and  families  with  eternal  blessings.

North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation  Report 

The  historical  records  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation  will  reveal  1989  and 
1990  to  be  significant  in  its  70  year  history.  Organized  following  action  taken  at  the  1919 
Convention  and  chartered  by  the  State  of  North  Carolina  in  1920  as  a  charitable  corpora- 
tion, the  Trustee  agency  of  the  Convention  has  only  in  recent  years  begun  to  have  an  im- 
pact in  providing  financial  support  for  Baptist  institutions  and  mission  causes. 

Charged  with  the  responsibility  of  creating  greater  awareness  among  Baptists  within 
North  Carolina  concerning  estate  stewardship  as  a  viable  and  significant  means  of  pro- 
viding financial  support  of  Christian  endeavors  fostered  by  our  churches,  the  Baptist  Foun- 
dation assists  individuals  in  the  establishment  of  endowment  and  trust  funds.  Through 
these  funds,  financial  support  is  provided  the  donor's  chosen  Christian  cause  or  causes  on 
a  continuing  basis  for  years  to  come,  long  after  the  donor's  death. 

The  growth  of  the  Foundation,  in  terms  of  assets  managed,  has  been  significant  during 
the  past  few  years.  Since  January  1,  1988,  the  assets  placed  under  management  of  the 
Foundation  has  increased  by  over  $13  million  through  May,  1990.  This  exceeds  the  asset 
growth  goals  set  in  1986  for  a  five  year  period.

Gifts  of  appreciated  assets,  such  as  stock  and  real  estate,  can  be  placed  in  trust  to 
generate  income  for  individuals  and  then  pay  income  to  Christian  causes  beyond  their 
lifetime.  As  a  result  of  this  unique  opportunity  to  give,  older  adults  are  realizing  the  joy  of 
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establishing  life  income  trusts.  This  plan  often  provides  a  significant  increase  in  personal  in- 
come, bypass  of  capital  gain  taxes,  creation  of  a  charitable  deduction  for  income  tax  and 
estate  taxes,  and  assures  an  eventual  gift  to  Christian  endeavors. 

A  new  home  for  the  Baptist  Foundation  was  built  during  1989  and  early  1990.  The 
6,000  square  foot  office  building  was  constructed  from  gifts  from  individuals  and  is  located 
on  property  provided  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  next  to  the  Baptist  Building  in  Cary. 
The  new  facility  was  occupied  in  February  1990,  and  provides  much  needed  space  for  the 
work  of  staff  as  well  as  for  conferences  and  meetings.

1990  Baptist  Hospital  Report 

"The  largest  health-science  building  program  ever  in  North  Carolina  has  changed  the 
landscape  on  Hawthorne  Hill,  and  the  changes  continue  in  rapid  succession .  .  .  One  thing 
that  hasn't  changed  is  the  institution's  tradition  for  delivery  of  compassionate  health  care. 
That  will  never  change."  This  statement,  from  Dr.  Charles  P.  Nicholson,  Jr.,  Baptist 
Hospital  Trustee  and  Chairman  of  the  Medical  Center  Board  of  Directors,  is  both  a  report 
and  a  commitment. 

Another  building  in  this  $190  million  expansion  program  has  recently  been  completed 
and  occupied.  The  Clinical  Sciences  Building  will  house  most  of  the  Medical  Center's  am- 
bulatory services,  and  has  been  termed  a  "medical  supermarket,"  where  patients  may  do 
"one-stop  shopping."  The  building  will  also  accommodate  an  Ambulatory  Surgery  Unit, 
Medical  Center  Administrative  Offices,  and  other  functions.  Nearing  completion,  is  the 
Day  Care  Center  for  children  of  medical  center  employees.  Under  construction,  is  an 
addition  to  the  MRI  (Magnetic  Resonance  Imaging)  Building,  and  a  significant  additon  to 
the  Patient/ Visitor  Parking  Deck.  Construction  on  the  Center  on  Aging  Building  is 
scheduled  to  begin  in  early  1991  with  the  completion  date  set  for  the  spring  of  1993. 

The  purpose  of  all  these  new  facilities,  according  to  hospital  president,  Len  B.  Preslar, 
Jr.,  is  to  "enable  us  to  respond  to  patient  needs  better  than  ever  before."  In  addition  to 
continuation  and  improvement  of  many  established  procedures,  several  new  diagnostic 
and  treatment  programs  have  been  started  recently.  The  Organ  Transplant  Program 
added  a  new  dimension  when  it  performed  the  first  single-lung  transplant  in  North 
Carolina.  Bone  marrow  transplants  are  also  being  performed  now  in  our  Baptist  Hospital. 
A  Cranio-facial  Clinic,  to  correct  major  deformities  of  the  skull  and  uper  face  during  the 
first  year  of  life,  opened  recently.  New  laser  technology  provides  an  improved  method  for 
clearing  out  atherosclerotic  deposits  in  the  carotid  arteries  of  the  neck.  New  surgical  techni- 
ques make  possible  better  treatment  of  complicated  retinal  detachment.  Orthopedic 
Surgeons  began  use  of  the  Ilizarov  Technique  for  the  repair  and  lengthening  of  broken 
bones.  New  approaches  are  being  used  effectively  in  the  treatment  of  children  with 
Cerebral  Palsy.  Bowman  Gray/Baptist  Hospital  is  the  only  medical  center  in  the  nation  us- 
ing and  evaluating  Clinodean,  a  non-narcotic  pain  killer  which  has  proven  effective  in  con- 
trolling pain  following  surgery  and  for  cancer  patients. 

Through  these  various  services  we  provided  210,456  days  of  care  for  22,607  patient 
admissions  last  year.  In  addition  to  these,  there  were  approximately  388,000  ambulatory 
patient  visits  in  the  various  clinics,  the  Emergency  Department,  the  Day  Hospital,  and  in 
Ambulatory  Surgery.  These  patients  came  from  all  across  North  Carolina  and  from  thirty- 
four  other  states.  Also  the  number  of  patients  being  referred  to  us  from  foreign  countries  is 
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increasing  as  the  reputation  of  the  Medical  Center  spreads  throughout  the  world. 

The  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  continues  to  strengthen  its  reputation  both  as  a  service 
agency  and  as  a  teaching  facility.  Last  year,  the  department  provided  more  than  29,000 
ministries  to  hospital  patients,  almost  19,000  services  to  families,  and  more  than  14,000 
services  for  hospital  and  church  staff  members  and  their  families.  The  Minister's  Care  Plan, 
a  joint  program  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  had  1,446  sessions  with  more  than 
200  different  clergy  families  last  year.  The  new  Missionary  Counseling  and  Support  Ser- 
vices Program  saw  48  individuals  in  its  first  six  months.  The  division  of  Clinical  Pastoral 
Education/Chaplaincy  had  53  students  enrolled. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1990,  the  hospital  received  $692,946.24  through 
the  Cooperative  Program  and  $271,361.24  through  the  Homes  and  Hospital  Offering 
and  direct  gifts.  Cooperative  Program  Funds  are  used  for  the  Department  of  Pastoral 
Care,  and  other  church  gifts  help  to  provide  Benevolent  Care  for  financially  needy  pa- 
tients. The  hospital  staff  and  patients  are  most  grateful  for  this  continuing  financial  support.

1990:     PROVIDING  THE  BEST  OF  TIMES  TO  N.C.  OLDER  ADULTS 

Making  life  for  Older  Adults  the  Best  of  Times  is  the  continuing  goal  of  Bapitst  Retire- 
ment Homes  of  North  Carolina,  Inc.,  which  operates  four  residential  facilities  for  Older 
Adults  around  the  state  -  Albermarle,  Asheville,  Hamilton  and  Winston-Salem. 

In  Asheville,  our  efforts  include  a  move  toward  expanding  the  Western  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Home.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  applied  for  July  for 
permission  to  construct  the  60  nursing  care  beds  the  state  is  allocating  to  Buncombe  Coun- 
ty in  1990. 

State  approval  of  its  plans  will  be  the  next  step  toward  adding  a  health-care  unit  to  the 
facility,  a  unit  offering  skilled  and  intermediate  nursing  care.  Currently  the  only  nursing 
care  provided  by  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  is  the  85-bed  nursing  care  unit  at  Brookridge 
Retirement  Community  in  Winston -Salem,  the  newest  facility  operated  by  Baptist  Retire- 
ment Homes. 

Around  the  state,  the  other  ones  face  a  promising  year.  In  Winston-Salem,  Brookridge 
Retirement  Community  celebrates  its  first  birthday  in  1990.  It  is  the  largest  of  the  facilities, 
providing  five  levels  of  care  -  independent  living  in  garden  homes,  independent  living  in 
apartments,  and  assisted  living  intermediate  nursing  care  and  skilled  nursing  care  in  its 
health  care  unit  -  to  350  Older  Adults. 

The  facilities  in  Albermarle  and  Hamilton  provide  assisted  living  in  a  residential  setting  to 
30  Older  Adults  each .  Both  programs  are  greatly  enhanced  by  the  strong  support  of  the 
surrounding  commnity  and  its  churches.  The  Brotherhood,  WMU  and  senior  adult  clubs 
at  nearby  churches  provide  fellowship,  entertainment,  skills  and  physical  labor,  household 
needs  -  whatever  they  see  are  needed  by  each  home. 

The  Albermarle  Home  also  offers  respite  care  for  those  families  who  care  for  an  Older 
Adult  and  need  some  time  away  from  that  responsibility.  The  cost  of  the  care  is  paid  by  the 
family,  and  it  provides  overnight  care  for  whatever  length  of  time  the  family  needs. 
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It  and  other  alternative  forms  of  residential  care  for  Older  Adults,  are  additional  ways 
being  explored  by  the  Homes  to  meet  the  growing  needs  of  the  Older  Adult  Baptist 
population  in  this  state.

Baptist  Student  Union  Report 

GARDNER-WEBB  COLLEGE 

Founded  in  1905  as  a  boarding  high  school,  Gardner- Webb  is  the  youngest  of  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Colleges  and  Universities.  However,  the  College  continues  to  ex- 
perience growth,  both  in  terms  of  quality  and  quantity.  By  policy,  all  faculty  members  are 
committed  Christians  with  significant  academic  training  and  practical  experience.  Approx- 
imately 70  percent  of  the  Gardner-Webb's  faculty  members  are  recognized  as  master 
teachers,  a  long-standing  tradition  at  Gardner-Webb.  Quantity  at  Gardner-Webb  means 
growth.  The  College  expects  to  see  good  enrollment  figures  for  fall  1990. 

Beginning  his  fifth  year  as  president,  M.  Christopher  White  renewed  the  covenant  that 
Gardner-Webb  will  remain  true  to  the  christian  heritage  from  which  it  has  grown  and 
drawn  strength  and  purpose  during  its  85-year  history.  Gardner- Webb  is  proud  of  its  Bap- 
tist heritage,  is  grateful  for  the  financial  support  it  receives  from  the  Cooperative  Program 
and  is  enriched  by  the  harmonious  relationship  it  enjoys  with  the  denomination.  More 
than  64  percent  of  the  students  are  North  Carolina  Baptists,  a  significant  measure  of  the 
confidence  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  place  in  Gardner- Webb. 

The  operating  budget  for  the  current  year  is  $17.8  million.  Total  indebtedness  of  the 
College,  as  of  June  30,  1990,  was  $1.3  million.  Debt  liquidation  is  proceeding  according 
to  schedule. 

Approximately  65  percent  of  Gardner- Webb  students  receive  financial  aid.  The  Office 
of  Financial  Planning  assists  parents  with  asset  management  to  help  them  meet  educa- 
tional costs.  A  number  of  new  scholarships  were  endowed  last  year  by  friends  of  the  Col- 
lege. 

In  a  recent  reorganization  move,  Dr.  Frank  Bonner  was  promoted  to  Vice  President  of 
Academic  and  Student  Affairs.  Serving  as  deans  under  Dr.  Bonner  are  Dr.  Gilmer 
Blackburn  as  Dean  of  Academic  Affairs  and  Jerome  Scott  as  Dean  of  Student  Develop- 
ment. 

Gardner- Webb  has  experienced  substantial  growth  in  enrollment.  Spring  Commence- 
ment 1990  graduated  approximately  300  students  with  associates,  bachelors  and  masters 
degrees.  Summer  Commencement  graduated  another  198  students.  Dr.  W.  Wyan 
Washburn,  former  campus  physician,  was  awarded  the  status  of  trustee  emeritus  and 
presented  the  honorary  doctorate  during  spring  commencement. 

Dr.  Freida  Brown,  associate  professor  of  psychology,  was  the  1990  recipient  of  the 
Fleming- White  Award  for  Excellence  in  Teaching.  This  award  was  established  by  Presi- 
dent and  Mrs.  White  in  honor  of  their  parents  to  recognize  the  College's  outstanding  facul- 
ty. Dr.  Jack  Partain  was  named  as  vice  chairman  of  the  faculty.  Dr.  Robert  Decker  of  the 
music  faculty  retired. 

Deaths  this  year  in  the  Gardner-Webb  family  included  Mr.  Charles  I.  Dover  of  Shelby, 
trustee  emeritus:  Mrs.  Mae  Stroup  of  Shelby,  trustee  emeritus;  Dr.  B.E.  Morris,  founder  of 
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the  B.E.  Morris  Academy  at  Gardner- Webb;  Guy  Walker,  former  two-term  trustee;  and 
Ray  Morris,  friend  and  supporter  of  tiie  College  and  member  of  First  Baptist  Church  in 
Rutherfordton . 

The  Craven  E.  Williams  Observatory  dedication  is  planned  for  October  13.  The  obser- 
vatory, the  largest  of  its  kind  within  a  40  mile  radius,  will  be  made  available  to  the  public. 

Other  building  projects  on  campus  include  the  building  of  the  Spangler  Gate  at  the  cam- 
pus entrance  and  the  renovation  of  the  Dover  Campus  Center.  The  newly  renovated 
cafeteria  and  dining  area,  housed  in  the  campus  center,  will  be  ready  for  use  this  fall.  The 
entire  project  is  expected  to  be  complete  by  Spring  1991. 

The  Christian  Service  Organization  launched  a  $1  million  campaign,  to  be  completed  in 
three  years.  The  emphasis  is  on  endowments  that  will  provide  scholarships  for  students 
planning  to  enter  full-time  Christian  ministry. 

The  trustees  are  happy  to  report  that  Gardner-Webb  College,  founded  by  Baptists  as  a 
place  "where  students  could  have  the  best  possible  educational  advantage  under  distinc- 
tive Christian  influence,"  remains  true  to  that  original  purpose  that  brought  the  College  in- 
to existence.

The  last  twelve  months  have  been  eventful  ones  in  the  Ministry  of  Applied  Christianity. 

LEGISLATIVE  ISSUES 

1.  GAMBLING 

All  three  lottery  bills  died  in  committee  because  the  pro-gambling  forces  just  didn't  have 
the  votes.  The  gambling  industry  launched  a  major  campaign  this  year  because  the  state 
was  facing  a  $500  million  budget  short-fall.  They  employed  the  most  effective  lobbyists 
that  can  be  found  in  North  Carolina.  The  State  Government  Employees  Association  made 
the  lottery  its  number  one  legislative  objective.  Yet,  all  of  this  wasn't  enough  because  the 
Christian  community  spoke  up. 

You  can  rest  assured  that  the  gambling  industry  will  be  back  in  1991. 

2.  DRUNK  DRIVING 

Proposals  from  Governor  Jim  Martin  and  a  Legislative  Study  Committee  that  really 
would  have  toughened  our  drunk  driving  laws  did  not  materialize.  Some  well-known 
defense  attorneys  made  ''sham"  compromise  offers  in  the  House-Senate  Conference 
Committee,  but  the  House  conferees  rejected  the  offer.  In  many  ways,  the  Senate  com- 
promise would  have  weakened  even  our  current  laws. 

The  House  Bill  provided  for: 

a.  The  lowering  of  the  breathalyzer  blood  alcohol  level  from  .10  to  .08; 

b.  The  banning  of  open  containers  of  all  alcoholic  beverages  in  motor  vehicles; 

c.  Increasing  the  civil  revocation  of  driver's  licenses  from  10  to  30  days  (North  Carolina 
is  the  only  state  in  the  nation  with  less  than  a  30-day  loss  of  driving  privileges  for 
registering  a  .  10  or  above  on  the  breathalyzer) ; 

d.  Increasing  the  fines  for  being  convicted  of  drunk  driving  (in  1947  the  minimum  fine 
was  $100.  and  it  is  still  the  same  43  years  later); 

3.  ABORTION 

a.  Because  of  the  outstanding  work  of  Representative  ''Skip"  Stam  of  Wake  County, 
the  House  voted  to  reduce  the  state's  abortion  fund  from  $400,000  to  $100,000. 
These  remaining  funds  could  not  be  used  for  abortion  as  a  means  of  birth  control. 
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They  could  only  be  utilized  for  abortion  when  the  mother's  life  is  endangered,  or  in 
cases  that  result  from  rape  or  incest.  However,  the  Senate  voted  to  leave  the  fun- 
ding at  its  current  rate, 
b.  A  parental  consent  proposal  overwhelmingly  passed  the  House  requiring  a  parent's 
approval  before  an  abortion  could  be  performed  on  a  minor  but  the  bill  died  in  the 
Senate  (such  consent  is  required  before  a  school  official  can  give  an  aspirin  to  a  stu- 
dent, but  such  consent  is  not  required  for  a  minor  to  receive  an  abortion). 

4.  OBSCENITY 

The  Senate  did  approve  Representative  "Skip"  Stam's  House  bill  to  make  the  posses- 
sion of  child  pornography  a  felon . 

The  U.S  Supreme  Court,  in  upholding  a  Ohio  law,  stated  that  the  purpose  of  such 
legislation  is  to  protect  the  victims  of  child  pornography  and  that  the  State  of  Ohio  passed  it 
"in  hopes  of  destroying  a  market  for  the  exploitative  use  of  children". 

We  applaud  that  work  of  Representative  Stam  of  Wake  County  (a  Deacon  in  the  Apex 
Baptist  Church)  in  his  tireless  efiforts  on  this  legislation .  Children  deserve  the  most  stringent 
safeguards  our  laws  can  possibly  provide. 

5.  MISCELLANEOUS 

Other  legislative  proposals  such  as  raising  the  tax  on  alcoholic  beverages  and  requiring 
the  teaching  in  public  schools  of  sexual  abstinence  outside  of  marriage  to  combat  the 
teenage  pregnancy  problem  were  side  tracked  by  the  Senate.  Incidentally,  the  tax  on  beer 
has  not  been  increased  in  North  Carolina  since  1969.  This  reveals  how  strong  the  beer 
lobbyists  are. 

CHURCH  AND  COMMUNITY  ASSISTANCE 

In  the  past  year,  the  League  has  successfully  assisted  in  alcoholic  beverage  campaigns  in 
places  such  as  Hertford  County,  Pamlico  County,  Concord,  Lumberton,  Manteo, 
Morganton,  Archdale,  Waynesville,  etc.,  in  their  efforts  to  defeat  various  referenda  such  as 
liquor-by-the-drink  and  beer- wine  sales. 

We  have  sought  to  keep  the  Christian  community  informed  on  moral  and  ethical  issues 
through  our  publication,  Tomorrow,  and  through  speaking  in  churches,  pastors  con- 
ferences and  civic  clubs. 

Thank  you  for  your  prayers  and  financial  support  in  our  Ministry  of  Applied  Christianity.

Each 
individual  has  the  right  to  approach  God  directly,  and  every  individual  is  com- 
petent to  deal  directly  with  God  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  salvation  and  the 
Christian  life. 

3.  The  autonomy  of  the  local  church  and  cooperation  in  Christian  service. 
Each  church  is  congregational  in  organization,  with  every  member  having  a 
right  to  vote.  Cooperation,  not  coercion,  is  the  basis  of  denominational  unity. 

4.  Freedom  of  religion  and  a  free  church  in  a  free  state.  Religious  liberty 
rather  than  religious  toleration  is  a  North  Carolina  Baptist  distinctive. 

The  enduring  ties  and  relationships  between  Baptist  colleges.  Baptist  churches  and  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  help  to  guarantee  the  tripod's  balance  and  a  healthy  spirit  of 
partnership  in  the  Gospel.

Foreign  Missions  Board  Report 

Last  year  some  remarkable  things  happened  because  you  supported  Southern  Baptist 
foreign  missions  work.  Here  are  just  a  few  examples. 

A  record  227,564  people  were  led  to  the  Lord  and  baptized  -  an  increase  of  14.9%. 
More  than  $5  million  of  your  gifts  helped  support  hunger  and  relief  efforts  in  44  nations. 
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Last  year  Southern  Baptists  had  21,242  churches  overseas  -  an  increase  of  10.6% ;  and 
there  was  a  total  Sunday  School  enrollment  of  1,899,291  -  an  increase  of  23.4%. 

Medical  missionaries  and  national  medical  personnel  cared  for  more  than  1.4  million 
patients. 

$69  million  were  given  to  foreign  missions  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  The  Lot- 
tie Moon  Christmas  Offering  was  almost  $79  million. 

Of  all  the  funds  sent  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  more  than  61  %  was  spent  in  direct 
support  of  foreign  missionaries.  Your  support  was  in  many  forms.  Southern  Baptist 
prayed  for,  financially  supported  and  corresponded  with  3,780  foreign  missionaries.  More 
than  10,000  Southern  Baptist  traveled  abroad  to  fill  short-term  volunteer  needs. 

Unfortunately,  for  the  first  time  since  1972,  Southern  Baptist  finished  the  year  with  87 
fewer  missionaries  than  they  started  the  year  with.  But  the  outlook  this  year  appears 
brighter.  An  encouraging  number  of  qualified  people  are  requesting  appointment  informa- 
tion and  moving  through  the  appointment  process. 

As  we  approach  the  year  2000  and  the  culmination  of  Bold  Mission  Thrust,  there  is  still 
much  work  to  be  done.  The  new  decade  presents  Southern  Baptist  with  some  unparallel- 
ed opportunities. 

Home  Missions  Board  Report 

Bold  Mission  Thrust  happens  in  churches  -  where  people  are  baptized,  taught,  and 
trained;  where  people  engage  in  and  support  missions.  We  need  to  have  Bible  believing, 
soul  winning,  ministering  churches  to  meet  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention's  AD  2000 
Bold  Mission  Thrust  goals. 

Some  of  the  goals  and  some  of  the  1989  accomplishments  are: 

1.  50,000  churches  and  church  type  missions.  Last  year  the  HMB's  New  Church  Ex- 
tension Division  placed  97  church  Planter  Apprentices  for  two-year  assignments  in  52 
locations,  surpassing  1988's  previous  record  of  85  apprentices  in  45  locations. 

2.  500,000  baptisms  yearly.  Baptisms  reached  353,000  last  year,  an  increase  of 
1.9%. 

3.  5,000  missionaries  serving  in  the  United  States.  Last  year  the  HMB  appointed  670 
new  missionaries,  bringing  the  total  to  3,808. 

4.  3,000  chaplains.  In  1989  the  Chaplains  Commission  endorsed  603  chaplains  and 
pastoral  counselors,  bringing  the  total  to  a  new  high  of  2,165. 

5.  75%  of  all  S.B.C.  churches  growing  and  involved  in  meaningful  community 
ministry. 

6.  200,000  short  term  mission  volunteers.  There  were  47,451  volunteers  recruited, 
trained,  and  placed  in  1989. 

7.  Every  church  should  have  intercessory  prayer  activities.  In  1989,  the  Home  Mission 
Intercessory  Prayerline  shared  prayer  requests  with  70,000  callers,  an  increase  of  18.9 
percent  over  the  previous  year.  Mass  Evangelism  enlisted  5,317  church  members  to  join 
the  Daniel  Prayer  Team  to  undergrid  the  1990  simultaneous  revivals. 

In  1989  Southern  Baptist  gave  $32,993,023  through  the  Annie  Armstrong  Easter 
Offering,  a  record  for  any  one  year. 

Because  of  the  commitment  of  the  staff,  the  missionaries,  the  Board  of  Directors,  and 
the  partnership  with  all  Southern  Baptists,  the  future  of  home  missions  is  bright.  Thank 
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you  for  all  you  did  in  1989  for  the  cause  of  home  missons.

The  Radio  and  Television  Commission 

Jack  Johnson,  President 

The  Radio  and  Television  Commission  is  a  missionary  agency.  It  uses  electronic  media 
to  support  churches  in  their  assignment  to  preach  the  gospel  to  every  person. 

During  the  1989-90  convention  year,  the  Commission  has  reduced  its  indebtedness 
significantly  while  making  major  progress  in  fulfilling  its  mission  to  support  Southern 
Baptist  churches,  associations,  conventions  and  agencies  in  bringing  individuals  to  Christ 
through  the  uses  of  electronic  media. 

The  ACTS  television  network  has  remained  a  strong  presence  in  the  homes  of  America 
despite  predicitons  of  some  that  it  could  only  decline.  ACTS  offers  a  credible  channel  for 
Baptists  and  other  mainline  faith  groups  to  reach  into  American  homes  without  the  need 
for  heavy  solicitation  of  funds  and  promotion  of  personalities. 

Both  ABC  and  NBC  carried  programs  produced  by  the  Radio-TV  Commission  during 
the  year.  Stations  within  reach  of  more  than  80%  of  the  nation's  population  carried 
documentaries  on  single  families  and  ethic  behavior  which  were  produced  by  the  Com- 
mission using  grants  from  the  networks.  A  special  Easter  program  was  produced  by  NBC 
with  consultation  from  Radio-TV  Commission  staff. 

Radio  programs  distributed  by  the  Commission  were  carried  some  7,000  times  every 
week  on  radio  stations  across  the  nation  and  on  Armed  Forces  Radio  around  the  world. 
These  programs,  'The  Baptist  Hour'.',  plus  programs  designed  to  mesh  with  station 
musical  formats  were  carried  without  charge  to  Southern  Baptists. 

During  the  year.  126  radio  stations  in  North  Carolina  carried  programs  produced  by  the 
Commission.  The  total  value  of  time,  if  purchased  at  prevailing  rates  vuould  be 
$1,160,697.  In  addition,  24  cable  systems  in  the  state  carried  the  ACTS  network.  It  would 
be  difficult  to  assess  the  value  of  these  channels  to  local  churches  and  the  denomination, 
but  it  could  conservatively  be  $573,774. 
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Responses  by  telephone  and  con-espondence  totaled  7,436  nationally.  Each  person 
received  sympathetic  counsel,  many  were  sent  literature  dealing  with  the  specific  problem 
they  mentioned  and  literature  on  how  to  find  Christ  as  Savior. 

The  future  of  the  Radio  and  Television  Commission  is  bright.  Its  staff  is  committed  to  the 
Great  Commission.  Its  focus  is  on  the  Word  of  God,  and  its  challenge  is  to  touch  the  lives 
of  millions  of  people  who  do  not  attend  a  church  of  any  kind.  "What  we  have  seen  and 
heard.  .  .we  proclaim."  (I  John  1:3)

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Sunday  School  Board  Report 

A  year-long  celebration  of  the  Sunday  School  Board's  Centennial  was  launched  in 
June  1990  at  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  New  Orleans,  Louisiana.  "Celebrating 
Heritage  and  Hope"  is  the  theme  of  the  celebration  of  the  Board's  100  years  of  serving 
Southern  Baptist  people  and  churches. 

"It  is  with  gratitude  to  God  for  a  heritage  rooted  in  Holy  Scripture  and  committed  to  ser- 
vice among  Southern  Baptist  people  that  we  enter  our  second  century,"  said  President 
Lloyd  Elder.  "We  move  forward  buoyed  by  a  spirit  of  hope  and  guided  by  the  light  of 
God's  truth." 

The  Board  was  established  amid  controversy  at  the  1891  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
meeting  in  Birmingham,  Alabama,  where  a  record  855  messengers  registered. 

From  its  beginnings  with  one  assignment,  publishing  Sunday  School  literature,  to  the 
present  with  17  Convention-assigned  programs  of  work,  the  Sunday  School  Board  has 
operated  from  the  sale  of  literature  and  services.  It  has  never  received  funds  from  the 
denomination  or  the  Cooperative  Program.  Instead,  almost  $20  million  has  been  con- 
tributed to  the  operating  budget  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  through  the 
Cooperative  program.  Also,  more  than  $55.2  million  has  been  funneled  to  state  conven- 
tions for  support  of  Sunday  School  Board-related  programs. 

The  Baptist  Hymnal  will  be  released  during  a  four-day  celebration  in  Nashville,  March 
11-14.  The  first  volumes  of  The  New  American  Commentary  will  be  released  and 
available  at  the  1991  Southern  Baptist  Convention  meeting  in  June.  Improved  Sunday 
School  literature  for  all  ages  will  be  introduced  in  October. 

"We  appeal  for  the  support  and  trust  of  our  Southern  Baptist  people.  Our  goal  is  to 
serve  all  of  the  churches  of  this  great  denomination."
